WEDNESDAY,  December   7,  1881. 

The  Senate  met  at  12  o'clock  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
Lieutenant-Governor  Jambs  A.  Walker.

On  motion  of  Mr.   Thurman,  the  rules  of  last  session  were 
adopted  for  the  government  of  this  body. 
The  rules  are  as  follows : 
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I. 

Attendance  and  Adjoitrnmbnt. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without  leave , 
unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

2.  A  majority  of  senators  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business  ;  five  may  ad- 
journ, and  nine  may  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees,  and  make  any 

order  for  their  censure  or  discharge.     On  a  call  of  the  Senate,  the  doors  shall  not  be 
-closed  i^ainst  any  senator  until  his  name  shall  have  been  once  enrolled 

3.  When  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day,  every  senator  shall  keep  his  seat  until  the 
President  leaves  his  seat. 

n. 

The  President. 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution,  the  President  shall  state  the 
same  without  argument. 

6.  The  President  may  call  any  senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  its  functions 
for  the  time ;  but  no  senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  shall  preside  for  a 
Joxiger  period  than  three  days. 

6.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session,  the  President  shall  appoint  four  pages, 
*who  shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars  per  day  each. 

III. 
The  Clerk. 

7.  Tbe  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken  from 
ihe  table  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a  committee ;  but 

he  may  deliver  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to  the  superintendent  of 
public  printing,  or  to  any  senator,  on  taking  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  daily  drawn  up  by  the  clerk,  and  after  beine 
examined  by  the  President  shall  be  read  the  succeeding  day ;  it  shall  be  printed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  clerk,  and  delivered  to  the  senators  without  delay. 

9.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  first  assistant  and  a  second  assistant 
clerk,  and  five  committee  clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  same  congressional  district.  One  of  the  committee  clerks  shall  be  clerk  of 
the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation,  and  of  agriculture,  mining  and 
■lannfacturing ;  one  of  the  committee  on  general  laws,  and  of  privileges  and  elections  ; 
one  of  the  committees  for  courts  of  justice,  and  on  public  institutions  and  education  ; 
•neof  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks  ;  one  of  the  committees  on  county,  city 
and  town  or^nizations,  and  on  fish  and  game.  The  clerks  so  appointed  shall  remain 
in  the  capitol  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  perform  any  duties  that 
the  other  standing  committees  may  require,  when  not  employed  by  their  respective 
committees,  and  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  may  also  require  said  clerks,  when  not 
employed  by  the  standing  committees,  to  assist  in  engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  in  the 
Senate  chamber  when  necessary.  The  said  clerks  shall  be  removable  by  the  clerk  of 
the  Senate,  or  by  the  committees  of  which  they  are  clerks.  The  second  assistant 
clerk,  who  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  committee  on  education,  shall  receive  the  same 
compensation  as  a  clerk  of  a  committee. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill,  the  clerk  shall  announce  whether  it  is  the  first, 
Mcond  or  third  time  of  reading  the  bill. 

11.  The  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  may  interchange  messages  at 
soch  time  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that  of  meeting  on  the  following 
day  a«  that  the  said  messaj^es  may  be  read  immediately  after  the  orders  of  the  day. 

12.  The  clerk  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  session,  have  printed  and  bound  with 
the  manual  of  rales,  Ac,  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  for  the  use  of  the  senators. 
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IV. 

SSBOBANT-ATyARHS  AJSD  DOOBKEEPSB. 

18.  No  senator  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  sergeant^at^arms  on  any  com^ 
plaint  of  breach  of  privilege  until  the  matter  is  examined  by  the  committee  of  privi- 
leges  and  elections  and  reported  to  the  Senate,  unless  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  of  the  Senate  to  preserye,  in  chronolog- 
ical or  numerical  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document  distributed  in  the  Senate, 
and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  session  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  whose' 
duty  it  shall  be  to  have  them  bound  and  preserved  in  his  office  for  the  use  of  this 
body. 

15.  In  order  to  prevent  interruption  of  the  business  of  the  Senate,  the  doorkeeper 
shall  be  constantly  at  his  post  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  admit 
within  the  chamber  no  person  except  officers  of  the  government  of  this  and  any  other 
state,  and  of  the  Unitea  States ;  members  and  ex-members  of  Congress  and  House  of 
Delegates;  their  officers;  ex-members  of  the  Senate  of  Yirnnia;  ministers  of  the- 
gospel,  and  reporters  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate;  but  ladies  and  their  escorts 
may  be  assigned  privileged  seats.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  doorkeeper  to  show  all 
persons  not  entitled  to  privileged  seats  to  the  gallery.  It  shall  be  his  dutv,  when* 
any  person  desires  an  interview  with  a  senator  or  the  President,  or  the  clerk  of  the 
Senate,  to  send  a  message  to  him,  and  such  person  mav  be  admitted  to  one  of  the 
privileged  seats,  if  so  invited  by  either  of  them.  And  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
shall,  moreover,  be  permitted  to  invite  to  a  seat  near  the  chair,  any  person  he  may 
deem  worthy  of  sucn  distinction. 

V. 

Committees. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  committees  shall  be- 
appointed : 

I.  A  committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  seven  senators. 

II.  A  committee  for  courts  of  Justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  nine  senators. 

III.  A  committee  on  general  laws,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than* 
seven  senators. 

lY.  A  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  seven  senators. 

y.  A  committee  on  finance  and  banks,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  seven  senators. 

yi.  A  committee  on  public  institutions  and  education,  to  consist  of  not  less  thaa 
five  nor  more  than  seven  senators. 

yil.  A  committee  on  county,  city,  and  town  organizations,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  seven  senators. 

yill.  A  committee  on  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufacturing,  to  consist  of  not. 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  senators. 

IX.  A  committee  on  fish  and  game,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than 
nine  senators. 

X.  A  committee  on  enrolled  bills,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  thaiL 
seven  senators. 

The  following  committees  shall  consist  of  three  senators,  viz : 

To  examine  the  office  of  Clerk  of  Senate. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

To  examine  the  Second  Auditor's  office. 

To  examine  the  Treasurer's  office. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Register  of  Land  Office. 

To  examine  the  Bonds  of  Public  Officers. 

On  Executive  Expenditures. 

On  the  Library. 

On  the  Public  Printing. 
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17.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presid^Bnt,  unless  the  Senate 
direct  otherwise,  and  the  senator  first  named  by  the  President  shall  be  the  chairman, 
onless  the  committee  direct  otherwise. 

18.  The  several  committees  shall,  in  all  cases,  report  whether  other  cases  comprised 
within  the  principal  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise;  and  if  a  bill  be  ordered,  it 
shall  proYiae  for  all  such  cases ;  and  upon  any  matter  referred,  the  committee  shall 
have  power  to  report  by  bill. 

19.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine  sena- 
tors, unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

20.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  examine  the  oaths  taken  by 
each  senator,  and  the  certificate  of  election  furnished  by  the  proper  officer,  and  report 
thereon  to  the  Senate. 

21.  The  committee  of  privileges  and  elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of  privileges 
or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their  resolutions  are 
founded. 

22.  The  committee  on  finance  and  banks  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
indebtedness  of  the  commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  succeeding .  year,  and  make 
such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

28.  The  committee  on  general  laws  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the  state 
and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund,  and  make  such  report  thereon  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

24.  To  the  committee  on  general  laws  shall  be  referred  all  resolutions  and  bills  con- 
cerning the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances,  and  other  matters  of 
a  general  nature,  not  properly  referable  to  any  other  standing  committee. 

25.  To  the  comnittee  on  public  institutions  and  education  shall  be  referred  all  bills 
and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary,  lunatic  asylums,  the  institu- 
tion for  the  deaf,  dumb,  and  the  blind,  the  armory,  and  other  public  property,  at 
the  seat  of  government.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee  to  examine 
at  each  session  into  the  condition  of  the  penitentiary  and  make  such  report  thereon 
as  they  may  deem  proper. 

26.  To  tne  committee  on  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufacturing  shall  be  referred 
all  bills,  resolutions  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  mining,  manufacturing, 
commerce,  and  mechanic  arts. 

27.  The  committee  to  examine  the  clerk's  office  shall  see  that  all  papers  belonging 
thereto  are  properly  filed,  labelled,  and  put  away  in  the  presses,  and  that  the  books 
belonging  to  the  office  are  chronologically  arranged,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report 
thereof  to  the  Senate. 

28.  When  a  bill  seeking  relief  or  for  an  act  of  incorporation  is  referred  to  a  stand- 
ing committee  of  the  Senate,  the  committee  shall  examine  whether  the  object  can  be 
attained  by  application  to  the  courts  under  the  general  laws ;  and  if  so,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  committee  to  report  that  it  shall  not  pass  unless  there  be  special  reasons 
for  its  consideration  by  the  general  assembly.  And  no  variation  of  maximum  capi- 
tal or  quantity  of  land  which  the  courts  are  authorized  to  empower  corporations  to 
hold,  not  shown  to  be  indispensably  necessary  to  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  committee  as  exempting  the  bill  from  the  operation  of  laws  con- 
ferring on  the  courts  the  power  of  granting  charters  or  affording  relief. 

29.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  jiro  iemporcy  and  the  chairman  of 
committee  of  privileges  and  elections,  shall  constitute  a  standing  committee  on  rules, 
to  whom  a^l  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  referred ; 
and  said  committee  shall  report  such  amendments  to  said  rules  as  in  their  judgment 
are  necessary  and  proper. 

30.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VI. 
Order  ot  Business. 

81.  After  reading  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called  the  "  morning  hour,*'  shall 
be  devoted  as  follows  : 

I.  To  dispose  of  communications  from  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the  executive. 

II.  To  receive  reports  from  standing  committees  (for  which  purpose  they  shall  be 
called  over  by  the  clerk). 
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III.  To  receiYe  reports  from  select  committees.  ' 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions,  and  bills,  on  leave. 

82.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hoar  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  calendar,  as  follows : 

I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  dav. 

II.  Bills  and  resolutions  in  the  order  in  which  uiey  stand  on  the  calendar. 

88.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or  rejected  by 
the  Senate,  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for  tne  space  of  two  days, 
and  the  fact  of  the  passage  or  rejection,  with  the  bill  or  resolution,  shall  then  be 
communicated  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

84.  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  dispatched  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  sent  from  the  House 
of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  sent,  unless  in  either 
case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

86.  All  bills  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  read  on  three  separate  da^s,  and  in 
case  they  be  of  a  general  nature,  they  shall  be  printed  after  their  first  reading. 

86.  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  in  the  Mouse  of  Delegates,  and  not  requiring 
immediate  action,  shall  be  read  the  first  and  second  times  when  received,  and  referred 
to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

87.  A  bill  presented  by  a  senator,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  may  be  committed  before 
its  first  reading ;  but  no  bill  reported  irom  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall  be  recom- 
mitted or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall  any  bill  be  amended  after 
its  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

88.  Joint  resolutions  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  at 
least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

89.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  five  senators,  be 
entered  on  the  Journal.  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been  taken,  and  before 
they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  Journal,  the  clerk  shall  read  over  the  names  of 
these  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  of  those  who  voted  in  the  negative,  at  which 
time  any  senator  shall  have  the  right  to  correct  any  mistake  committed  in  enrolling 
his  name. 

40.  Upon  the  determination  of  a  question,  any  senator  may  enter  his  protest  upon 
the  Journal,  with  the  consent  of  one-third  of  the  senators  present ;  and  on  the  ques- 
tion, "  Shall  the  protest  be  entered  on  the  Journal  ?  "  no  privileged  motion  shall  be 
in  order,  except  to  adjourn. 

41.  Whenever  the  Senate  proceeds  to  consider  any  nominations  of  the  governor, 
which  are  subject  to  the  choice  or  ratification  of  the  Senate,  the  same  shaU  be  con- 
sidered in  executive  session,  with  closed  doors,  and  the  proceedings  thereon  shall  be 
secret,  unless  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

42.  A  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  m  order,  unless  the  bill,  resolu- 
tion, or  other  matter  proposed  to  be  taken  up  would  be  appropriate  for  consideration 
under  the  order  of  business  then  in  hand,  as  prescribed  by  rules  81  and  32. 

VII. 

Ordkr  and  Decokum. 

48.  While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the  clerk  is  report- 
ing a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  senator  is  addressing  the  Chair,  strict  order  shall 
be  observed. 

44.  If  words  be  spoken  in  debate  that  give  ofience,  exceptions  thereto  shall  be 
taken  the  same  day,  and  be  stated  in  writing ;  and  in  such  case,  if  the  words  be  deci- 
ded by  the  President  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to  be  offensive,  and  they  be 
not  explained  or  retracted  by  the  senator  who  uttered  them,  he  shall  be  subject  to 
such  action  as  the  Senate  shall  deem  necessary. 

VIII. 

Ascertaining  the  Question. 

46.  A  motion  for  a  second  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the  bill,  may  be 
submitted  at  the  same  time ;  but  the  question  upon  these  motions  shall  be  put  sepa- 
rately, if  required  by  any  senator. 
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46.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be  divided  if 
it  comprehend  propositions  so  distinct  in  substance  that  one  being  taken  away,  a  sub- 
stantive proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Senate ;  and  a  motion  to 
strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  insert,  nor  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

47.  When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to 
pass  by  for  the  pending  question,  for  the  previous  question,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to.  a  different  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged. 

IX. 

The  Pending  and  Previous  Questions. 

48.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the  sena- 
tors present,  indicated  by  rising,  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall  immedi- 
ately put  the  pending  question ;  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  a 
motion  for  the  pending  question  is  made,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided, 
whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  senators 
present,  indicated  by  rising,  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall  immediately 
put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in  the  order  proscribed  in  the  rules,  and 
then  upon  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  be  not  ordered,  debate  may 
continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been  made. 

X. 

Taking  the  Vote. 

60.  Every  senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken,  shall  vote  or 
be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other ;  but  no  senator  shall  vote  on  a  question 
in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  or  personally  interested. 

51.  Every  question  shall  be  first  put  in  the  affirmative,  and  then  in  the  negative, 
and  the  President  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it ;  which  declaration 
shall  stand  as  the  judgement  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  senator  call  for  a  division,  in 
which  event  the  President  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

62.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered,  or  a  call  of  the  Senate  is  dire<jted,  the 
names  of  the  senators  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

68.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  within  the  chamber  at 
the  time  the  Senate  is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination  of  the  question  upon 
a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI. 

Debate. 

54.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  with  due, respect,  address 
"Mr.  Peesident,"  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoiding 
all  disrespectful  language. 

55.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  without  leave  of 
the  Senate ;  nor  more  than  once,  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have 
•poken. 

56.  Mo  question  shall  be  debated  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  the  President, 
And  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in  preference  to  any 
•enator.  ^ 

67.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  any  senator  who  has  not  spoken  be- 
fore to  the  matter  may  speak  to  the  question  before  the  negative  is  put. 

58.  During  any  debate,  any  senator,  though  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter,  may  rise 
and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate,  if  they  be  transgressed,  in  case  the  President 
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do  not ;  but  if  the  President  stand  up  at  any  time,  he  is  first  to  be  heard,  and  while 
he  is  up  senators  must  keep  their  seats. 

69.  JNo  Senator  shall  be  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  on  points 
of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements,  or  to  answer  any  questions  that  may  be 
propounded  by  the  senator  speaking. 

60.  Motions  to  adjourn  ;  lay  on  the  table ;  for  the  pending  question  ;  for  the  pre- 
vious question ;  to  suspend  the  rules ;  to  take  from  the  table ;  to  take  up  orders  or  the 
day ;  to  close  debate ;  to  limit  debate  ;  to  extend  limit  of  debate ;  to  read  papers ;  to 
reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  be  debated ;  but  upon  a  motion  to  sus- 
pend a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to  lay  on  the  'table,  and  to  take  up  orders  of 
the  day,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  five  minutes  to  state  the  reasons  for  his  motion, 
and  one  member  opposed  to  the  motion  shall  be  allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And 
when  a  question  not  debatable  is  before  the  Senate,  all  incidental  questions  arising 
after  it  is  stated,  shall  be  decided  and  settled,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  with- 
out debate  ,*  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  all  incidental  questions  arising  after 
any  question  is  put  to  the  House. 

XII. 

RiCONSIDEBATION. 

61.  A  question  being  once  determined,  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate, 
and  cannot,  during  the  same  session,  be  drawn  a^ain  into  debate.  No  motion  to 
reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided,  shall  be  entertained,  unless  it  be  made 
by  a  senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side :  provided,  however,  that  when  any 
question  is  decided  in  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Senate,  anv  senator  who  was  absent  from  the  city  of  Richmond  or  detained  from  his 
seat  by  sickness  at  the  time  of  the  vote  sought  to  be  reconsidered,  may  move  its 
reconsideration. 

XIII. 

Petitions. 

62.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be  acted  on  a 
second  time,  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence ;  nor  shall  any  such  petition, 
after  a  third  disallowance,  be  again  acted  on.  The  several  clerks  of  committees 
shall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of  all  such  petitions,  specifying  the  sessions  at  which 
they  were  presented  and  the  determination  of  the  Senate  thereon  ;  and  shall  deliver 
the  original  {)etition  to  the  clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  be  preserved  in  his  office. 

68.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the  settle- 
ment of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied  with  the  certificate  of  disal- 
lowance from  the  executive  or  auditor,  containing  the  reason  why  it  was  rejected. 
But  this  order  shall  extend  to  no  person  applying  for  a  pension. 

64.  When  any  such  petition  or  bill,  founded  on  one,  is  rejected,  such  petition  shall 
ot  be  withdrawn  ;  but  the  petitioner,  or  senator  presenting  his  petition,  or  any  sen- 
ator from  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  the  petitioner  resides,  may,  without 
leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed  therewith,  and  a  list  of  all  documents  so  with- 
drawn shall  be  preserved  by  the  clerk.  All  petitions  not  finally  acted  on  may,  with 
the  accompanying  documents,  be  in  like  manner  withdrawn  after  the  expiration  of 
the  session  at  which  they  were  presented. 

65.  No  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  Senate  unless  particularly  requested  by  some 
senator ;  but  every  senator  presenting  one,  shall  announce  the  name  of  the  petitioner, 
nature  of  the  application,  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  a  similar  application  had 
been  before  made  by  said  petitioner.  He  shall  also  endorse  on  the  back  of  the  peti- 
tion his  own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  is  drawn  in  respectful  language ;  whereupon  it 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  cleric,  by  whom  it  shall  be  laid  before  the  proper  committee. 

XIV. 

Manual  and  Rules. 

66.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  senators  present,  to  be  ascertained  by  an  actual  division  of  the  Senate. 
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XV. 

Contested  Seats. 

67.  Any  person  contesting  the  election  of  a  senator  returned  to  serve  in  the  Senate, 
will  be  entitled  to  receive  his  wages  only  from  the  day  on  which  such  person  is  de-> 
clared  duly  elected. 

XVI. 

Construction  of  Rules. 

68.  In  the  construction  of  the  foregoing  rules,  reference  shall  he  first  had  to 
Jefferson's  manual  and  the  Digests  of  Rules  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

The  President  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order  was 
the  election  of  officers  of  the  Senate ;  thereupon, 

Mr.  Walker  nominated  for  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Senate

JOINT  RESOLUTIONS 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  firet  seedonj  article  3,  of  the  eonstitntion,  concerning  the 

elective  franchise. 

1.  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  (a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  agreeing  thereto).  That  the  following 
amendment  be  and  is  hereby  proposed  to  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  and  is 
hereby  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general 
election  of  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  for  its  concur- 
rence, in  conformity  with  article  12  of  said  constitution  : 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  first  section  of  the  third  article, 
in  reference  to  the  elective  franchise  and  qualifications  for  ofiice,  which  is  in 
these  words: 

ARTICLE  III. 

ELECTIVE   FRANCHISE   AND   QUALIFICATIONS   FOR  OFFICE. 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  twenty-one  years  old,  who 
shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  twelve  months,  and  of  the  county,  city, 
or  town  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  three  months  next  preceding  any  election, 
and  shall  have  paid  to  the  state,  before  the  day  of  election,  the  capitation  tax 
required  by  law  for  the  preceding  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  elected  bv  the  people :  provided  that  no 
officer,  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  of  the  Unitea  States  army  or  navy  shall  be 
considered  a  resident  of  this  state  by  reason  of  being  stationed  therein :  and 
provided  also,  that  the  following  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

First.  Idiots  and  lunatics. 

Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in  any  election,  embezzlement  of  pub- 
lic funds,  treason,  felony,  or  petit  larceny. 

Third.  No  person,  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  state,  has,  since  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  fought  a  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon^  sent  or  accepted  a 
challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  this  state,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aided  or  assisted 
in  any  manner  in  fightins  a  duel,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  any  office  of 
honor,  profit  or  trust,  under  this  constitution. 

And  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  following : 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  twenty-one  years  old,  who 
shall  have  been  a  resident  of  thifi  state  twelve  months,  and  of  the  county,  city 
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or  town  in  ^hich  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  three  months  next  preceding  any  elec- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all 
oflScers  elected  by  the  people :  provided,  that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman  or 
marine  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy  shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this 
state,  by  reason  of  being  stationed  therein :  and  provided,  also,  that  the  fol- 
lowing persons  shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

First.  Idiots  and  lunatics. 

Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in  any  election,  embezzlement  of  pub- 
lic funds,  treason,  felony,  or  petit  larceny. 

Third.  No  person  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  state,  has,  since  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  fought  a  duel  with  a  deadly  weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a 
challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  this  state,  or  knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aided  or  assisted 
in  any  manner  in  fighting  a  duel,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  hold  any  office  of 
honor,  profit  or  trust,  under  this  constitution. 

2.  Kesolved,  That  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  the  clerk  of  the 
Senate,  be  required,  or  if  a  vacancy  happen  in  both  of  said  offices,  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly  be  authorized  and  requested 
to  cause  the  proposed  amendments  and  these  resolutions  to  be  published  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  for  three  months  previous 
to  the  time  of  choosing  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  next  gen- 
eral election  of  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Delegates  be  required  to  transmit  to  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  chosen  at  the 
next  general  election  of  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  a 
certified  copy  of  said  amendments  and  these  resolutions,  together  with  a  cer- 
tificate of  publication  by  the  publisher  of  the  newspaper  in  which  the  proposed 
amendments  shall  have  been  published.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  governor, 
through  the  hands  of  his  private  secretary: 
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COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 

Richmond,  December  7,  1881. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates: 

Four  years  ago  the  discussion  of  the  state  debt  was  actively  begun,  and 
legislation  entered  upon  looking  to  its  settlement.  At  the  session  of  1877-8, 
the  General  Assembly  passed  a  bill  having  that  object  in  view,  which  was 
returned  without  the  approval  of  the  governor,  with  an  assignment  of  his  rea- 
sons. This  was  called  the  "Barbour  bill,"  and  was  one  of  force  upon  the  cred- 
itors. 

Toward  the  conclusion  of  the  same  session,  another  bill  was  passed  without 
this  objectionable  feature,  and  contained  a  scheme  of  settlement,  in  the  nature 
of  a  proposition,  and  a  submission  to  the  creditors  for  their  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion. This  I  regarded  as  the  only  proper  mode  in  which  a  fair,  honorable,  and 
satisfactory  settlement  could  be  reached,  and  had  so  stated  in  response  to  a  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate.  No  question  had  then  or  has  since  been  raised  as  to  the 
validity  of  the  debt  in  its  creation.  Every  dollar  had  been  obtained  froin  trust- 
ing creditors,  before  the  war,  by  the  state,  through  her  constitutional  authori- 
ties, and  had  been  invested  in  values  which  survive  to  this  day,  and  are  now 
enjoyed  by  her  citizens,  increasing  their  wealth  and  comfort,  and  the  power  of 
the  commonwealth,  beyond  computation. 

I  felt  that  then,  for  the  first  time  during  the  session,  the  proper  course  waa 
pursued,  and  approved  the  bill,  looking  upon  it  as  a  proposition  to  the  creditors 
and  the  basis  for  further  negotiations.  This  was  called  the  ''  Fowler-Bocock 
bill." 

So  soon  as  the  General  Assembly  adjourned,  proclamation  was  issued  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  bill,  and  I  entered  into  correspondence  with  the  cred- 
itors or  their  representatives,  in  this  and  foreign  countries,  which  resulted  in 
responses  from  them  and  propositions,  which  I  submitted  in  my  annual  mes- 
sage of  December,  1878. 

The  General  Assembly  had  already  adopted  the  most  rigid  and  severe  meas- 
ures of  economy  and  reform,  and  had  reduced  the  expenses,  as  it  supposed,  to 
a  minimum.  It  now  went  to  work  with  the  greatest  energy,  and,  after  much 
conference  and  deliberation,  adopted  what  is  called  the  10-40,  or  "McCuUoch 
bill,"  by  large  majorities  of  both  houses.  It  seemed  that  our  troubles  were 
about  to  end,  and  the  debt  question  to  be  finally  taken  from  the  field  of  poli- 
tics, in  which  it  had  no  business,  and  into  which  it  ought  never  to  have  been 
dragged.  It  met  with  widespread  approval,  and  was  generally  regarded  within, 
and  universally,  as  far  as  I  know,  without  our  own  borders,  as  a  reasonable, 
honorable,  and  fair  disposition  of  the  troublesome  issue. 

Agitation,  however,  was  at  once  begun  by  its  enemies  in  the  state,  and  at  the 
next  election  they  were  successful  at  the  polls.  Notwithstanding  the  assaults 
made  upon  it,  in  a  ftw  months  the  sum  of  $8,781,981  81,  nearly  one-third  of 
the  debt,  was  funded  under  its  provisions.  Of  course,  the  agitation  and  its 
result  stopped  any  further  proceedings. 

Its  defeat  I  regard  as  a  very  serious  calamity.  I  showed,  in  my  last  annual 
message,  how  complete  was,  and  would  have  been  its  success  in  restoring  Vir-  , 
ginia  once  more  to  quiet  and  prosperity.  From  the  tables  then  given,  it  was 
manifest  that,  had  it  not  been  interfered  with,  its  working  would  have  lifted 
us,  under  the  present  rate  of  taxation,  entirely  out  of  embarrassment,  and, 
after  paying  all  interest,  the  costs  of  the  public  schools  and  the  expenses  of 
government,  would  have  left  in  the  treasury  more  than  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  , 

The  bill  remains  still  upon  the  statute  book,  but  of  course  inoperative  by 
reason  of  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  state  debt  was  again  taken  up  at  its  session  of  1879-80,  and  the  oppo- 
nents of  the  "McCulloch  bill"  having  a  majority  of  its  members,  adopted  what 
they  styled  "A  bill  to  re-establish  the  public  credit,"  commonly  called  the 
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"  Riddleberger  bill,"  repealing  therein  former  laws  for  the  settlement  of  the 
debt.  This  bill,  by  a  stroke  of  the  pen,  "eliminates,"  to  use  its  own  gentle 
phrase,  more  than  one-third  of  the  hitherto  ascertained  debt,  admitted  and 
reported  by  every  fiscal  officer  of  the  government,  and  approved  by  every  Gen- 
eral Assembly  that  has  convened  since  the  debt  was  contracted;  it  "elimi- 
nates "  one-half  of  the  promised  interest  upon  the  residue — indeed,  proposing 
and  pledging  itself  to  pay  no  certain  amount  of  interest,  but  only  such  sum  as 
may  be  in  the  treasui:y  after  future  General  Assemblies  have  disposed  of  what 
may  seem  to  them  proper — in  its  own  language,  "  that  may  not  be  otherwise 
appropriated;"  it  then  "eliminates"  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  that  may  be  left, 
by  subjecting  it  to  the  state,  city  and  county  taxes. 

When  I  reflected  that  this  treatment  was  inflicted  upon  a  debt  for  every  dol- 
lar of  which  consideration  had  been  received ;  when  I  reflected  that  that  con- 
sideration had  been  invested  by  our  fathers,  as  pure  and  knightly  men  as  ever 
lived,  in  elevating  and  making  strong  a  commonwealth  which  they  loved  to 
adoration,  promising  that  they  and  their  children  would  honor  and  pay  it ; 
when  I  reflected  that  it,  survives  to  us  and  makes  Virginia  what  she  is  j  when 
I  reflected  that  she  had,  through  her  representatives,  renewed  the  promise  from 
year  to  year,  through  her  organic  law  and  legislative  enactment ;  I  was  con- 
strained by  the  obligation  of  my  oath,  and  by  every  reason  that  could  prompt 
intelligent  and  honorable  action,  to  return  the  bill  to  the  body  in  which  it 
originated,  without  my  approval,  "because  I  believed  it  to  be  in  violation  of 
the  constitution  of  the  state,  in  violation  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  in  violation  of  the  spirit  which  has  ever  moved  and  inspired  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  commonwealth,  and  made  her  name  so  dear  to  her  own  citizens 
and  so  honored  among  men."  I  am  not  willing  now  to  revoke  or  blot  one  word 
of  that  utterance. 

The  bill  failed  to  become  a  law  for  the  want  of  the  requisite  majority  over 
the  governor's  veto.  * 

It  is  very  far  from  being  a  grateful  duty  to  exercise  this  constitutional  power. 
It  would  be  far  more  so  to  agree  with  the  co-ordinate  department  of  the  govern- 
ment. I  have  scarcely  thought  it  necessary  to  notice  the  frivolous  charge,  that 
I  have  usurped  powers  which  belong  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  have  thwarted  the  will  of  the  people,  as  expressed  through  the 
majority  of  the  General  Assembly.  Made  by  the  constitution  the  representa- 
tive of  all  the  people  of  tKe  state,  without  distinction  of  party,  and  oworn  to 
use  the  veto  power  to  protect  its  provisions,  I  need  not  say  that  I  could  hardly 
be  guilty  of  the  baseness  as  well  as  folly  of  its  surrender.  It  is  very  true  that 
the  Legislature  is  the  proper  body  to  settle  the  debt  question ;  I  will  state  it 
even  more  strongly,  it  is  the  only  body  that  can.  But  it  must  be  done  within 
its  constitutional  limitations.  And  those  very  limitations  provide  a  way  in 
which  the  veto  may  be  overcome. 

Whilst  the  exercise  of  this  power  is  not  grateful,  it  is  not  now  practically  any 
cause  of  regret.  Had  the  bills  been  approved  by  the  governor,  they  would  not 
have  stood  the  test  of  the  courts,  and  more  than  ever  we  would  have  been  at 
sea.  The  grounds  upon  which  the  vetoes  were  based,  have  not  only  been 
approved  by  our  own  highest  state  court,  but  more  recently  still  by  the  unani- 
mous decision  (save  one  justice  dissenting)  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States.  Our  own  court  had  said :  "The  honored  name  and  high  credit  secured 
to  a  state  by  iinbroken  faith,  even  in  adversity,  will,  apart  from  all  other  con- 
siderations, be  worth  more  to  her  in  dollars — incalculably  more — than  the  com- 
paratively insignificient  amount  of  the  interest  on  a  portion  of  the  public  debt,, 
enjoyed  by  breach  of  contract."  The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  quotes  these  as  "  words  full  of  wisdom,"  and  adds,  "  The  court 
thus  expressed  a  great  truth  which  all  just  men  appreciate,  that  there  is  no 
wealth  or  power  equ<il  to  that  which  ultimately  comes  to  a  state  when  in  all 
her  engagements  she  keeps  her  faith  unbroken."  Have  we  reason  to  know 
and  feel  that  the  supreme  court  has  received  but  little  sympathy  from  the 
co-ordinate  departments  of  the  United  States  government  in  these  profound 
and  lofty  sentiments  ? 

How  stand  the  finance  now  ?

The  auditor  of  public  accounts  has  furnished  me  a  statement  of  their  con- 
dition, allowing  for  reduced  assessments  of  land,  etc.,  and  adding  prospective 
increments,  and  has  given  me  the  balance  that  will  remain  in  the  treasury, 
supposing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  otherwise  to  continue  the  sanae  as 
last  year,  after  paying  all  the  expenses  for  the  support  of  government,  for  the 
support  of  the  public  free  schools,  the  interest  on  the  tax-paying  coupon  debt, 
isonsol  and  10-40,  and  on  the  bonds  held  by  colleges,  and  the  amounts  ordered 
by  law  to  be  paid  quarterly  on  arrearage  due  the  public  free  schools.  This 
balance  is  $276,964  43. 

This  sum  is  applicable  to  the  interest  on  the  public  debt — old  unfunded  and 
peeler — which  amounts  according  to  the  second  auditor's  statement,  made  at 
iny  request,  and  now  before  me,  to  the  following:  sterling,  $1,302,851  65,  at  five 
per  centum  interest  J  and  dollar,  $5,424,292  51,  (less  the  sum  of  $1,335,687  60, 
held  by  colleges,  on  which  interest  has  been  and  is  annually  paid,  as  before 
recited,)  at  six  per  centum  interest  j  to  a  loan  of  $29,800  due  to  the  Miller 
Manual  school,  with  interest  from  November,  18795  to  the  account  of  arrear- 
ages due  the  public  free  schools,  according  to  the  auditor,  $1,294,245  37;  to 
•amount  due  the  Literary  fund,  as  per  report  of  second  auditor  (September, 
1881),  $516,322  19;  and  to  arrearages  of  interest  due  on  public  debt,  as  per  same 
report,  $3,565,331  79. 

The  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  reports  :  **  I  estimate  the  net  revenue 
of  the  penitentiary  during  the  current  fiscal  year  at  $25,000";  which  he  sug- 
gests may  be  increased,  should  certain  of  his  recommendations  be  adopted. 
I  must  commend  the  diligence  and  efficiency  of  the  superintendent,  aided  by 
an  equally  efficient  and  sympathising  board  of  directors,  who,  both  aided  by 
the  revival  of  business,  which  has  enabled  them,  under  the  various  statutes,  to 
make  contracts  for  the  employment  of  the  convicts  within  and  outside  of  the 
penitentiary,  have  converted  it  from  an  expensive  to  a  paying  institution. 

This  will  make  the  aforesaid  balance  more  than  $300,000,  which,  added  to  the 
X5urrent  revenues,  will  nearly,  if  not  quite,  pay  the  interest  on  the  entire  prin- 
cipal of  the  debt  of  the  state — consol,  peeler,  and  unfunded — at  the  rates  of 
interest  it  now  bears,  in  the  hands  of  the  holders,  whatever  may  be  its  form — 
full  interest  to  the  colleges,  all  the  expenses  of  government,  and  the  amount 
annually  due  the  public  free  schools. 

There  will  be  still  outstanding  the  above  items  of  the  Miller  School  loan,  the 
arrearages  due  to  the  public  free  schools,  to  the  Literary  fund,  and  to  the  inter- 
est upon  the  debt. 

As  to  the  Literary  fund  and  the  public  free  schools — the  one  is  the  state's 
property,  the  other  the  state's  progeny — both  to  be  cared  for  and  protected. 
We  are  bound  to  support  the  public  free  school  system  as  part  of  the  organic 
law.  The  debt  is  equally  so,  and  of  equal,  if  not  prior,  obligation.  I  make  no 
boast  of  eminent  service.  The  records  will  show  that  the  school  system  has 
received  at  my  hands  every  aid  in  my  power,  under  the  constitution  and  laws, 
to  establish  and  perfect  it,  and  make  it  of  greatest  value  to  the  state.  In  the 
settlement  with  the  creditors  or  their  representatives,  under  the  10-40  or 
McCuUoch  bill,  by  their  generosity  the  schools  were  preserved  in  their  entirety. 
The  statute  commonly  called  the  "  Henkel  bill,"  which  thus  provides  for  the 
schools,  still  stands  in  full  operation,  whilst  the  residue  of  the  settlement, 
through  which,  by  consent,  the  creditors  were  to  receive  their  diminished 
interest,  has  been  defeated. 

By  this  statute  the  schools  are  now  provided  for,  and  receive  all  they  are 
entitled  to  under  the  constitution  and  laws,  amounting  annually  to  upwards  of 
half  a  million  of  dollars  out  of  the  state,  and  that  amount  or  more  out  of  the 
county  and  corporation  treasuries.  These  arrearages  are  of  doubtful  and  unset- 
tled amount.  The  present  auditor  has  given  me  the  sum  above  stated.  His 
predecessor  fixed  the  amount  at  many  hundred  thousand  dollars  less;  and 
according  to  what  he  thought  the  correct  mode.of  ascertaining  the  amount  due, 
at  nothing  at  all ;  indeed,  regarding  them  as  overpaid.  The  superintendent  of 
public  schools  differs  from  the  former  auditor,  and  has  made  no  estimate  since 
the  latter  has  been  in  office.  In  any  event,  now  that  they  are  receiving  in  full 
their  annual  quotas,  and  the  pressing  demands  upon  the  state  require  it,  the 
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^ttlement  of  these  arrearages  can  very  well  be  postponed  till  her  resources  jus- 
tify it,  which,  from  the  present  outlook,  with  the  rapid  advent  of  capital  to  our 
midst,  we  believe  will  be  very  soon. 

As  to  the  accumulated  interest  on  the  public  debt,  there  are  various  modes 
in  which  it  could  be  provided  for  without  any  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation, 
which  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  urge.  Not  that  I  would  not  so  urge  to 
meet  the  state's  obligations.  I  certainly  would.  Taxes  are  not  agreeable,  but 
they  are  the  cost  of  good  government,  and  everything  that  term  implies. 

But  this  increase  is  not  necessary.  The  state  has  several  millions  of  dollars  of 
assets  which  can  be  sold  and  applied.  All  the  bonds  which  bear  five  and  six  per 
•centum  interest  are  now  redeemable  at  the  option  of  government;  this  fact 
alone  so  changes  the  situation  since  the  first  day  of  July  last,  as  to  enable  us  to 
view  it  with  more  confidence.  Hitherto,  consent  of  the  holder  was  implied. 
Now,  with  a  resolute  determination  and  announcement  to  meet  its  obligations, 
the  commonwealth  can  issue  its  bonds  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest,  and 
have  them  readily  taken.  We  know  that  many  of  the  creditors  will  gladly  do 
so ;  which,  if  done,  will,  as  I  have  shown,  speedily  lift  us  out  of  trouble,  and 
preserve  our  credit  untarnished. 

Thus,  there  is  no  justification  or  excuse  for  Virginia  to  repudiate  or  **  elimi- 
nate "  by  force,  all  or  any  portion  of  her  debt,  in  the  futile  effort,  by  such  means, 
•"  to  re-establish  her  credit"  under  modes  presented  in  the  bill  of  the  last  session. 
By  a  statement  of  the  second  auditor,  furnished  at  my  request,  and  now  before 
me,  Virginia  paid  as  interest  upon  her  debt  from  the  1st  July,  1867,  to  1st  Octo- 
ber, 1881,  the  large  sum  of  $14,272,657  40,  and  she  is  now  paying  annually  more 
than  $1,000,000,  with  a  surplus  of  at  least  $300,000,  as  shown  by  the  auditor's 
report — in  spite  of  the  assertions  of  the  ignorant  or  malicious  that  she  has  been 
and  is  paying  nothing.  The  bill  to  which  I  have  just  referred,  reduces,  by 
"  elimination,"  the  interest  the  state  will  have  to  pay,  if  it  pays  any,  to  the  sum 
of  about  $600,000 — for,  that  portion  of  the  debt  and  the  arrearages  of  interest 
to  which  the  foregoing  balance  would  be  applicable,  would  by  that  bill  be 
'** eliminated."  What  will  be  done  with  the  $700,000  thus  "eliminated  "  annu- 
ally from  the  just  creditors?  The  commonwealth  is  left  by  the  "eliminators  " 
to  answer  for  that  as  best  she  can  at  the  bar  of  public  opinion. 

It  is  with  profound  interest  I  call  your  attention  to  these  matters.  They 
involve  the  destinies  of  Virginia.  Those  destinies  are  in  great  measure  confided 
to  you.  More  precious  have  never  been  entrusted  to  any  legislative  body.  A 
prouder  history  has  never  been  made  by  any  people  or  state.  Not  a  blot  has 
yet  fallen  upon  a  single  page  of  that  record.  The  works  of  her  sons  have  not 
only  embellished  her  own  fame,  but  have  been  built  into  the  fabric,  and  now 
constitute  much  of  the  republic's  glory.  They  are  a  birthright,  and  cannot  and 
must  not  be  sold  or  bartered. 

History  tells  us  much.  But  we  know  of  our  own  knowledge  what  a  part  she 
has  played  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  She  upheld  the  cause  of  constitu- 
tional freedom  in  the  Union ;  she  upheld  the  same  cause  out  of  the  Union, 
when  she  believed  it  to  be  assailed  j  she  gave  much  of  the  blood  of  her  people, 
and  nearly  all  of  her  wealth  to  vindicate  her  acts  j  and  when  the  cause  went 
down  on  the  field  of  arms,  to  which  the  final  appeal  had  gone,  and  she  surren- 
dered her  sword,  which  among  the  states  has  been  more  faithful  to  her  renewed 
allegiance? 

When  the  battle  was  over,  she  did  not  sit  down  in  despair  among  the  ruins. 
She  gathered  up  the  wrecks  and  went  about  to  restore  her  desperate  fortunes. 
She  recognized  the  constitution  of  the  Union,  to  which,  and  its  amendments, 
she  had  again  pledged  her  faith.  A  constitution  was  framed  for  her,  with  a 
machinery  fitted  for  a  wealthy  and  populous  state.  She  accepted  it,  and,  not- 
withstanding her  impoverishment,  has  faithfully  kept  its  provisions  to  the 
utmost  of  her  ability.  Embarrassed  with  a  heavy  inherited  debt,  she  honestly 
acknowledged  it,  and  yet  mad^  provision  for  the  admission  of  her  enfranchised 
people  to  equal  political  rights,  and  burdened  herself  with  a  school  system, 
years  before  the  required  and  appointed  time,  that  cost  more  than  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  support  of  government,  that  the  young  of  both  races  might 
«njoy  its  benefits  and  be  qualified  for  the  responsibilities  of  citizenship.    Among 
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all  the  noble  works  that  have  been  done  by  our  fathers,  in  the  old  time  before- 
us,  none  have  surpassed  this  act  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  in  rescuing  and 
restoring  once  more  her  autonomy,  standing  amid  the  ruins  of  her  former  self,, 
and  assuming  burdens  that  would  have  appalled  the  most  heroic. 

No  accusation  has  been  brought  against  Virginia,  from  respectable  sources, 
that  she  has  ever  been  wilfully  faithless  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  state  or  Union.  Questions  of  construction  have  arisen,  and  always^ 
will  arise,  until  language  can  be  reduced  to  mathematical  certainty.  But  I  am 
sure,  if  our  state  should  be  accused  of  having  deliberately  and  dishonestly 
attempted  to  avoid  or  evade  any-of  those  provisions,  as  against  or  in  favor  of 
any  of  her  citizens,  there  is  not  a  member  of  either  of  your  honorable  bodies 
who  will  not  denounce  it  as  a  miserable  slander. 

Nor,  considering  that  she  was  a  battle-field  for  four  years,  and  lost  so  many 
valuable  lives  and  so  much  property,  has  any  state  surpassed  her  in  energy  and 
material  development.  The  improvement  has  been  steady;  but  in  the  last  few 
years,  since  the  revival  of  business,  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of 
railroads  have  been  constructed,  and  a  larger  number  are  in  progress,  penetra- 
ting  and  opening  up  vast  regions  of  untold  mineral  and  agricultural  resources* 
Foreign  capital  is  seeking  investment  within  her  borders,  and  courage  and 
virtue  will  soon  make  Virginia  as  remarkable  for  material  power  as  she  has 
been  for  political  influence. 

All  these  are  subjects  with  which  party  has  nothing  to  do.  I  have  endeav- 
ored,  in  my  discussions  of  them,  to  rise  above  its  spirit,  and  address  you  aa 
representatives,  and,  through  you,  all  the  people  of  Virginia.  Those  of  you 
who  have  read  or  heard  my  utterances  during  my  whole  official  term,  will  bear 
witness  that  not  one  word  of  bitterness  or  crimination  has  been  written  or 
spoken  by  me,  nor  in  any  public  deliverance  even,  the  name  either  of  any  party 
dropped  from  my  tongue  or  pen.  From  the  high  and  responsible  office  I  hold,. 
I  have  always  written  and  spoken  to  Virginians  for  Virginia,  and,  ignoring 
party,  have  thought  only  of  her  honor  and  welfare. 

It  has  been  alleged  that  the  federal  government  has  not  been  moved  by  this 

Erinciple  in  its  dealings  with  us.  It  has  been  charged — the  facts  will  pass  into- 
istory  and  will  show — that  this  great  government  has  invaded  the  limits  of 
our  state,  and  by  power,  patronage  and  money,  has  controlled  its  affairs.  If 
this  be  true,  it  will  at  once  be  admitted,  that  a  departure  has  been  made,  with- 
out precedent  in  our  annals,  threatening  a  disruption  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  system  of  government,  and  a  fatal  blow  been  struck  at  the 
liberties  of  the  people. 

Virginia  has  been  accused  of  attempting  the  mean  crime  of  repudiation.  It 
has  been  charged — the  facts  here,  too,  have  gone  into  history  and  will  show — 
that  the  federal  government,  or  the  party  directing  its  destinies,  has  used  its 
patronage,  power,  and  money  to  hurry  her  along  that  rugged  and  disreputable 
way.  If  this  be  true,  then  if  there  be  any  stigma,  it  has  been  taken  from  our 
commonwealth,  and  fastened  upon  the  republic,  and  will  be  with  difficulty,  if 
ever  erased.  The  transfer  will  not  hide  it.  It  will  not  disappear,  nor  die; 
but  will  bloom  out  sooner  or  later  in  unspeakable  disasters.  Representative 
governments  like  ours  are  based  in  consent  and  good  faith ;  that  faith  once 
broken,  the  slow  and  deadly  poison  penetrates  into  every  department  of  the 
governmental,  social,  and  domestic  being.  If  there  be  any  property  especially 
sacred  under  such  a  government,  it  is  a  public  bond.  It  has  the  impress  of 
the  state's  or  the  republic's  seal,  and  its  solemn  promise  to  perform.  When 
broken,  the  virus  of  the  breach  goes  like  a  Damascus  blade  to  the  seat  of  life. 
Parties  cannot  save  either  the  state  or  the  republic,  guilty  of  that  great  crime 
as  well  as  folly.  If  an  up-rising  of  the  people  does  not  call  a  halt,  and  restore 
the  government  to  its  ancient  ways,  then  is  the  steady  march  begun  along  that 
road  where  all  republics  hitherto  have  met  their  fate — its  days  are  numbered, 
and  the  empire  is  almost  in  sight. 

Whatever  other  people,  parties  or  states  may  say  or  do,  let  us  trust  that  those 
who  now  or  may  hereafter  have  the  custody  of  Virginia's  affairs,  will  stand  fast 
to  the  work  and  traditions  of  the  fathers.  As  they  were  the  founders  of  this 
grand  system  of  government,  that  has  brought  to  us  and  the  world  such  countless

\>le88ing3,  so  should  it  elsewhere  drift  or  he  driven  from  its  moorings  in  the 
bands  of  faithless,  ignorant  and  forgetful  men,  may  their  descendants  here  hold 
firmly  to  its  principles,  till  the  storm  be  overpast,  and  keep  them  to  the  day 
'V?hen  sober  second  thought  shall  demand  their  restoration  I 

I  transmit  to  you  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  the 
treasurer,  the  second  auditor,  the  superintendent  of  public  printing,  the  attor- 
ney-general, the  adjutant-general,  the  commissioner  of  agriculture^  the  Uni- 
-versity  of  Virginia,  the  Military  Institute,  the  Central  lunatic  asylum,  the 
Eastern  lunatic  asylum,  the  Western  lunatic  asylum,  and  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and 
Blind  institution ;  to  all  of  which,  and  their  various  recommendations,  I  ask 
your  careful  attention.  Investigations  are  now  going  on  before  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  penitentiary  which  prevents  the  submission  of  the  report  of 
that  institution  at  this  time. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  Hon.  Berry  man  Green,  judge 
of  the  fourth  judicial  circuit,  resigned,  and  I  appointed  Hon.  Stafford  G.  Whit- 
tle to  fill  the  vacancy ;  Hon.  H.  T.  Garrison,  judge  of  the  seventeenth  judicial 
■circuit,  resigned,  and  I  filled  that  vacancy  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Benja- 
min T.  Gunter;  Hon.  Henry  Shackelford,  judge  of  the  sixth  judicial  circuit, 
departed  this  life,  and  I  appointed  Hon.  Daniel  A.  Grimsley,  to  till  the  vacancy 
caused  by  his  death — all  to  await  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly. 

In  the  judgeship  of  Washington  county  there  was  a  vacancy,  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Hon.  George  W.  Ward;  I  designated  Hon.  T.  M.  Alderson,  judge 
of  Russell  county  court,  to  hold  the  regular  terms  of  the  county  court  of  Wash- 
ington till  the  vacancy  was  filled  according  to  law.  The  death  of  Hon.  R.  T. 
Beazeley,  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Greene  and  Madison  counties,  caused 
yacancies  which  I  filled  by  the  designation  of  Hon.  John  W.  Bell,  judge  of  the 
county  court  of  Culpeper,  to  hold  the  regular  terms  of  the  county  court  of  Madi- 
son, and  Hon.  W.  R.  Taliaferro,  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Orange,  to  hold  the 
regular  terms  of  the  county  court  of  Greene,  till  the  vacancies  can  be  filled 
according  to  law.  Upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  I  designated  Hon.  R. 
L.  Henley,  judge  of  the  county  courts  of  York  and  James  City,  to  hold  the 
regular  terms  of  the  county  court  of  Elizabeth  City  and  Warwick,  till  the  va- 
cancy caused  by  the  death  of  Hon.  W.  R.  Wills,  judge  of  the  county  courts  of 
those  counties,  could  be  filled. 

The  Richmond  and  Alleghany  railroad  has  complied  with  the  terms  of  its 
charter  and  is  completed.  Th«  trains  are  now  running  from  Richmond  to  Wil- 
liamson's, its  western  terminus,  and  on  the  branch  line  from  Balcony  Falls  to 
Lexington,  opening  up  a  rich  agricultural  and  mineral  region,  and  giving 
promise  of  immense  increase  to  the  revenues  of  the  state.

No.  8,  A  bill  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church.  South,  at  Lovettsville,  Virginia,  to  sell  and  convey  said 
church  property;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and 
ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
general  laws. 

Mr.  Rawles  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Senate  adjourn  to-day,  it  a^ourn  to 
meet  on  Monday,  the  12th  instant,  at  12  o'clock,  M. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Dickenson,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  adopted 
a  joint  resolution  fixing  a  day  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly 
to  count  the  votes  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  and  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when 
convened  in  joint  assembly  for  said  purpose. 

The  joint  resolution  and  joint  rules  are  as  follows: 
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Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  (the  Senate  concurring),  That 
the  general  assembly  convene  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
on  Monday  next,  at  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  counting 
the  vote  cast  on  the  8th  day  of  November,  1881,  for  governor  and 
lieutenant-governor  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to  declare  who  is 
elected;  and  that  the  following  rules  be  adopted  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  joint  assembly: 

RULES 

For  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when  convened  in 
joint  assembly  for  the  purpose  of  counting  the  votes  for  governor  and 
lieutenant-governor, 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  senators, 
accompanied  by  the  President  and  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  .to  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing. 
Appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  senators  by  the  sergeant- at-arms  of 
the  House. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the  chair, 
his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence, by  such  member  of  the  joint  assembly  as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  sergeant-at-arms,  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the  House  shall  act  as 
such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

4.  The  clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assembly,  and  shall 
be  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  the  rules 
of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  meets  to  count  the  votes  for  governor  and  lieu- 
tenant-governor, the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  open  the  returns 
from  the  several  counties  and  corporations,  and  as  each  county  or  corporation 
is  announced,  a  senator  and  delegate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
receive  said  returns  and  count  the  votes.  They  shall  deliver  the  result  to  the 
clerk  of  the  House,  who  shall  embody  the  several  results  in  a  general  state- 
ment. Thereupon  a  committee  of  one  senator  and  one  delegate  shall  add  up 
the  entire  vote  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  respectively,  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  announce  the  result,  and  declare 
thereon  who  is  elected. 

7.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the  senators  shall 
be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the  names  of  the  delegates  in 
like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
shall  be  called  last. 

8.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a  majority 
of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may  take  measures  to  secure 
the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority 
of  those  present  may  determine. 

9.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  senators,  accompanied  by  the 
President  and  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to  their  chamber,  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  House  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was 
interrupted  by  the  entrance  of  the  senators. 

The  communication  was  subsequently  taken  up ;  and  liie  question 
on  agreeing  to  the  joint  resolution  and  joint  rules,  being  put,  was 
determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof.

JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  first  section^  article  3  of  the  constitution^ 
concerning  the  elective  franchise. 

Whereas  certain  joint  resolutions  proposing  an  amendment  to  the 
first  section,  article  three,  of  the  constitution  of  Virginia,  in  relation 
to  the  elective  franchise,  and  providing  for  the  publication  of  the 
said  amendment,  and  for  the  communication  of  a  copy  thereof  and 
of  the  said  resolutions  to  this  General  Assembly,  were  adopted  by 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  the  last  General  Assembly 
(a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  houses  having 
agreed  thereto) ;  and  whereas,  in  accordance  with  said  resolutions, 
a  certified  copy  of  said  amendment  and  of  said  resolutions,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  publication  by  the  publisher  of  the  newspaper  in 
which  said  proposed  amendment  has  been  published,  that  the  same 
has  been  published  for  three  months  previous  to  the  time  of  choos- 
ing the  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  this 
General  Assembly:  therefore —  , 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  of  the  General 
Assembly  (a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  of  the  two 
houses  agreeing  thereto).  That  the  following  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  v  irginia,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  agreed  to,  which 
said  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people,  in  a  manner  here- 
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after  to  be  prescribed,  for  their  approval  and  ratification, -in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  the  twelfth  article  of  said  constitu- 
tion, viz : 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  first  section  of  the 
third  article  in  reference  to  the  elective  franchise  and  qualifications 
for  office — ^which  is  in  these  words : 

ARTICLE  m. 

Elective  franchise  and  qualifications  for  office. 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years 
old,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  twelve  months,  and 
of  the  county,  city  or  town  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  three 
months  next  preceding  any  election,  and  shall  have  paid  to  the 
state,  before  the  day  of  election,  the  capitation  tax  required  by  law 
for  the  preceding  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the 
general  assembly  and  all  officers  elected  by  the  people :  provided, 
that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  of  the  United  States  army 
or  navy  shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this  state  by  reason  of 
being  stationed  therein :  and  provided,  also,  that  the  following  per- 
sons shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

First.  Idiots  and  lunatics. 

Second.  Persons  convicted  of  bribery  in  any  election,  embezzle- 
ment of  public  funds,  treason,  felony,  or  petit  larceny. 

Third.  No  person  who,  while  a  citizen  of  this  state,  has,  since 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  fought  a  duel  with  a  deadly 
weapon,  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  a  deadly 
weapon,  either  within  or  beyond  the  boundaries  of  this  state,  or 
knowingly  conveyed  a  challenge,  or  aided  or  assisted  in  any  manner 
in  fighting  a  duel,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  or  to  hold  any  office  ot 
honor,  profit  or  trust  under  this  constitution — 

And  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  following : 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years 
old,  who  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  this  state  twelve  months,  and 
of  the  county,  city  or  town  in  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  three 
months  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly  and  all  officers  elected  by  the 
people :  provided,  that  no  officer,  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  of  the 
United  States  army  or  navy  shall  be  considered  a  resident  of  this 
state  by  reason  of  being  stationed  therein :  and  provided,  also,  that 
the  following  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  voting : 

First.  Idiots  and  lunatics.    ,

Whereas  by  laws  in  force,  a  lien  has  been  given  to  persons  making* 
advances  to  those  engaged  in  agriculture  upon  the  produce  raised, 
and  it  is  thought  this  is  a  sufficient  protection  for  such  advances ; 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  be  instructed 
to  report  a  bill,  at  the  earliest  time  convenient,  modifying  or  re- 
pealing section  twenty-one  of  chapter  3  of  the  revised  criminal  laws, 
imposing  a  penalty  as  a  crime  upon  those  receiving  advances  of 
guanos  and  other  fertilizers  and  merchandises. 

Mr.  Thurman,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  12,  A  bill  to  protect  land  owners  in  making  advances  to 
tenants;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  agriculture, 
mining  and  manufacturing.

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  declared  that  John  F. 
Lewis  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  was  duly  elected  lieu- 
tenant-governor of  this  commonwealth  for  four  years,  commencing 
the  first  day  of  January,  1882.

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  following  communica- 
tion from  Judge  S.  Bassett  French : 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia : 

I  have  in  the  course  of  preparation  a  revised  edition  of  the  Code  of  Vir- 
ginia, whose  completion  awaits  the  publication  of  34th  Grattan  and  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  legislative  labors  of  the  present  session. 

There  are  daily  complaints  by  magistrates,  the  higher  courts,  and  by  the 
bar,  that  by  amendments  the  Code  of  1873  is  an  unsafe  reliance  at  the  present 
day  in  the  administration  of  justice,  and  that  an  imperious  necessity  exists  to 
present  to  the  public  the  statute  law  as  it  now  is,  and,  if  practicable,  in  a  form 
less  ponderous  than  is  afforded  by  the  Code  of  1873. 

In  the  fourth  edition — while  it  embraces  all  new  subjects  of  legislation,  as 
well  as  all  the  amendments  to  the  Code  of  1873 — I  have  been  enabled  to  reduce 
the  bulk  by  some  250  to  300  pages,  without  impairment  of  its  general  value. 
This  has  been  done  by  confining  it  to  general  laws  of  a  permanent  character — 
rejecting  local,  special,  and  general  legislation,  as  also  such  laws  as  are  dormant 
and  presently  inoperative.  Of  course  all  such  remain  as  the  law,  but  as  special 
acts  to  be  found  by  reference  to  the  Code  of  1873  or  to  Sessions  Acts  of  subse- 
quent dates. 

The  necessity  for  a  new  edition  is  admitted  on  all  hands  j  indeed,  is  imperi- 
ously demanded,  since  even  legislators,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties, 
regard  the  Code  of  1873  as  the  basis  of  amendatory  acts,  even  where  that  Code 
in  respect  to  the  subject  matter  has  heretofore  been  repealed. 

The  plan  adopted  in  the  proposed  new  edition  has  met  with  the  unqualified 
approval  of  all  to  whom  it  has  been  submitted. 

If  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  am  ready  to  submit 
my  work  to  the  inspection  of  general  or  special  committees,  remitting  the 
question  of  compensation  to  the  judgement  of  your  honorable  body.

The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read. 

House  joint  resolution  fixing  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  county 
judge  of  Elizabeth  City  and  Warwick  counties,  communicated  on 
yesterday  by  special  messenger,  was  taken  up,  and  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Bailey,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  B.AWLES,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  naviga- 
tion, reported,  with  amendments, 

No.  22,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  sections  2,  3,  4  and  6 
of  an  act  to  incorporate  the  ITorfolk  and  Sewell's  Point  railroad 
company,  approved  March  22,  1872,  and  to  change  the  name  of 
said  company. 

The  bill  was  subsequently  taken  up,  read  the  second  time,  and 
the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  com- 
mittee, being  put,  was  determined  in  the  aflBlrmative. 

Said  amendments  are  in  these  words; 

1.  In  section  2,  line  5,  after  the  word  "Norfolk,"  insert  the  word 
"  and." 

2.  In  the  7th  line  of  section  6,  after  the  word  "Virginia,"  strike 
out  all  down  to  and  including  the  word  "state,"  in  the  8th  line, 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words  "  from  Broad  creek  to  Norfolk." 

3.  Add  at  the  end  of  the  6th  section,  the  words:  "This  charter 
shall  be  void  unless  the  said  company  complete  the  said  railroad, 
or  connecting  lines  from  ITorfolk  to  the  said  Virginia  beach,  within 
five  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act." 

The  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a 
third  time;  and  being  forthwith  engrossed,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
WiLLCOX,  (two-thirds  concurring,)  read  the  third  time  and  passed 
with  its  title.

No.  47,  A  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  approved  February 
27,  1880,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  section  1,  chapter  147,  Code  of 
1873,  in  relation  to  jurisdiction  of  justices;  which,  on  his  motion, 
was  riead  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice. 

Mr.  Thurman,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  48,  A  bill  to  fix  the  time  for  holding  the  terms  of  the  circuit 
court  of  Bedford  county ;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first, 
and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
for  courts  of  justice. 

Mr.  Thurman  offered  the  following  joint  resolution,  which  lies 
over  under  the  rule : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  the  two 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly  will,  on  Tuesday,  the  20th  instant, 
at  12J  o'clock,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  United  States  senator, 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  state  of 
Virginia,  for  the  term  commencing  March  4th,  1883. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thurman,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the 
joint  resolution  was  taken  up  and  agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Thurman  inform  the  House  of  Delegates 
thereof,  and  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

Subsequently, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Dickenson,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  house  had  agreed  to 
said  joint  resolution. 

Mr.  EsKRiDGE  offered  the  following  joint  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  when  convened  in 
joint  assembly  for  the  election  of  a  senator  in  congress : 

JOINT  RULES 

For  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  when  convened  in 
joint  assembly  for  the  election  of  senators  in  Congress, 

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  senators, 
accompanied  by  the  President  and  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  proceed  to  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  shall  be  received  by  the  delegates  standing. 
The  Speaker  shall  vacate  his  chair,  which  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate.    Appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  senators  by  the  sergeant- 

at-arms  of  the  House. 
2.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  be  President  of  the  joint  assembly.     In 

case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to  vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken 

by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  or  in'  case  of  his  absence,  by  such  member  of 

the  joint  assembly  as  the  President  may  designate. 
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3.  The  clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assembly,  and  shall 
be  assisted  by  the  clerk  of  the  Senate.  He  shall  enter  the  proceedings  of  the 
joint  assembly  in  the  Journal  of  the  House,  and  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  also  enter  them  on  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

4.  The  sergeant-at-arras,  doorkeepers  and  pages  of  the  House  shall  act  as 
such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  the  rule* 
of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  first  meets,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  Congress^ 
the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  for  the  preceding  day  shall 
be  read.  If,  when  the  Journal  shall  be  read,  it  shall  appear  that  the  same 
person  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  house  for  senator,  the 
result  shall  be  declared  by  the  President. 

7.  If  no  person  shall  have  received  a  majority  in  each  house,  the  joint  assem- 
bly shall  then  proceed  to  vote  viva  voce  for  senator  or  senators  in  succession,  as 
the  case  may  be,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  Congress  j  and  no  motion  for  adjourn- 
ment shall  be  in  order  on  any  day  until  at  least  one  such  vote  shall  have  been 
taken — or,  if  two  senators  are  to  be  elected,  one  such  vote  in  each  case. 

8.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the  senators  shall 
be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the  names  of  the  delegates  in 
like  order,  except  that  the  name  of  the  Speaker  shall  be  called  first. 

9.  When  the  election  shall  be  made  as  required,  the  joint  assembly  shall 
adjourn  sine  die,  and  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  and  clerk  of 
the  joint  assembly  to  the  governor. 

10.  If  no  election  shall  be  made,  the  joint  assembly,  when  it  adjourns,  shall 
adjourn  to  meet  at  12  o'clock,  meridian,  on  the  succeeding  day. 

11.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a  majority 
of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may  take  measures  to  secure 
the  attendance  of  absentees,  or  adjourn  until  the  succeeding  day,  as  a  majority 
of  those  present  may  determine. 

12.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns,  the  senators,  accompanied  by  the 
President  and  clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to  their  chamber,  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  shall  resume  the  chair,  and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  be 
proceeded  with  in  the  same  order  as  when  it  was  interrupted  by  entrance 
of  the  senators. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eskridgb,  the  rules  being  suspended  therefor, 
the  joint  rules  were  taken  up,  and  the  question  on  their  adoption, 
being  put,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  Mr..  Eskridgb  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  of 
the  adoption  of  the  joint  rules,  and  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Willcox, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  be  and  they 
are  hereby  requested  to  enquire  and  report  as  early  as  practicable, 
whether  or  not  the  state  can  be  so  re-districted  as  to  reduce  the 
number  of  judicial  circuits  without  injury  to  the  public  service. 

Mr.  Eskridgb,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  49,  A  bill  to  authorize  the  formation  of  the  Iron  Belt  rail- 
road company ;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered 
to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  roads 
and  internal  navigation. 

No.  3,  Senate  bill  to  incorporate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Sons 
of  Zion  benevolent  society  of  Virginia,  was  taken  up,  read  the 
second,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time. 

No.  25,  Senate  bill  confirming  to  John  C.  Olinger,  and  those 
claiming  under  him,  the  title  to  a  certain  tract  of  land  purchased 
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at  a  tax  sale,  was  taken  up,  read  the  second  time,  and  the  question 
"being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  its  engrossment  and  third  reading, 

Mr.  Walker  moved  to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table ;  and  the  ques- 
tion  being  put  thereon,  was  determined  in  the  negative,  on  division — 
ayes  12;  noes  14.

lished upon  a  solid  basi^,  and  that  its  treasury  is  full  to  overflowing, 
in  so  much  that  congress  is  turning  its  attention  to  a  substantial 
reduction,  and  as  to  many  articles,  an  entire  repeal  of  direct  taxa- 
tion; therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly,  That  the  senators 
from  Virginia  be  instructed,  and  her  representatives  in  congress  be 
requested,  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  secure  the  passage  of  a 
bill  repealing  the  present  internal  revenue  tax  on  manufactured 
tobacco  imposed  by  the  federal  government. 

2.  Resolved,  That  his  excellency,  the  governor  of  this  common- 
wealth, be  requested  to  fdrnish  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each 
of  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress.

No.  45,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  the  fourth  section  of 
chapter  154  of  Code  of  1873,  in  respect  to  the  holding  of  corpora- 
tion courts  when  the  judge  thereof  is  not  able  to  hold  them;  which 
was  subsequently  taken  up,  read  the  second,  and  ordered  to  be 
engrossed  and  read  a  third  time;  and  being  forthwith  engrossed, 
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was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hurt  (two-thirds  concurring),  read  the  third 
time,  and  passed  with  its  title.

which  was  subsequently  taken  up,  and  the  question  being  on  agree- 
ing to  the  joint  resolutions, 

Mr.  Hurt  moved  that  they  be  passed  by;  and  the  question  on 
agreeing  to  this  motion  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  negative.

Mr.  Rawles,  from  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  naviga- 
tion, reported,  with  amendments, 

No.  40,  Senate  bill  to  incorporate  the  Henrico  railroad  company; 
which  was  subsequently  taken  up,  read  the  second  time,  and  the 
question  on  agreeing  to  the  amendments  of  the  committee  being 
put,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

88,  A  bill  to  suppress  duelling;  which,  on  his  motion,  was 
read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  for  courts  of  justice. 
And,  in  connection  therewith, 

Mr.  Glasgow  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 
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Resolved,  That  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice  be  instructed 
to  inquire  into  and  report  what  measures  should  be  adopted  for  the 
adequate  punishment  of  malicious  defamation  and  wanton  insult,  so 
that  in  the  estimation  of  the  most  honorable  men,  who  recognize 
the  duello  occasion  therefor,  may  be  taken  away  by  the  merger  of 
the  private  injury  in  the  public  wrong.

Mr.  Jones,  hj  leave,  presented 

No.  90,  A  bill  for  the  protection  of  the  game  of  Mecklenburg 
county;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  fish  and  game. 

Senate  joint  resolution  in  reference  to  abolishing  the  federal 
internal  revenue  tax  on  manufactured  tobacco,  was  taken  up;  and 
the  question  on  agreeing  thereto,  being  put,  was  determined  in  the 
affirmative. 
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Ordered,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof, 
^nd  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from  the 
auditor  of  public  accounts,  in  response  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate 
calling  for  a  statement  as  to  the  amount  of  money  paid  annually  to 
maimed  and  disabled  Confederate  soldiers  since  October,  1865;

No.  91,  A  bill  to  authorize  the  voters  of  Waynesboro'  and  vicin- 
ity to  decide,  by  popular  vote,  on  the  proprietv  of  selling  intoxica- 
ting liquors  within  certain  limits;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read 
the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
conamittee  on  general  laws. 

No.  19,  Senate  bill  to  amend  section  1,  chapter  147  of  Code  of 
1873,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  February  27, 1880,  in  relation 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  as  to  damages,  was  taken  up,  and,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Diggs,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

No.  15,  Senate  bill  authorizing  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Albe- 
marle county  to  borrow  money,  was  taken  up,  read  the  third  time, 
and  passed  with  its  title. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof, 
and  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  hour  of  1  o'clock  having  arrived, 

Mr.  RiDDLEBERGER  movcd  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the 
orders  of  the  day,  and  the  question  being  put  thereon,  was  deter- 
mined in  the  affirmative;  thereupon, 

'So,  51,  Senate  bill  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  collection  of 

the  revenue,  to  support  government,  maintain  the  public  schools, 

and  to  psiy  interest  on  the  public  debt,  being  the  first  order  of  the 

dajTy  was  taken  up,  and  the  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  its 

engrossment  and  third  reading,  and  being  put,  was  determined  in 

the  affirmative. 
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No.  50,  Senate  bill  to  prevent  frauds  upon  the  commonwealtk 
and  the  holders  of  her  securities  in  the  collection  and  disbursement 
of  revenues,  being  the  second  order  of  the  day,  was  then  taken  up. 

The  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  its  engrossment  and 
third  reading,  and  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  aflSrmative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Riddleberger,  by  general  consent,  the  bill 
was  amended  by  adding  the  following  independent  section : 

"  §  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage." 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Stewart,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  house  had  passed  ISo, 
37,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  providing  for  holding  the  term  of  a 
court  by  the  judge  of  another  court — the  incumbent  dying  before 
the  term  is  completed.* 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hurt,  the  bill  was  taken  up,  read  twice,  and, 
on  his  further  motion,  the  rule  requiring  its  commitment  v^as  sus- 
pended, and  the  bill  was  then  read  the  third  time  and  passed  with 
its  title. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  governor  by 
the  hands  of  his  private  secretary  : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 

Richmond,  January  6,  1882. 
To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia : 

Pursuant  to  notice  of  my  election  by  the  people,  received  through  a 
committee  of  your  body,  I  have  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  law,  and  have 
entered  upon  the  office  of  governor. 

The  constitutional  duty  of  "  communicating  to  each  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  the  condition  of  the  commonwealth,"  has  already  been  performed 
by  my  predecessor,  in  the  transmission  to  you  of  full  reports  from  all  the  heads 
of  departments. 

But  the  governor  is  also  required  to  "  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the 
General  Assembly  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient."  This  latter 
mandate  I  proceed  briefly  to  discharge — in  firm  faith  that  the  principles  and 
purposes,  which  have  received  emphatic  endorsement  from  the  people  of  Vir- 
ginia, will  not  fail  to  command  the  support  of  their  representatives. 

In  use  of  the  authority  entrusted  to  me,  I  have  no  other  aim  than  to  main- 
tain the  true  honor  and  foster  the  substantial  interests  of  the  state ;  and  in 
pursuit  of  these  objects,  I  know  no  better  guides  than  the  constitution  and 
that  will  which  the  sovereign  voice  of  this  commonwealth  has  declared  at  the 
ballot-box. 

THE    PUBLIC    DEBT. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  measures,  without  unnecessary  delay,  which 
shall  provide  for  discharge  of  our  public  obligations  upon  the  basis  set  fortlj  in 
the  act  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  and  known  as  the  Riddleberger 
bill.  No  greater  boon  can  be  given  this  people  than  a  speedy,  equitable  and 
final  settlement  of  all  controversy  concerning  the  state  debt.  Great  misappre- 
hension exists  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  people  of  Virginia  in  this  regard.  Con- 
flicting courses  of  legislation  in  the  past,  and  statements  as  to  the  public  reve- 
nues and  resources — proved  to  be  erroneous  by  subsequent  events — have  tended^ 
to  confuse  the  popular  mind  and  to  produce  gross  discriminations  between  the 
several  classes  of  Virginia's  obligations  ;  though  in  law  and  in  equity  the  whole- 
should  have  been  homogenous  and  of  equal  value.     As  I  understand  the  views 
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and  will  of  the  people  of  this  state,  they  do  not  intend  to  repudiate  any  just 
ohligation ;  but  to  assume  and  to  pay  that  proportion  of  the  principal  which  is 
properly  chargeable  to  the  present  state  of  Virginia,  and  to  restore  all  classes  of 
the  creditors  to  a  plane  of  equality.  We  are  at  no  loss  to  determine  the  pro- 
portions of  the  ante-bellum  debt  which  this  commonwealth  should  assume,  for 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  has  adjudicated  that  question. 

With  the  sanction  of  that  high  tribunal  to  the  proposition  that  two-thirds  of 
the  original  sum  is  the  just  share  thereof  to  be  borne  by  Virginia,  the  true 
indebtedness  of  this  state  can  be  mathematically  determined. 

First,  by  computing  full  interest  to  the  date  of  settlement  from  the  period 
when  Virginia  lost  control  of  and  ceased  to  draw  revenue  from  the  territory 
embraced  in  West  Virginia. 

Second,  by  crediting  against  the  sum  total  of  principal  and  interest  so 
obtained  the  acknowledged  payments  on  both  accounts  made  by  Virginia  since 
the  partition  of  her  territory. 

If  this  shall  be  done  and  provision  made  for  liquidation  of  the  amount  so 
found  to  be  due,  no  charge  of  repudiation  can  be  rightly  laid  at  the  door  of  this 
.  commonwealth. 

In  the  scheme  of  settlement  above  referred  to,  different  rates  of  funding 
were  prescribed  for  the  several  classes  of  bonds.  This  was  necessary  to  equitable 
application  of  the  payments  heretofore  made,  and  to  preserve  the  well  estab- 
lished principle  of  law,  that  equality  is  equity  among  creditors  of  equal  dignity. 

As  to  the  rate  of  interest  which  can  and  should  be  paid  on  the  principal  so 
ascertained  and  assumed,  all  parties  in  this  state  are  agreed  that  the  present 
rate  of  taxation  cannot  be  increased.  Common  consent  on  this  point,  in  con- 
nexion with  the  last  assessment,  determines  then  the  amount  of  public  revenue. 
This  revenue  is  primarily  applicable  to  the  support  of  the  government;  upon 
the  maintenance  of  which  rests  the  only  hope  that  any  public  obligation  will  be 
provided  for  or  discharged.  The  constitution  is  imperative  that  one-fifth  of  all 
the  tax  upon  property  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  public  free  school  system. 
The  charitable  institutions  of  this  state  impose  upon  the  body  politic  obliga- 
tions and  responsibilities  of  dignity  and  priority  which  the  voice  of  humanity 
cannot  question. 

With  these  demands  upon  a  fixed  revenue,  the  only  question  is,  what  rate  of 
interest  can  with  certainty  and  promptitude  be  paid  upon  an  already  ascer- 
tained indebtedness?  And  careful  estimates  establish  the  proportion  that 
three  per  centum  is  the  largest  rate  that  can  be  provided  for  with  certainty 
of  meeting  the  semi-annual  payments,  and  with  safety  to  the  other  claims 
above  enumerated.  We  are  supported  in  this  conclusion  not  only  by  the  finan- 
cial experience  of  many  years,  but  also  by  the  fact  that  the  proposed  interest 
is  as  great  as  the  average  rate  paid  by  the  debtor  class  of  the  world  on  public 
securities  at  the  present  day. 

These  views  are  advanced  in  the  firm  conviction  that  a  settlement  based 
on  the  general  principles  indicated  above,  to  be  applied  with  such  details  of 
method  as  your  wisdom  will  supply,  would  meet  the  sanction  of  the  people, 
(which  is  essential  to  any  settlement,)  would  satisfy  all  the  demands  of  honesty, 
and  result  in  eventual  benefit  to  the  bondholders. 

Germane  to  the  debt  question  is  the  subject  of 

PUBLIC   FREE   SCHOOLS. 

This  system  is  the  object  of  special  provision  by  the  constitution. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  fund  dedicated  to  educational  objects  by  the 
constitution,  has  been,  by  the  course  of  past  legislation  and  administrations^ 
diverted,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  school  system. 

This  course  has  been  pursued  upon  the  theory  that  statutory  enactments  of 
1871  could  abrogate  and  nullify  a  mandate  of  the  constitution  of  1869,  setting 
apart  to  the  free  schools  at  least  one-fifth  of  the  revenues.  I  cannot  sustain 
such  a  construction,  because  it  ignores  the  fact  that  this  portion  of  the  reve- 
nues was  solemnly  dedicated  to  this  particular  object  by  the  constitution,  and 
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18  the  only  part  of  the  revenues  the  control  and  disposition  of  which  were 
taken  from  tne  Legislature  hy  that  instrument. 

I  believe  that  meavsures  may  be  devised,  and  recommend  that  immediate 
action  be  taken ,  to  preserve  the  school  fund  from  future  invasion,  and  to 
restore  to  it  as  speedily  as  practicable,  the  amount  which  has  been  diverted. 
Thus  protected,  and  receiving  regularly  its  rightful  quota,  the  system  is  capable 
of  great  improvement,  not  only  in  the  increased  number  of  schools  and  in 
the  length  of  term,  but  in  provision  for  the  higher  education  of  all  classes.  I 
think  it  would  be  eminently  proper  to  grant  our  colored  citizens  an  institution 
in  which  those  who  have  acquired  proficiency  in  common  schools  may  be  given 
the  opportunity  for  broader  training.  The  education  of  this  class  of  our  com- 
munity is  a  duty  which  we  owe  not  only  to  them  but  to  the  state.  Self-interest, 
if  no  higher  motive,  dictates  that  we  spare  no  effort  to  fit  for  citizenship  all 
upon  whom  we  have  conferred  its  privileges  and  responsibilities. 

The  question  of  mixed  schools  calls  for  no  discussion.  No  class  of  citizens 
desires  them,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  a  change  in  the  present  arrangement  would 
operate  injuriously. 

In  contributing  as  liberally  as  is  consistent  with  our  resources  to  all  our  edu- 
cational institutions  (for  there  is  no  antagonism  between  them,  and  all  should 
be  fostered),  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  at  no  distant  day  we  shall  receive 
substantial  assistance  from  the  national  government. 


First  in  prominence  upon  the  subject  of  suffrage,  is  the  question  whether 
the  constitutional  requirement  of  the  payment  or  a  capitation  tax  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  voting,  shall  continue  or  be  repealed.  I  believe  that  public  senti- 
ment is  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  its  repeal. 

The  only  argument  advanced  to  sustain  it  was  that  it  would  facilitate  and 
ensure  the  collection  of  the  tax.  The  experience  of  five  years,  since  its  adop- 
tion, has  proved  it  to  be  a  failure  as  a  revenue  measure  j  but  if  advantage  were 
gained  in  that  direction  I  regard  the  abuses  and  frauds  to  which  it  has  given 
rise,  as  many  times  counterbalancing  any  benefit,  real  or  fancied,  which  it 
possesses.  In  principle  it  is  wrong,  and  in  practice  debasing.  Other  and  bet- 
ter means  of  collecting  the  capitation  tax  may  be  devised,  without  raising  the 
flood-gates  of  corruption  by  making  its  payment  a  condition  precedent  to  voting. 

I  recommend  a  careful  revision  of  the  registration  and  election  laws.  Many 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  system  was  adopted.  The  question  of  a  new  gen- 
eral registration  is  one  which,  in  my  judgment,  calls  for  the  attention  of  your 
body.  And  the  present  registration  laws  are,  in  several  respects,  unnecessarily 
complicated  and  difficult  of  construction.' 

In  the  interest  of  a  full  and  free  expression  of  the  popular  will,  I  recommend 
a  rigid  scrutiny  and  purging  of  the  election  laws,  many  of  the  provisions  of 
which  are  subversive  of  the  ends  professedly  sought. 

The  basis  of  all  republican  government  is  popular  content  and  confidence. 
Both  are  secured  when  the  people  are  satisfied  that,  having  freely  sought  the 
ballot-box,  their  votes  have  been  recorded  and  returned  according  to  the  truth. 
Any  system  which  is  so  framed  as  to  admit  doubts  upon  these  points,  must, 
whether  it  be  honestly  or  fraudulently  administered,  breed  popular  discontent. 
Elections  should,  as  far  as  possible,  take  place  in  sight  of  the  people. 

I  would  recommend  the  passage  of  mandatory  provisions  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  judges  of  election  from  opposing  political  parties,  with  penalties 
attached  for  failure  in  the  appointing  power  to  observe  the  requirement;  and 
admitting  the  presence  of  representatives  of  each  political  party  interested  in 
an  election,  while  the  vote  is  received,  canvassed,  counted,  and  certified. 

RAILROADS. 

Our  people  are  alive  to  the  great  benefits  in  the  way  of  material  development 
flowing  from  the  presence  in  our  midst,  and  proper  application  to  public  ends, 
of  the  capital  and  enterprise  of  these  powerful  corporations. 
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Though  the  state  has  parted  with  almost  her  entire  interest  as  stockholder 
in  works  of  internal  improvement,  and  is  forbidden  by  the  constitution  to  sub- 
scribe for  any  new  work,  every  citizen  of  the  commonwealth  is  still  interested 
in  the  railroads  by  reason  of  their  great  •influence  for  good  or  for  evil.  Nor 
has  the  state  lost  either  the  right  or  duty,  while  granting  encouragement  and 
reasonable  powers  to  these  corporations,  of  throwing  around  them  such  guards 
and  limitations  as  will  ensure  the  people  against  discrimination  and  extortion. 

The  dangerous  tendencies  of  combination  and  monopoly  call  for  skillful  yet 
rigorous  treatment.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  repress  or  retard  develop- 
ment, and  not  to  encroach  upon  legitimate  franchises;  but  the  government 
should  demand  and  enforce  practical  recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  para- 
mount obligation  of  railways  is  to  the  people  of  the  commonwealth. 

Ample  power  resides  with  the  Legislature  to  impose  such  wholesome  checks 
upon  the  various  lines  of  transportation  as  shall  secure  for  the  producers  and 
manufacturers  of  Virginia  proper  rates  and  full  facilities,  and  guarantee  to  the 
cities  of  the  state  those  advantages  to  which,  by  reason  of  their  geographical 
position,  they  are  entitled. 

The  experience  of  other  communities  has  demonstrated  not  alone  the  neces- 
sity, but  the  practicability  of  such  a  policy.  I  urgently  commend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  General  Assembly  the  laws  by  which  other  states  of  the  Union, 
notably  the  states  of  California  and  Georgia,  regulate  the  railway  administra- 
tion within  their  borders — laws  which  have  stood  the  examination  of  the 
courts,  and  survived  the  test  of  experiment  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people , 
without  injury  to  the  railroads. 

DEPARTMENT   OF    AGRICULTURE. 

In  such  examination  as  I  have  been  able  to  make  into  the  condition  of  the 
different  departments,  the  fact  is  apparent  that  inadequate  provision  is  made 
for  the  department  of  agriculture. 

Ours  is  pre-eminently  an  agricultural  community.  The  history  of  past  lecis- 
lation  in  the  state,  strange  to  say,  shows  that  while  our  statute  books  record  a 
munificent  policy  towards  almost  every  other  interest,  little  or  no  attention  has 
been  paid  to  this,  our  greatest  source  of  wealth. 

The  producers  of  Virginia  have  certainly  an  equal  claim  with  any  other  class 
upon  the  consideration  of  the  government. 

While  I  am  not  prepared  to  suggest  the  form  or  extent  of  the  improvements 
which  should  be  made  in  this  department,  I  am  satisfied  that  a  wider  scope 
should  be  given  its  operations,  and  more  liberal  appropriations  should  be  made 
to  cover  them. 

And  in  this  connection,  as  directly  concerning  the  interests  of  land-owners, 
I  would  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioner  for  the  attachment  of  a 
mineral  bureau  to  this  department. 

CHARITABLE   INSTITUTIONS. 

Virginia,  by  reason  of  the  agricultural  pursuits  of  her  people,  and  the 
absence  of  exciting  employments,  was  blest  in  the  past  in  the  small  percentage 
of  unfortunates  dependent  upon  public  charity.  But  since  the  excitements 
and  distresses  of  recent  years,  the  proportion  has  largely  increased,  and  of  late 
the  public  gaols  have  been  the  only  asylum  for  too  many  of  those  cursed  with 
the  heaviest  afflction  to  which  mankind  is  subject.  It  is  not  necessary  here  to 
refer  to  the  causes,  not  all  unavoidable,  for  this  deplorable  st^te  of  affairs.  It 
will  suffice  to  express  the  belief  that  the  General  Assembly  will  extend  all  pos- 
sible aid  to  the  institutions  for  the  insane  and  other  unfortunates  j  and  that, 
when  control  of  the  revenues  shall  be  restored  to  the  representatives  of  the 
people,  all  reasons  for  regret  or  complair^t  in  this  regard  shall  be  removed. 

FEDERAL   RELATIONS,    JbC. 

I  conclude  this  message  by  congratulating  the  General  Assembly  upon  the 
peace  existing  within  our  borders,  and  upon  the  pregnant  signs  of  more  ami- 
10 
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cable  relations  between  all  sections  and  all  the  people  of  our  common  country. 
The  assumption  is  not  unwarranted,  that  recent  events  in  Virginia  have  served 
to  give  an  emphatic  impulse  to  liberal  sentiment  throughout  the  land.  That  a 
better  era  dawns  upon  us  is  well  attested  by  the  fact  that,  for  the  first  time  in 
nearly  a  quarter-century,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage to  congress,  finds  no  occasion  to  allude  to  sectional  differences.  Nor,  is 
there  any  point  at  issue  between  the  commonwealth  and  the  government  of  the 
United  States  to  call  for  discussion  in  this  paper  of  federal  relations. 

Alive,  and  responding  to  the  approach  of  **a  more  perfect  union,"  Virginia, 
always  in  the  van  of  great  national  events,  furnishes  a  grave  upon  her  soil  for 
the  vexed  question  of  a  color- line  in  politics. 

To-day,  Virginia  stands  before  the  world  offering  all  the  blessings  of  \free  citi- 
zenship—of absolute  freedom  in  politics  and  religion — to  those  who  may  seek 
her  borders.  Appealing  for  a  harmonious  sisterhood  of  states,  in  which  sec- 
tional jealousies  shall  be  unknown,  and  in  each  of  which  shall  be  illustrated 
the  spirit  of  Americanism,  broad  as  the  limits  of  the  continent,  she  points  the 
way  by  leading  it,  and  by  pledging  tolerance  to  every  creed  of  party  or  church, 
save  only  the  creed  of  intolerance  and  proscription. 

The  laws  of  Virginia  guanantee  equal  protection  and  privilege  to  every  citi- 
zen; and  the  people  of  the  commonwealth  have  ordered  that  all  departments 
of  the  government  shall  execute  the  spirit  and  letter  of  those  laws.         ;.

No.  33,  Senate  bill  to  repeal  section  12,  chapter  161,  Acts  of 
1877-8,  in  relation  to  the  division  of  school  districts  into  sub-dis- 
tricts, &c. 

He,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  without  amendment, 
No.  69,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  approved  the 
25th  day  of  February,  1880,  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Suf- 
folk Female  institute. 

And  he,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  a  report  declaring  it 
inexpedient  to  legislate  on  the  subject  of  a  joint  resolution  for  the 
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appointment  of  a  joint  committee  to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of 
utilizing  the  south  porch  of  the  capitol. 

Mr.  W  EBB,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
city  board  of  health  as  to  the  prevalence  of  small-pox,  presented 
the  following  report: 

To  the  Senate  of  Virginia : 

In  accordance  with  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  Jan- 
uary 7th,  appointing  a  committee  to  investigate  the  truth  of  certain  rumcrs^ 
prevalent  in  regard  to  small-pox  in  the  city  of  Kichmond,  the  committee  having 
investigated  the  subject,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
From  official  report  (herewith  submitted)  of  Doctor  Cabell,  president  of  the 
board  of  health  of  city  of  Richmond,  there  are  now  seventy- two  (72)  cases  in 
hospital,  and  twenty-eight  (28)  cases  at  their  homes  within  the  limits  of  the 
city;  of  which  number  in  hospital,. four  (4)  are  white  and  sixty-eight  (68)  col- 
ored; in  city,  nineteen  (19)  cases  white  and  nine  (9)  colored. 

For  week  ending  Saturday  7th,  there  was  no  increase  in  number  of  cases  over 
previous  week. 

Of  the  foregoing,  a  large  majority  of  cases  are  convalescent — being  detained 
in  hospital  simply  as  a  matter  of  precaution. 

The  committee  beg  leave  to  add  that  they  met  in  conference  Dr.  Cabell,  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  health ;  Dr.  Wellford,  chairman  of  committee  on  health 
of  city  council;  and  Dr.  Robinson,  city  official  on  small-pox,  and  we  are  satis- 
fied from  their  reports,  that  the  official  statements  appearing  from  day  to  day,, 
in  city  papers,  are  correct;  and  further,  that  due  precaution  is  taken  to  dis- 
cover new  cases  and  report  same,  and  that  the  measures  adopted  by  the  board 
of  health  of  the  city  of  Richmond,-  are  ample  and  complete  to  prevent  as  far  as 
practicable,  fche  spread  of  this  disease. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  report,  that  a  large  majority  of  these  cases  are  col- 
ored people;  and  due,  we  think,  to  neglected  or  insufficient  vaccination.  They 
seem  now,  however,  to  realize  the  importance  of  this  measure,  and  are  being 
very  generally  vaccinated. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  say  they  consider  the  rumors  of  wide- 
spread and  increasing  small- pox  to  be  false,  and  fears  raised  in  consequence  of 
those  reports  as  groundless.

Atlantic  and  Northwestern  railroad  companies;  which,  on  his  mo- 
tion, was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  roads  and  internal  navigation. 
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Mr.  Walkbr  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  eommittee  on  general  laws  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  86,  in  relation  to  the 
inspection  of  tobacco,  and  that  said  bill  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  agriculture,  mining  and  manufacturing. 

The  question  on  agreeing  to  the  resolution  being  put,  w^as  deter- 
mined in  the  affirmative — ayes  22;  noes  14.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  agriculture,  mining  and  manu- 
facturing be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  Senate 
bill  No.  86,  entitled  a  bill  to  re-establish  the  faithful  inspection  of 
tobacco. 

The  bill  was  then  taken  up,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Koinbr,  was 
laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Lovell  offered  the  following  joint  resolution;  which,  on  his 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  joint  committee  on  constitutional  amend- 
ments : 

JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Froposing  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  concerning  county  organiza- 
tions^ so  as  to  elect  all  county  officers  on  Tuesday  succeeding  first  Mon- 
day in  November  instead  of  fourth  Thursday  in  May, 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  first  and  second  sec- 
tions of  article  seventh,  in  reference  to  county  organizations,  which 
are  in  these  words :  ■ 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

County  Organizations. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county,  one  sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  who  shall 
also  be  the  commonwealth's  attorney  for  the  circuit  court;  one 
county  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  except 
that  in  counties  containing  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  there  may 
be  a  separate  clerk  for  the  circuit  court;  one  county  treasurer,  and 
so  many  commissioners  of  the  revenue  as  may  be  provided  by  law; 
and  there  shall  be  appointed,  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law, 
one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  one  county  surveyor;  and  there 
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shall  also  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  provided  for  in-  article  eight, 
one  superintendent  of  schools.  All  regular  elections  for  county 
officers  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  May;  and  all  offi- 
cers elected  or  appointed,  under  this  provision,  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  offices  on  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their 
election,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  except  that  county  and  circuit  court  clerks  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  six  years. 

Section  2,  Each  county  of  the  state  shall  be  divided  into  so  many 
compactly  located  magisterial  districts  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
not  less  than  three :  provided,  that  after  these  have  been  formed,  no 
additional  districts  shall  be  made  containing  less  than  thirty  square 

miles;  each  magisterial  district  shall  be  known  as magisterial 

district  of county.     In  each  district  there  shall  be  elected 

one  supervisor,  three  justices  of  the  peace,  one  constable,  and  one 
overseer  of  the  poor,  who  shall  hold- their  respective  offices  for  the 
term  of  two  years.  All  regular  elections  for  magisterial  district 
officers  shall  take  place  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  May,  and  all 
officers  so  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  on  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their  election.  The 
supervisors  of  the  district  shall  constitute  the  board  of  supervisors 
for  that  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
county,  exanaine  the  books  of  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue, 
regulate  and  equalize  the  valuation  of  property,  fix  the  county 
levies  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  perform  any  other  duties  required 
of  them  by  law. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following: 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

County  Organizations. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county,  one  sheriff,  one  attorney  for  the  commonwealth,  who  shall 
als<i  be  the  commonwealth's  attorney  for  the  circuit  court;  one 
county  clerk,  who  shall  also  be  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  except 
that  in  counties  containing  fifteen  thousand  inhabitants,  there  may 
be  a  separate  clerk  for  the  circuit  court;  one  county  treasurer,  and 
so  many  commissioners  of  the  revenue  as  may  be  provided  by  law; 
and  there  shall  be  appointed,  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law, 
one  superintendent  of  the  poor,  and  one  county  surveyor;  and  there 
shall  also  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  article  eight, 
one  superintendent  of  schools.  All  regular  elections  for  county 
officers  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in 
November;  and  all  officers  elected  or  appointed,  under  this  provi- 
sion, shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next  succeeding  their  election,  and  shall  hold  their  respec- 
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tive  offices  for  the  term  of  four  years,  except  that  county  and  circuit 
court  clerks  shall  hold  their  offices  for  six  years. 

Section  2.  Each  county  of,  the  state  shall  be  divided  into  so  many 
compactly  located  magisterial  districts  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
not  less  than  three:  provided,  that  after  these  have  been  formed,  no 
additional  districts  shall  be  made  containing  less  than  thirty  square 

miles;   each  magisterial  district  shall  be  known  as magisterial 

district  of county.     In  each  district  there  shall  be  elected  one 

supervisor,  three  justices  of  the  peace,  one  constable,  and  one  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  AH  regular  elections  for  magisterial  district  officers 
shall  take  place  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in 
November;  and  all  officers  so  elected,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding 
their  election.  The ,  supervisors  of  the  district  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  supervisors  for  that  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  county,  examine  the  books  of  the  commissioners 
of  the  revenue,  regulate  and  equalize  the  valuation  of  property,  fix 
the  county  levies  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  perform  any  other  duties 
required  of  them  by  law. 

Mr.  LovELL  offered  the  following  joint  resolution ;  which,  on  his 
motion',  was  referred  to  the  joint  committee  on  constitutional  amend- 
ments : 

JOINT  RESOLUTION 
Proposing  to  amend  the  Constitution  in  relation  to  Oysters. 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  second  section  of  the 
tenth  article,  in  reference  to  taxation  and  finance,  which  is  in  these 
words : 

Section  2.  No  tax  shall  be  imposed  on  any  of  the  citizens  of  this 
state  for  the  privilege  of  taking  or  catching  oysters  from  their  natu- 
ral beds  with  tongs,  in  the  waters  thereof;  but  the  amount  of  sales 
of  oysters  so  taken  by  any  citizen,  in  any  one  year,  may  be  taxAi  at 
a  rate  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  taxation  imposed  upon  any  other 
species  of  property. 

Mr.  LovELL  offered  the  following  joint  resolution;  which,  on  big 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  joint  committee  on  constitutional  amend- 
ments : 

JOINT  EESOLUTION 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  concerning  Education^  so  a^ 
to  make  the  school  age  from  seven  to  twenty-one  years,  instead  offrorri 
Jive  to  twenty-one  years. 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  eighth  section  o: 
article  eighth,  in  reference  to  education,  which  reads  as  follows : 
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ARTICLE  Vni. 

Section  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall  apply  the  annual  interest 
on  the  literary  fund,  the  capitation  tax  provided  for  by  this  constitu- 
tion for  public  free  school  purposes,  and  an  annual  tax  upon  the  prop- 
erty  of  the  state  of  not  less  than  one  mill  nor  more  than  five  mills 
on  the  dollar,  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  the  state,  the 
number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  tvventy-one  years,, 
in  each  public  free  school  district,  oeing  the  basis  of  such  division. 
Provision  shall  be  made  to  supply  children  attending  the  public  free 
schools  ^vith  necessary  text-books  in  cases  where  the  parent  or  guar- 
dian is  unable,  by  reason  of  poverty',  to  furnish  them.  Each  county 
and  public  free  school  district  may  raise  additional  sums  by  a  tax  on 
property  for  the  support  of  public  free  schools.  All  unexpended 
sums  of  any  one  year  in  any  public  free  school  district  shall  go  into 
the  general  school  fund  for  redivision  the  next  year :  provided,  that 
any  tax  authorized  by  this  section  to  be  raised  by  counties  or  school 
districts  shall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  a  dollar  in  any  one  year,  and 
shall  not  be  subject  to  redivHision,  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  this 
section. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  8.  The  General  Assembly  shall  applv  the  annual  interest 
on  the  literary  fund,  the  capitation  tax  provided  for  by  this  constitu- 
tion for  public  free  school  purposes,  and  an  annual  tax  upon  the 
property  of  the  state  of  not  less  than  one  mill  nor  mote  than  five 
mills  on  the  dollar,  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  the  state,, 
the  number  of  children  between  the  a^es  of  seven  and  twenty-one 
years,  in  each  public  free  school  district,  bein^  the  basis  of  such 
division.  Provision  shall  be  made  to  supply  children  attending  the 
public  free  schools  with  necessary  text-books  in  cases  where  the 
parent  or  guardian  is  unable,  by  reason  of  poverty,  to  furnish  them. 
Each  county  and  public  free  school  district  may  raise  additional 
sums  by  a  tax  on  property  for  the  support  of  public  free  schools. 
All  unexpended  sums  of  any  one  year  in  any  public  free  school  dis- 
trict shall  go  into  the  general  school  fund  for  redivision  the  next 
year:  provided,  that  any  tax  authorized  by  this  section  to  be  raised 
by  counties  or  school  districts  shall  not  exceed  five  mills  on  a  dollar 
in  any  one  year,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  redivision,  as  herein- 
before provided  in  this  section. 

Mr. XovELL  oftered  the  following  joint  resolution;  which,  on  his 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  joint  committee  on  constitutional  amend- 
ments : 
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JOINT  RESOLUTION 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution^  so  as  to  restore  the  viva  voce 

system  of  voting. 

Strike  from  the  constitution  of  Virginia  the  second  section  of 
the  third  article,  in  reference  to  the  elective  franchise,  which  is  in 
these  words  : 

ARTICLE  m. 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  all  persons 
entitled  to  vote  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  within  the  gift  of  the 
people,  except  as  restricted  in  this  constitution. 

And  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  : 

Section  2.  All  elections  shall  be  viva  voce^  and  all  persons  entitled 
to  vote  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  within  the  gift  of  the  people, 
except  as  restricted  in  this  constitution. 

Mr.  Norton  offered  the  following  joint  resolution;  which  was 
agreed  to : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  the  joint 
order  for  proceeding  to  the  election  of  certain  judges  this  day,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Norton  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the 
adoption  of  the  joint  resolution,  and  request  their  concurrence 
therein. 

Subsequently, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Dickenson,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  house  had  agreed  to 
«aid  joint  resolution. 

Mr.  DiOGS,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  119,  A  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  approved  March  15, 
1876,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sections  24  and  25  of 
<;hapter  180,  Code  of  1873,  with  reference  to  the  collection  of  officers' 
fees;  which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be 
read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  for  courts  of 
justice. 

Mr.  DiGGS  ojffered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution;  which 
were  agreed  to : 

Whereas  it  is  represented  that  the  business  upon  the  docket  of 
the  supreme  court  of  appeals  is  more  than  can  be  dispatched  by  the 
present  court  in  a  reasonable  time;  and  whereas,  owing  to  such 
pressure  of  business,  suitors  are  subjected  to  very  great  delays  in 
the  trial  and  determination  of  causes ;  therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  committ^  for  courts  of  justice  be  instructed 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  special  or  district 
courts  of  appeal,  and  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glasgow,  the  following  bill  was  ordered  to  be 
printed'; 

Ko.  77,  Senate  bill  to  amend  section  1  of  an  act  entitled  an  act 
to  provide  for  working  the  roads  and  repairing  the  bridges  in  the 
county  of  Rockbridge,  approved  March  11,  1878,  so  as  to  apply  the 
provisions  of  said  act  also  to  the  county  of  Botetourt. 

Xo.  92,  Senate  bill  to  repeal  chapter  225  of  the  Acts  of  1877-8, 
in  relation  to  working  roads  and  repairing  bridges  in  the  county  of 
Buckingham,  was  taken  up,  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
second  time. 

Xo.  10,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  remove  the  disabilities  of 
W.  H.  Payne,  and  others,  was  taken  up;  and  the  question  being  on 
agreeing  to  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  committee  for  courts  of 
justice,  and  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative. 

Said  amendment  is  in  these  w^ords : 

Add  after  the  name  "Hickman,"  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  line, 
the  names,  John  R.  Popham,  C.  T.  Smith,  Charles  U.  Williams, 
James  A.  Armistead,  Richard  A.  Dunlap,  C.  T.  Litchfield,  and  J. 
Marshall  McCue. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by 
adding  the  names  of  William  I.  Clopton  and  A.  S.  McRae. 

The  question  being  on  the  third  reading  of  the  bill,  as  amended, 

Mr.  Glasgow  ofiered  the  following  substitute  therefor : 

Strike  out  the  whole  of  the  first  section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following : 

Whereas  sundry  persons  have  incurred  civil  disabilities  by  infrac- 
tions of  the  laws  against  duelling;  and  in  the  more  recent  violations  of 
said  laws,  nobody  has  been  hurt,  and  the  contests  have  been  promptly 
followed  by  terms  of  ainity  and  peace  between  the  beligerents ;  and 
whereas  some  of  the  parties  thus  disabled  give  promise  of  eminent 
public  usefulness,  and  the  General  Assembly  feeling  disposed  to 
remove  their  disabilities ;  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  constitutional 
prerogative,  feeling  bound  to  extend  legislative  clemency  equally  to 
all  persons  in  pari  delicto;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  (by  a  two-thirds  vote 
thereof).  That  the  civil  disabilities  incurred  since  the  adoption  of 
the  constitution  of  Virginia,  under  clause  3,  section  1,  article  3 
thereof,  by  any  person  whatsoever,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
removed,  anytning  in  any  act  of  assembly  to  the  contrary,  notwith- 
standing. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  substitute. 
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Mr.  Hbaton  moved  that  the  whole  subject  be  postponed  until  the 
1st  day  of  March  next;  and  the  question  being  put  thereon,  was 
determined  in  the  negative. 

The  question  recurryig  to  the  adoption  of  the  substitute, 

Mr.  Newberry  demanded  the  pending  question;  /  which  was 
ordered;  and  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  negative — ayes  7; 
noes  26. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey,  the  vote  was  recorded  as  follows :

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  and  request  their  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments. 

No.  51,  Senate  bill  to  provide  for  the  more  eflSicient  collection  of 
the  revenue  to  support  government,  maintain  the  public  schools, 
and  to  pay  interest  on  the  public  debt,  being  the  order  of  the  day, 
was  taken  up,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wood;  and,  on  his  farther  motion, 
was  postponed  until  to-morrow,  at  1  o'clock.

To  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Gentlemen  : 

In  response  to  your  enquiry,  I  respectfully  report  that  we  have 
a  building  sixty  feet  long,  sixteen  feet  wide,  and  twelve  feet  high,  well  venti- 
lated, and  will  be  furnished  in  proper  style  when  its  use  may  be  demanded. 
The  building  is  estimated  to  accommodate  twenty  persons,  and  is  entirely  new, 
erected  with  a  view  to  accommodate  strangers  who  contract  the  disease.  It  is 
located  about  200  yards  from  the  other  buildings.  Any  patient  will  be  at  liberty 
to  select  his  physician  and  nurse,  for  whose  services  he  will  be  expected  to  pay. 
The  hospital  is,  however  under  the  charge  of  a  resident  physician,  who  has  had 
considerable,  experience  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease.    Strangers  will  be 
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charged  at  the  same  rates  as  are  charged  our  citizens.  Only  one  patient,  a  young 
gentleman  from  this  city,  has  occupied  this  building — he  had  varioloid,  and  is 
now  nearly  well.

No.  55,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  repairing  the 
governor's  mansion  and  appropriating  money  therefor,  communica- 
ted yesterday  by  special  messenger,  was  taken  up,  twice  read,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks. 

No.  27,  Senate  bill  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  consolidation  of  the 
Richmond  and  Southwestern  railway  company,  with  the  Virginia, 
Kentucky,  and  Ohio  narrow-guage  railroad  company,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Richmond  and  Louisville  railroad  company, 
with  the  objections  of  the  governor  thereto,  was  taken  up. 

The  question  being,  shall  the  bill  become  a  law  notwithstanding 
the  objections  of  the  governor, 

Mr.  KoiNER  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  the 
veto  message  be  printed;  and  the  question  being  put  thereon,  was 
determined  in  the  aflirmative. 

The  veto  message  is  as  follows : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 

Governor's  Office,  January  10,  1882. 
To  the  Senate  of  Virginia : 

I  return  herewith  Senate  bill  No.  27,  of  which  the  title  is:  "A  bill  to 
ratify  and  confirm  the  consolidation  of  the  Richmond  and  Southwestern  rail- 
way company  with  the  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Ohio  narrow-gauge  railroad 
company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  The  Richmond  and  Louisville  railroad 
company." 

The  avowed  objects  of  this  bill  (and  I  do  not  mean  to  challenge  the  motives 
with  which  it  has  been  prepared)  I  heartily  sustain.  But,  after  mature  con- 
sideration of  the  measure  as  submitted — gravely  doubting  the  results  to  follow 
upon  its  operation,  and  in  the  light  of  recent  judicial  decisionsr-I  am  con- 
strained, through  considerations  of  public  duty  and  policy,  to  withhold  my 
approval  of  the  bill. 

I  shall  briefly  call  your  attention  to  the  reasons  that  exist  for  this  reluctant 
action,  believing  that  having  considered,  you  will  agree  with  them. 

Anxious  to  promote  every  legitimate  enterprise  looking  to  the  development 
of  the  state  and  the  prosperity  of  the  people,  it  is  with  regret  that  I  even  ap- 
pear to  hinder  or  delay  the  accomplishment  of  any  project  of  internal  improve- 
ment. Especially  is  this  so,  when  the  particular  section  to  be  traversed  is  that 
richest  in  resource  and  most  necessitous  of  opportunity.  The  counties  through 
which  this  railroad  is  expected  to  pass  are  those  which  possess  everything  but 
the  means  of  conveying  to  market  the  wealth  they  produce  and  might  produce. 
The  people  of  Southwest  Virginia  are  entitled  to  all  the  encouragement  the 
sovereignty  of  the  com riion wealth  can  give  towards  bringing  their  boundless 
supply  of  agricultural  and  mineral  products  to  market. 

My  objections  to  the  bill  do  not  extend  to  the  lines  of  railway  laid  down,  or 
to  the  proposed  consolidation  of  those  lines.  These  objects  I  would  advise  and 
advance.     The  construction  of  a  road  upon  the  contemplated  route  is  desirable, 
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and  I  see  no  objection  to  any  legislation  to  secure  its  construction  and  protect 
it  when  built.  But  I  cannot  assent  to  that  provision  of  the  charter  submitted 
which  confers  powers  unnecessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  its  avowed  object — 
powers  extraordinary,  and,  in  my  judgment,  dangerous. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  bill  grants  authority  to  the  Richmond  and  Louis- 
ville railroad  company  •*  to  consolidate  with  any  other  railroad  company  now 
existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  chartered  within  or  without  this  state, 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  it  and  such  other  company," 
&c.  I  respectfully  submit  that  this  general  and  absolute  surrender  by  the  state 
of  Virginia  of  all  power  in  the  premises,  cannot  be  necessary  to  invite  either  the 
domestic  or  foreign  capital  necessary  to  construction  of  the  work  demanded  by 
this  act.  The  privileges  sought  at  your  hands  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
avowed  ends,  and  are  inconsistent  with  the  interests  of  that  people  whose 
assistance  is  primarily  invoked. 

The  fulfillment  of  this  work,  so  far  as  the  people  of  Virginia  are  to  be  bene- 
fitted, cannot  be  dependant  upon  conditions  which  at  least  suggest  ulterior 
objects.  In  anxiety  to  attract  investment,  our  legislation  may  be  so  lax  as  to 
excite  suspicion  and  repel  enterprise. 

The  experience  of  this  state  in  respect  to  delegated  powers,  is  very  recent 
and  very  instructive.  In  the  light  of  that  experience,  the  policy  of  Virginia, 
as  determined  by  her  people,  is  distinctly  adverse  to  any  surrender  of  sover- 
eignty. In  fact,  the  right  and  power  of  the  Legislature  to  part  with  that  sov- 
ereignty is,  and,  I  think,  properly  denied.  In  my  view,  the  fourth  section  of 
this  bill  places  it  within  the  power  (whether  sought  or  not,  or  to  be  used  or 
not,)  of  a  chartered  corporation,  to  deliver  itself,  under  any  stress  of  financial 
seduction  or  other  influence,  bound  hand  and  foot,  to  the  control  of  individ- 
uals or  corporations  alien  in  interests  to  this  commonwealth,  and  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Legislature  or  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

I  do  not  propose  to  erect  a  standard  of  judgment  superior  to  that  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people  in  the  General  Assembly ;  but  it  is  my  duty,  and  I 
would  be  recreant  if  I  did  not  discharge  it,  to  suggest  such  objections  to  the 
legality  and  policy  of  the  grant  in  question,  as  have  arisen  upon  my  examina- 
tion of  the  subject. 

It  is  my  firm  conviction,  fortified  by  authority,  that  the  language  above  quo- 
ted, to-wit:  "to  consolidate  with  any  other  railroad  company  now  existing,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  chartered,  within  or  without  this  state,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  it  and  such  other  company,''  &c.,  con- 
fers upon  the  Richmond  and  Louisville  railroad  company  such  authority  as, 
without  any  benefit  to  legitimate  purposes  by  thati  charter  proclaimed,  may 
deprive  the  courts  of  this  state  of  all  jurisdiction  over  the  aflFairs  of  said  com- 
pany, and  may  take  away  from  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  all  right  to 
seek  redress  for  wrong  received  from  this  corporation,  at  the  hands  of  our  own 
tribunals.  I  cannot  solve  with  my  signature,  even  the  doubt  that  a  creature 
shall  be  stronger  than  its  creator. 

The  grant  is  broad — sweeping — general.  If  the  lines  contemplated  by  this 
charter  were  already  constructed,  it.  would  then  be  time  enough  to  grant  th,© 
power  of  consolidation  with  other  companies  "within  or  without  the  state"; 
and  even  then,  having  objects  not  entagonistic  to  the  interests  of  those  whose 
grace  was  sought,  and  whose  interests  should  be  secured,  it  would  be  little 
enough  to  ask  favor  stating  the  aims  and  terms  of  the  consolidation  sought. 
Privilege  is  asked — purpose  should  be  known  j  and  security  should  be  given. 
I  fear  that  in  allowing  this  charter,  as  now  framed  to  become  a  law,  I  might 
erect  a  corporation  with  power  to  transfer  its  franchises  beyond  the  state  of 
Virginia,  and  to  those  who  could  and  might  defeat  the  object  of  its  creation. 

In  support  of  these  views,  I  refer  to  Railroad  Company  v.  Koontz,  etal.,  recently 
decided,  in  which  the  chief  justice  of  the  United  Statej>,  delivering  the  opinion 
of  a  unanimous  court,  held  that  suits  instituted  against  a  Virginia  railroad 
under  lease  to  a  non-resident,  could  be  removed  to  a  federal  tribunal.  If  a 
mere  lease  effects  such  results,  much  more  will  the  possible  absorption  by  an 
alien  corporation.  The  mere  reservation  of  a  principal  oflSce  in  Virginia,  would 
not  alter  the  non-resident  character  of  the  substantial  defendant,  under  a  con- 
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solidation  such  as  the  grant  permits.  I  do  not  believe  this  people  are  willing 
to  abandon  their  domestic  forums  for  redress,  to  seek  the  distant,  expensive,  and 
unfamiliar  courts  to  which  this  law  may  remand  them. '  No  reason  exists  for  it, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  right.

by  another  act,  passed  February  10,  1860,  the  board  of  public  works 
was  required,  whenever  satisfied  that  five  hundred  shares  of  increased 
capital  stock  to  said  company  was  subscribed  by  persons  or  corpora^ 
tions  other  than  the  state,  to  subscribe  to  said  stock  on  behalf  of  the 
state,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  shares,  and  said  board  was  further 
thereby  required  to  subscribe  on  behalf  of  the  state  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty  shares  as  often  as  one  hundred  shares  should  be  subscribed 
for  by  persons  or  corporations  other  than  the  state,  under  certain 
restrictions  therein  set  forth;  and  whereas  a  bill  is  pending  in  the 
Senate  to  allow  the  said  company  to  discharge  its  indebtedness  to 
the  state  by  buying  up  obligations  of  the  state  and  oftering  such 
obligations  at  face  value ;  and  whereas  such  obligations  are  much 
depreciated  in  market  value;  .therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  be  requested  to 
furnish  information  to  the  Senate  showing  what  amounts  of  the 
bonds  of  said  company  were  guaranteed  by  the  state,  the  entire, 
amount  of  the  state's  existing  liability  to,  or  on  account  of  the  said 
company,  under  the  several  acts  of  assembly ;  what  interest,  if  any, 
the  state  now  owns  in  said  company,  and  how  the  state's  interest 
therein  has  been  disposed  of;  what  amount  the  said  company  now 
owes  to  the  state,  how  secured,  what  interest  bearing,  &c.,  and  all 
other  necessary  information  in  respect  to  the  dealings  of  the  state 
to  and  for  and  on  account  of  said  company,  and  what  evidences  of 
debt,  if  any,  said  company  holds  against  the  commonwealth. 

Senate  resolution  rescinding  the  resolution  providing  for  the

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And  they  have  agreed  to  a  joint  resolution  for  a  joint  committee 
to  revise  and  amena  the  laws  relating  to  the  formation  of  joint  stock 
internal  improvement  companies,  &c. 

In  which  bill,  amendment  and  joint  resolution  they  respectfully 
request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

Whereas,  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  uncultivated  lands  of  Vir- 
ginia naturally  produce  in  abundance  a  fine  quality  of  sumac,  the 
{rathering  and  manufacture  of  which  already  employs  considerable 
abor  and  capital;  and  whereas,  about  one-half  of  the  sumac  used  in 
the  United  States  is  produced  by  the  pauper  labor  of  Italy  and  im- 
ported into  this  country  at  the  insignificant  tariff*  ra;te  of  ten  per 
cent,  ad  valorem;  and  whereas,  this  "infant  industry"  of  the  state 
eminently  deserves  to  be  encouraged  and  protected,  to  the  end  that 
wild  and  waste  lands  might  be  cultivated  in  the  production  of  sumac, 
and  a  flourishing  agricultural  and  manufacturing  interest  therein  be 
established,  as  well  as  that  a  superior  article  should  thus  be  obtained;

by  the  second  chapter  of  the  Code  of  1873 — ^it  being  expressly 
declared  that  this  proviso  shall  not  apply  to  such  county  roads  as 
have  already  been  occupied  by  the  works  of  said  companies."

during  the  recent  centennial  celebration  of  the  event  by  the  citizens 
and  representatives  of  the  republics  of  France  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  hope  was  expressed  by  the  decendants  of  the  officers 
of  both  France  and  America,  who  commanded  on  the  field  in  1781, 
that  the  farm  and  house  would  be  preserved  in  respect  to  the  friendly 
alliance  which  then  and  ever  since  has  existed  between  the  people 
of  the  two  nations,  as  well  as  in  respect  to  the  memories  of  those 
who  fell  or  survived  the  struggle  that  ended  the  protracted  war,  and 
gave  peace  and  hope  to  the  then  impoverished  people;  and  whereas 
the  property  can  be  secured  for  a  nominal  sum,  and  that  the  product 
of  the  farm  will  be  ample  to  preserve  and  keep  the  house  in  repair, 
and  that  the  house,  as  located,  is  adapted  for  government  purposes 
on  occasion  of  naval  inspections  and  reviews  on  York  river;  and 
that  the  sentiment  expressed  by  representatives  of  the  French  repub- 
lic and  decendants  of  French  officers  who  commanded  on  the  field 
at  Yorktown  during  their  recent  visit  to  participate  in  the  centen- 
nial celebration  in  conjunction  with  the  decendants  of  the  colonial 
officers,  that  the  govern  ftient  would  take  charge  of,  preserve,  and 
perpetuate  the  property — this  being  the  sentiment  of  those  present 
and  the  American  people  in  general;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Geaeral  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That  the 
United  States  senators  from  the  state  of  Virginia  be  instructed,  and 
the  representatives  in  congress  requested,  to  prepare  and  support  a 
bill  for  the  purchase  ot  the  Temple  farm  and  Moore  house,  at  York- 
town,  Virginia,  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  America : 
provided  the  cost  of  the  said  farm  and  all  improvements  will  not 
exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the  state  of  Virginia 
will  exempt  the  same  from  taxation.

on  the  part  of  the  commonwealth  growing  out  of  the  sale  and  trans- 
fer of  the  states's  interest  in  the  stock  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville 
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railroad  company,  and  if  deemed  proper  in  their  judgment,  to  take 
the  necessary  legal  steps  to  assert  the  same;  and  whereas,  the  then 
attorney-general,  James  C.  Taylor,  Esq.,  hy  virtue  of  said  authority, 
associated  with  him  W.  W.  Crump  and  E.  D.  Ward,  Esquires,  to  act 
in  the  premises,  and  the  said  counsel  instituted  a  suit  in  chancery  m 
the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  asserting  the  rights  of  the 
state  against  the  said  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company,  in 
which  said  suit  a  decree  was  obtained  against  the  said  company,  in 
favor  of  the  commonwealth,  for  a  sum  amounting  to  about  $26,000; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  finance  be  directed  to  consider, 
ascertain,  and  report  what  compensation  should  be  rendered  to  the 
said  counsel,  W.  W.  Crump  and  R.  D.  Ward,  for  their  services  as 
aforesaid. 

Mr.  WiNGFiBLD  of  Albemarle^  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  : 

Whereas,  W.  H.  Kirker  has  been  summoned,  and  has  appeared  as 
a  witness  before  the  special  committee  of  investigation  appointed  by 
this  Senate,  of  which  Senator  Taylor  Berry  is  chairman;  and  whereas, 
said  Kirker  does  not  reside  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  has  incurred 
considerable  expense  in  traveling  and  in  payment  of  board,  in 
responding  to  the  summons  of  said  committee,  which  expense  the 
usual  allowance  of  witness  fees  allowed  by  law  does  not  cover;

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Gloucester,  upon  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  assessment  of  a  tract  of  land  in  said  county,  held  by 
trustees  for  the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Annie  P.  Hughes,  the  vrife  of  George 
Hughes,  is  erroneous,  to  correct  the  same  to  its  true  value,  and  to 
take  such  action  and  enter  such  orders  in  the  premises,  and  with 
the  same  effect  and  force  as  though  the  application  for  the  correc- 
tion of  said  assessment  had  been  made  within  the  time  limiteJ 
therefor  by  chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia,  enacted  at  the  session  1874-5,  and  the  proceedings  had  in 
the  premises  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter:  p^^ 
vided  that  the  jurisdiction  hereby  conferred  upon  said  court  shall 
not  be  exercised  unless  the  said  trustees  of  the  said  Mrs.  Annie  T.

2.  K  the  court,  after  hearing  the  motion,  should  decide  that  the 
assessment  of  said  tract  of  land  was  too  large,  or  that  the  assessor 
had  charged  to  the  said  Mrs.  Annie  F.  Hughes  more  land  than  sho 
really  owned  as  of  the  date  of  said  assessment,  then  the  court  i? 
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hereby  authorized  to  correct  said  errors  and  make  an  order  directing 
that  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  refund  to  the  trustees  of 
Mrs.  Annie  F.  Hughes  the  money  they  have  paid  as  taxes  into  the 
state  treasury  on  said  real  estate  for  tlje  years  1876,  1877,  1878, 
1879, 1880,  in  excess  of  the  amount  they  ought  to  have  paid  if  this 
correction  had  been  made  within  the  period  mentioned  in  chapter 
three  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  1874-75. 

8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

of  Richmond  gives  plausibility  to  the  belief  that  he  is  here  for  the 
purpose  of  dictating  to  the  Legislature  and  controlling  its  legislation; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  General  William  Mahone  be,  and  is  hereby 
requested  to  return  to,  and  remain  at  his  post  of  duty  in  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion be  sent  to  our  said  senator  by  the  clerk  of  this  body.

Mr.  Hbaton  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  pass  by. 
Mr.  Glasgow  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out,  after  the 
word  "  refunded,''  in  the  twenty-first  line,  all  down  to  and  including 
the  word  "act,"  in  the  twenty-fifth  line. 
The  question  being  on  agreeing  to  this  amendment, 
Mr.  Webb  moved  that  the  bill  be  passed  by;  and  the  question 
being  put  thereon,  was  determined  in  the  negative.

ment of  any  outstanding  debts  against  any  of  the  late  townships  m 
said  county.  No.  280.

192;  an  act  to  provide  compensation  to  the  owners  of  animals  killed 
or  injured  by  the  cars,  locomotives,  or  other  carriages  of  any  rail- 
road company  in  this  state,  No.  41 ;  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Nor- 
mal and  Collegiate  institute,  and  provide  for  the  support  of  the 
same,  No.  271;  and  an  act  directing  the  board  of  visitors  of  the  Vir- 
ginia military  institute  to  be  vacated  and  the  appointment  of  a  new 
board,  No.  90.

1873,  in  respect  to  the  holding  of  corporation  courts  when  the  judge 
thereof  is  not  able  to  hold  them.  No.  45;  in  which  bills  they  respect- 
fully request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

No.  46,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  the  fortieth  section  of 
chapter  164  of  the  Code  of  1874,  in  respect  to  the  holding  of  cor- 
poration courts  when  the  judge  thereof  is  not  able  to  hold  them,  with

Mr.  KoiNBR,  from  the  committee  on  public  institutions  and  edu- 
cation, reported  without  amendment, 

No.  91,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  constitute  the  town  of 
Abingdon  and  a  certain  portion  of  the  surrounding  country,  a  sepa- 
rate school  district. 

Mr.  Thurman,  from  the  committee  on  county,  city,  and  town 
organizations,  reported  without  amendment.

Add  as  an  independent  section  the  words : 

"All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed." 

The  question  on  agreeing  to  the  substitute  for  the  amendment  of 
the  committee  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  LovBLL  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  bill : 

Strike  out  the  whole  of  the  bill,  after  the  word  "Virginia,"  in 
the  first  line  of  the  first  section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

1.  That  a  state  normal  school  board  is  hereby  created,  and  shall 
have  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  specially  to  the  training  and 
improvement  of  public  school  teachers. 

2.  The  state  normal  school  board  shall  consist  of  the  superinten- 
dent of  public  instruction,  the  chairman  of  the  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Virginia,  the  superintendent  of  the  Virginia  military 
institute,  the  president  of  the  Virginia  agricultural  and  mechamcal 
college,  the  principal  of  the  Hampton  normal  and  agricultural  insti- 
tute,, and  four  county  or  city  superintendents  of  schools,  to  be  selec- 
ted by  the  board  of  education,  and  to  serve  four  years.  The  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  shall  be  president  of  the  normal 
school  board.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  make  by-laws,  and 
keep  records.  When  needed,  it  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall 
not  be  a  member  of  the  board. 

8.  The  state  normal  school  board  of  Virginia  shall  be  a  corpora- 
tion by  that  name,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  shall  have  the  usual  powers,  responsibilities,  and  incidents  of 
corporations.  It  may  receive,  rent,  buy,  hold,  control  and  manage, 
in  trust,  for  normal  school  purposes,  any  money,  lands,  buildings, 
furniture,  apparatus,  or  other  kinds  of  property  needed  for  carrying 
out  .the  objects  committed  to  its  charge. 

4.  No  member  of  the  normal  school  board  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  such ;  but  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  discharge  of  official  duties,  maybe  paid  from  funds  underthe 
control  of  the  board.  The  clerk  and  treasurer  may  be  allowed » 
moderate  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board. 

6.  The  normal  school  board  shall  appoint  all  regular  teachers  and 
lecturers,  who  are  to  be  paid  in  whole  or  part  from  state  ftindsfor 
giving  normal  instruction,  and  shall  fix  their  pay.  The  board  shall 
also  determine  the  organization,  studies,  exercise8,text-book8,  lengtli 
of  terms,  and  whatever  else  may  pertain  to  the  conduct  of  such 
schools.  It  shall  have  authority  to  give  diplomas,  and  to  grant 
teachers  certificates,  which  will  entitle  the  holder  to  teach  in  an; 
public  free  school  of  the  state,  under  cautionary  regulations. 

6..  There  shall  be  annually  for  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  fiftj 
thousand  dollars,  payable  out  of  arrearages  due  the  school  hinJ^ 
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debts  due  the  commonwealth  by  railroads  other  than  taxes,  or  in 
default  thereof,  out  of  the  interest  of  the  literary  fund.  This  an- 
nuity shall  be  turned  over  in  semi-annual  instalments,  or  oftener,  if 
practicable,  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  to  the  second  auditor, 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  state  normal  school  board. 

7.  Of  this  money,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
($15,000,)  annually,  for  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
be  employed  by  the  normal  school  board  in  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  normal  school  for  training  white  teachers,  and 
another  sum,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  ($10,000,)  annu- 
ally, for  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  normal  school  for  the  training  of  colored 
teachers.  These  sums  are  intended  to  cover  the  cost  of  grounds, 
buildings  and  furniture,  as  well  as  current  expenses.  The  location 
of  these  schools  shall  be  fixed  after  due  deliberation  and  examina- 
tion of  competing  localities,  and  with  particular  reference  to  salu- 
brity of  climate  at  all  seasons,  to  economy  of  living,  and  to  accessi- 
bility from  all  parts  of  the  state. 

8.  The  leading  object  of  these  schools  shall  be  not  to  teach  the 
ordinary  branches  of  knowledge,  either  lower  or  higher,  but  to 
impart  to  the  students  technical  knowledge  and  skill,  such  as  per- 
tain to  the  practical  duties  of  the  teacher  in  the  primary  schools  of 
the  state.  To  this  end  there  shall  be  a  two  years  course  of  peda- 
gogical instruction,  at  the  end  of  which  a  diploma  shall  be  given  to 
every  student  who  has  passed  successfully  over  the  course.  In 
addition  to  the  professional  course,  provision  shall  be  made  for 
teaching  the  secondary  and  superior  branches  of  learning,  whereby 
teachers  may  be  prepared  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  ad- 
vanced courses  in  connection  with  our  public  schools.  No  pupila 
shall  be  received  into  either  of  the  normal  schoofe  without  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  orthography,  reading,  writing,  geography,  grammar, 
arithmetic,  and  United  States  history,  so  far  as  taught  in  the  best 
primary  schools. 

9.  Any  person  of  suitable  character  and  sufficient  requirements, 
who  signs  a  pledge  to  teach  at  least  three  years  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  state,  shall  be  received  into  the  respective  normal  schools  free 
of  tuition  fees :  provided,  that  the  board  shall  make  regulations 
whereby  the  advantages  of  the  school  may  inure  equally,  or  as  nearly 
so  as  possible,  to  all  parts  of  the  state.  Pay  students  may  also  be 
received,  but  in  case  of  an  excess  of  applications  for  admission  at 
the  beginning  of  a  term,  preference  shall  be  given  to  such  as  are 
preparing  to  teach  in  the  public  schools. 

10.  The  president  of  the  board  shall  annually  appoint  a  committee 
of  visitation  for  each  normal  school,  consisting  of  three  teachers  or 
superintendents  of  schools,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  delibe- 
rate and  thorough  inspection  and  examination  af  the  schools  whilst 
in  session,  and  to  report  to  the  president  this  report,  together,  with 
an  annual  report  from  the  normal  school  board  addressed  to  the 
board  of  education,  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
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superintendent  of  public  instruction.     The  necessary  expenses  of 
the  committee  of  visitation  shall  be  allowed  by  the  normal  board. 

11.  The  remaining  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  employed 
by  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  under  the  direction  of 
the  normal  school  board,  in  the  improvement  of  teachers  already  in 
the  field,  and  of  those  preparing  to  teach  in  both  of  the  following 
ways,  to- wit:  First.  By  means  of  normal  institutes  taught  by  regular 
instructors,  comprising  persons  from  many  counties,  and  continued 
for  such  length  of  time  as  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
and  the  normal  school  board  may  determine :  provided,  however, 
that  one  of  these  normal  institutes  shall  be  held  once  a  year  in  the 
tidewater,  southside,  southwest,  Piedmont  and  Valley  sections  of  the 
state.  Second.  By  assisting  county  and  city  institutes  such  as  are 
now  required  by  the  board  of  instruction  to  be  held  annually. 

12.  The  first  meeting  of  the  state  normal  school  board  shall  be 
held  at  the  call  of  the  president,  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent 
of  public  instruction,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
At  this  meeting  shall  be  appointed  a  committee  on  locations,  and  a 
committee  on  plans  of  organization;  and  all  diligence  shall  be  given, 
without  undue  haste,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  act. 

13.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

6.  After  the  word  "quality,"  in  fourth  line  (engrossed  bill),  thir- 
teenth section  of  same,  insert  "provided  that  mere  modification  of 
a  fertilizer  designed  to  adapt  it  to  different  crops,  shall  not  be  con- 
trued  constituting  separate  brands  or  qualities,  in  case  of  a  fertilizer 
which  is  really  and  in  good  faith  manufactured  and  sold  as  and 
under  one  brand." 

7.  Strike  out  the  word  "  twenty,"  in  fourth  line,  thirteenth  sec- 
tion. 

8.  After  the  word  "  seized,"  in  thirty-eighth  line  of  fourteenth 
section,  fifth  page  (engrossed  bill),  insert  "but  before  any  proceeding 
to  seize  and  condemn  hereunder,  shall  be  taken  against  any  party, 
said  party  shall  be  first  summoned  before  the  judge  of  the  oounty

No.  122;  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  re-enact 
and  amend  section  three  of  an  act  approved  Februarv  fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  an  act  authorizing  the 
construction  of  a  free  bridge  across  the  James  river  at  Lynchburg, 
No.  343.

**  Resolved,  That  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  be  requested  to  furnish 
this  House  with  a  statement,  showing  the  commencement  and  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  all  the  county  superintendents  of  the  state,  and  that  he  report  this  information  at 
his  earliest  convenience." 

In  obedience  to  this  call,  I  hereunto  append  a  table  giving  the  information  called 
for. 

Inasmuch  as  the  law  requires  that  county  superintendents  shall  practically  enter 
upon  their  official  duties  as  soon  us  they  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  that  their 
terms  of  office  shall  continue  four  years  from  July  following  their  appointment,  seve- 
ral of  these  superintendents  began  their  official  work  at  different  dates  during  the 
year  preceding  the  commencement  of  their  regular  terms ;  but  I  have  not  included 
these  preliminary  periods  in  the  statement — not  supposing  that  it  was  called  for — but 
if  desired,  I  can  give  the  exact  date  on  which  each  superintendent  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.

Gk>YJ£KNOK  : 

I  am  commissioned  to  present  to  the  state  of  Virginia,  through  your 
excellency,  this  portrait  of  Count  de  Rochambeau,  the  friend  of  America  in  her 
struggle  for  independence.  The  present  comes  from  Captain  James  Wharton  Harrel, 
of  England,  an  officer  in  her  majesty's  service  for  over  twenty-two  years,  and  he 
desired  that  it  might  reach  Yorktown  during  its  *' centennial,"  and  the  visit  of  the 
present  Marquis  Rochambeau  and  the  other  distinguished  French  officials. 

Having  arrived  after  these  gentlemen  and  your  excellency  had  left  Yorktown,  I 
have  brought  it  to  Richmond,  to  be  delivered  to  you  for  the  commonwealth. 

Captain  Harrel  on  his  return  from  the  Zulu  war,  and  a  special  diplomatic  mission 
into  the  interior  of  Africa,  found  this  portrait  at  Cape  Town  in  South  Africa.  It 
was  in  bad  condition,  severely  cracked  in  the  panel  in  two  places,  but  he  had  it 
repaired  by  an  able  restorer  in  London.  He  made  careful  examination  and  enquiry, 
and  becoming  satisfied  that  the  painting  is  an  authentic  portrait  of  Rochambeau,  he 
became  the  owner  of  it. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem  at  first,  its  discovery  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  is  easily 
explained.  Numbers  of  the  French,  more  or  less  connected  with  Huguenots,  when 
expelled  from  France  fled  to  Holland,  and  thence  went  to  live  with  the  Dutch,  who 
first  Europeanized  the  colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  True  to  the  characteristics 
of  their  nature,  those  French  emigrants  doubtless  kept  up  an  interest  in,  and  com- 
munication with  their  mother  country,  and  in  that  way  this  painting  found  its  way 
to  South  Africa. 

Captain  Harrel  has  no  doubt  the  portrait  was  painted  in  the  lifetime  of  Roch- 
ambeau, as  its  color  and  appearance  indicate  its  age — by  whom  it  was  painted  must 
be  matter  of  conjecture.  Louis  XVI  gave  an  order  to  Van  Blarenberg,  a  famous 
miniature  painter,  to  paint  two  pictures — the  siege  of  Yorktown  and  the  English 
defiling  before  the  French  army,  which  were  executed  with  great  skill,  and  this  por- 
trait, which  is  almost  in  miniature  and  very  well  painted,  may  have  been,  as  Captain 
Harrel  suggests,  by  the  same  distinguished  artist. 

When  found  in  Cape  Town  there  was  on  the  picture  a  label  inscribed:  Rocham- 
beau, 1794.  The  dress  and  likely  the  uniform  Rochambeau  wore  as  colonel  of  one  of 
the  regiments  he  commanded  from  time  to  time,  and  you  will  observe  it  is  of  the 
simplicity  of  that  period.  The  number  22  on  the  buttons  of  the  coat  is  of  signifi- 
cance.

Oaptain  Harrel  sent  this  portrait  to  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Kimball,  of  Philadelphia,  to 
be  presented  on  this  fitting  occasion,  and  I  have  been  charged  to  deliver  it  to  my 
native  state  through  your  excellency. 

It  is  an  incident  worthy  of  note  that  when  the  messenger  bearing  this  portrait, 
came  into  the  harbor  at  Yorktown,  the  air  was  still  heavy  with  the  smoke  from  the 
national  salute,  which  the  guns  of  the  French  and  American  vessels  had  fired  under 
the  order  of  the  president  in  honor  of  the  flag  of  England.

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SUPPLEMENTAL    REPORT. 


To  Hia  Excellency  J  P.  W.  M.  Hollidat, 

Governor  of  Virginia : 

Sib: 

The  directors  of  the  Eastern  lunatic  asylum,  duly  commissioned  hy  your 
excellency  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  1881,  beg  to  submit  to  your  excellency, 
and  through  you  to  the  Legislature,  the  following  supplemental  report  to  the  one 
submitted  by  our  predecessors  on  the  80th  day  of  September,  1881 : 

That,  in  obedience  to  the  notice  of  the  superintendent,  they  convened  at  the  said 
asylum  on  the  28d  day  of  November,  1881,  and  duly  examined  the  institution,  and 
take  pleasure  in  stating  the  successful  operations  of  the  asylum  and  the  faithful  ad- 
ministration  of  all  its  sanitary,  curative,  and  pecuniary  affairs  under  Dr.  Harvey 
Black,  the  medical  superintendent ;  and  also  the  faithfulness  of  all  the  employees,  as 
indicated  by  the  cleanliness,  quietude,  and  good  order  that  prevails  throughout  the 
entire  institution.  The  board  then,  as  an  act  of  simple  justice  to  all  concerned,  re- 
elected all  of  the  old  officers,  from  Dr.  Black  down  to  the  matron,  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  under  the  law.  And  not  being  advised  of  the  plan  and  character  of 
the  construction  of  the  two  new  buildings  erected  by  the  special  appropriation  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  year  1876,  of  |I40,000  by  resolution  called  upon  the  superin. 
tendent  at  his  earliest  convenience  to  report  to  the  executive  committee  the  plan 
and  character  of  the  two  buildings  recently  erected  at  the  asylum,  and  the  cost  of 
building:  the  same.  The  act  appropriating  $40,000,  aforesaid,  was  approved  March 
10,  1876 ;  but,  in  consequence  of  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  state,  the  money 
was  not  obtained  for  the  purpose  until  August,  1876,  and  the  balance  in  1879. 

The  building  committee  then  having  the  matter  in  charge,  devoted  much  time  and 
thought,  and  undertook  to  have  the  work  done  in  the  best  possible  manner,  with  the 
best  materials,  instead  of  putting  the  work  out  at  contract.  By  this  mode,  we  have, 
as  the  report  of  the  superintendent  to  the  executive  committee  aforesaid  shows, 
two  buildings,  one  for  males  and  the  other  for  females.  The  building  for  males  is 
120  feet  8  inches  in  length,  by  40  feet  in  width,  with  two  pediments  on  the  sides 
projecting  8  feet.  It  is  three  stories  high,  with  a  basement  of  9  feet,  th^  stories 
being  12,  11,  and  10  feet  pitch.  Each  story  has  a  hall  18  feet  8  inches  wide,  extend- 
ing the  whole  length,  cross  halls  in  the  centre  14  feet  wide,  and  triple  windows  at 
the  end  of  each  hall.  There  are  eighteen  rooms,  two  associated  and  sixteen  single, 
in  each  story — three  windows  in  each  associated,  two  to  each  corner,  and  one  to  each 
single  room;  three  doors  to  each  associated,  and  one  to  each  single  room,  all  opening 
on  the  main  hall,  with  transoms  above.  There  are  two  circular  stairways,  one  at  the 
northeast,  and  the  other  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  building,  and  leading  from  the 
basement  to  the  third  story,  with  doors  opening  into  each  hall. 
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The  east  side  of  the  basement  is  divided  into  three  dining-rooms  and  one  addi- 
tional room  intended  for  a  shoe-shop.  The  west  side  is  arched  under  the  partition 
walls  and  can  be  used  for  storage  purposes,  possibly  a  bowling-alley.  That  portion 
between  the  corridor  walls  is  used  for  the  heating  apparatus.  The  building  is  warmed 
by  steam,  by  indirect  radiation,  from  Gould's  radiators  placed  in  the  corridor  walls 
in  the  basement,  the  flues  opening  into  the  halls  above.  It  is  ventilated  by  flues  in 
the  corridor  walls,  leading  from  the  rooms  to  large  flues  resting  upon  the  corridor 
walls  in  the  attic,  terminating  in  four  upright  flues  which  extend  above  the  roof. 
There  are  iron  grates  to  the  windows  of  the  second  and  third  stories,  and  those  for 
the  flrst  story  have  been  ordered. 

The  building  is  constructed  of  common  bricks,  two-thirds  hard  and  one-third  soft ; 
the  lumber,  generally  of  good  quality  and  well  seasoned ;  the  roof  of  Buckingham 
slate.  It  is  a  plain,  neat,  and  substantial  structure,  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  intended,  and  has  the  capacity  necessary  to  accommodate  sixty-three 
patients.  The  cost  of  this  building,  including  the  Gould's  radiators  and  grates  for  th& 
windows,  was  |22,444  67. 

The  building  for  females  was  constructed  upon  the  same  general  plan  of  that  for 
males ;  is  two  feet  longer  and  eight  feet  wider,  the  third  story  eight  inches  higher. 
There  are  bow-windows,  with  cupolas  on  the  northeast,  northwest,  and  southeast  cor- 
ners— the  two  former  containing  the  stairways,  and  the  latter  intended  for  water- 
closets. 

The  dining-rooms  are  on  the  floors  of  the  several  wards,  instead  of  in  the  base- 
ment, as  in  the  building  for  males.  The  front  and  end  walls  are  stuccoed.  It  is 
built  of  the  same  kind  of  materials  as  the  other  building,  but  is  a  more  impoBing 
stnicture  and  will  accommodate  sixty  patients.  It  will  be  warmed  and  ventilated  in 
the  same  manner.  Most  of  the  carpenters'  work  has  been  done,  part  of  the  painting 
and  nearly  the  flrst  coat  of  plastering. 

There  has  been  expended  in  its  erection  to  this  date,  |I19,609  18.  Outstanding  lia- 
bilities incurred  in  this  behalf,  amount  to  $5,392  89;  and  there  will  be  required 
to  complete  the  building,  about  $1,778  84.  The  heating  apparatus,  water  pipes, 
locks,  additional  painting,  gas-fixtures,  and  the  connection  or  pass-way  between  the 
west  and  the  old  building,  will  cost  this  amount. 

Before  closing  this  report,  we  feel  that  it  is  our  duty,  at  the  risk  of  being  thought 
importunate,  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  make,  at.  once,  a  special  appropriation  of 
$7,166  23  to  meet  the  outstanding  liabilities  aforesaid,  and  what  it  will  take  to  com- 
plete the  said  female  building,  $1,773  84. 

The  same  enlightened  liberality  that  called  this  noble  charity  into  being,  and 
afterwards  so  nobly  extended  its  means  of  influence,  will,  no  doubt,  continue  to 
animate  each  successive  General  Assembly  in  their  eflfbrts  for  its  future  support. 

In  this  confldence,  we  commend  the  Eastern  lunatic  asylum,  the  oldest  in  the 
state,  to  their  generous  consideration.  We  ask  that  a  committee  of  the  Legislature 
may  be  sent  down  to  examine  our  institution.

The  board  of  public  works  met  in  the  office  of  the  governor,  in  the  capitol — all  of 
the  members  present. 

Messrs.  W.  W.  Gordon  and  John  S.  "Wise  appeared  before  the  board,  and  pre- 
sented the  following  document,  with  the  request  that  it  be  signed  by  the  board — the 
one  signed  at  the  meeting  of  the  8th  instant  being  returned  at  the  same  time,  as  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part  mentioned  therein  had  failed  to  purchase  the  Atlantic,  Mis- 
sissippi and  Ohio  railroad  at  the  sale  which  took  place  this  day  at  noon  : 

Memorandam  of  agreement  made  this  tenth  (10th)  day  of  February,  1881, 
between  the  board  of  public  works  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  acting  for  said  state, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  W.  L.  Boyce  and  F.  J.  Kimball,  acting  for  themselves 
and  their  associates,  parties  of  the  second  part :  witnesseth — 

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  Virginia  Legislature,  approved  June  17,  1870,  author- 
izing the  formation  of  the  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  it  is 
provided  that  the  State  of  Virginia,  in  consideration  of  the  assignment  of  certain 
stocks  and  claims  therein  named,  shall  receive  a  second  mortgage  upon  the  property 
of  said  roadj  to  secure  the  payment  of  four  millions  ($4,000,000)  dollars,  either  in 
money  or  bonds  of  the  State,  as  therein  provided. 

And  whereas,  by  decree  of  sale,  entered  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  Ui^ited  States 
for  the  eastern  district  of  Virginia,  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1879,  in. the  cause  of 
Skiddy  and  aU.  vs.  The  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Bailroad  Company,  and  also 
thereia  pending,  the  board  of  public  works  and  the  state  of  Virginia  stand  forever 
barred,  and  foreclosed  of  and  from  all  claims,  lien  and  equity  of  redemption  of,  in, 
and  to  the  works,  property,  and  franchises  embraced  in  or  covered  by  a  prior  encum- 
brance to  the  plaintiffs  in  said  cause  upon  the  property  of  said  railroad. 

And,  whereas,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  W.  L.  Boyce  and  F.  J.  Kim- 
ball, acting  for  themselves  and  their  associates,  have  offered  the  board  of  public 
works  of  Virginia,  for  their  lien  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
($500,000)  dollars  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Now,  therefore,  the  board  of  public  works  of  Virginia  believing  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  public  to  accept  said  offer,  and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  avail  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  save  to  the  state  the  amount  thus  offered,  have  granted, 
bargained  and  sold,  and  do  hereby  grant,  bargain,  sell,  assign  and  set  over,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  ($500,000)  dollars,  to  them  paid,  or 
promised  to  be  paid,  as  hereinafter  provided,  unto  the  aforesaid  parties  of  the  second 
part,  all  the  rights,  title,  and  interest  of  the  state  of  Virginia  in  or  to  or  against  the 
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Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  by  virtue  of  the  covenant  or  mort- 
gage executed  by  said  company,  dated  December  22,  1870. 

The  foregoing  sale  and  transfer  is  made  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  Gteneral 
Assembly  of  Virginia :  Provided,  however,  that  unless  the  s,aid  party  of  the  second 
part  shall,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  thereof,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  said 
court  shall  confirm  their  purchase  of  said  road,  deposit  with  the  board  of  public 
works  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars,  in  money  or  in  public 
securities,  satisfactory  to  said  board,  of  the  market  value  of  one  hundred  thousand 
(1100,000)  dollars,  and  shall,  on  the  ratification  of  such  sale  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Virginia,  pay  over  to  said  board,  in  cash,  the  further  sum  of  four  hundred 
thousand  ($400,000)  dollars,  the  balance  of  such  purchase-money,  then  this  agree- 
ment shall  be  void,  else  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue. 

Provided,  further,  that  said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars,  if 
paid  in  money,  shall  be  invested  in  public  securities  by  the  board  of  public  works, 
to  be  approved  by  the  parties  of  the  second  part. 

And  that  such  securities  and  all  accruing  interest  thereon,  or  money,  shall  be  held 
in  trust  by  the  board  of  public  works  until  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  shall 
ratify  or  reject  said  sale.  In  the  event  that  the  General  Assembly  shall  ratify  this 
sale,  then  the  board  of  public  works  shall  have  the  same  control  over  said  securities 
or  money,  as  it  has  over  other  assets  of  the  state  under  its  control  or  custody,  and  in 
the  payment  of  the  said  balance  of  four  hundred  thousand  ($400,000)  dollars,  this 
sale,  transfer,  and  assignment  shall  become  complete,  and  the  title  of  the  parties  of 
the  second  part  to  said  claim  shall  then,  and  in  that  event,  become  absolute. 

If  however,  the  General  Assembly  shall  fail  to  ratify  and  confirm  this  sale  at  its 
next  session,  then  the  board  of  public  works  shall  re-deliver  all  the  said  securities, 
interest,  or  money,  intact,  unto  the  parties  of  the  second  part. 

But  it  is  expressly  understood,  that  this  contract  is  subject  to  the  condition  that 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  become  the  purchasers  of  said  road,  upon  terms 
agreed  upon  between  themselves  and  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  the  said 
road. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  board  of  public  works  of  Virginia  have  hereunto  affixed 
their  signatures,  and  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia  hereunto  affixed  by 
the  board  of  public  works,  and  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  have  signed  the 
same  in  their  own  proper  persons. 

After  mature  deliberation,  the  foregoing  document  was  signed  by  the  auditor  and 
treasurer,  the  governor  giving  his  reasons  for  declining  to  sign  it. 

The  seal  of  the  board  of  public  works  was  then  affixed  to  it,  and  the  document  was 
delivered  to  Messrs.  Gordon  and  Wise. 

The  Board  then  adjourned.

SISSIPPI AND  OHIO  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY, NOW  PENDING  IN  THE 
SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 


RICHMOND,  January  4,  1882. 
To  the  Honorable^  the  Senate  of  Virginia : 

At  the  request  of  the  present  attorney-general  of  the  state,  and  because 
of  my  greater  familiarity  with  the  subject  matter  of  inquiry,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  following  reply  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  adopted  Decem- 
ber 2l8t,  1881 : 

The  state  of  Virginia  was  a  second  mortgage  creditor  of  the  Atlantic,  Missis- 
sippi and  Ohio  railroad  company  to  the  amount  of  $4,000,000,  standing  behind 
$15y000,000|  the  nominal  amount -Df  the  first  mortgage  bonds,  but  really  only 
behind  about  $11,000,000,  as  only  the  first  mortgage  bonds  to  this  latter  amount 
have  been  negotiated,  including  what  was  set  apart  to  meet  the  indebtedness 
of  the  three  divisional  roads. 

The  consideration  of  the  indebtedness  of  $4,000,000  to  the  state  was  the 
indebtedness  of  the  three  divisional  roads  to  the  state,  amounting  to  about 
$1,800,000,  and  the  stock  of  the  state  in  said  roads.  Some  time  after  the  con- 
solidation company  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  first  mortgage 
bonds,  the  suit  of  Butler,  Duncan,  and  Barlow  Was  instituted  in  the  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Eastern  district  of  Virginia  against  the 
Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  cpmpany,  to  foreclose  the  deed  of  trust 
under  which  the  mortgage  bonds  were  secured.  A  receiver  was  appointed,  and 
the  road  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  company.  The  state  of  Virginia  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  Virginia  were  made  parties  to  this  suit.     By  an  act 
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of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  January  14,  1879, 1  was  instructed  to  take 
proper  proceedings  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  so  much  of  the  act  creating 
the  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  as  undertook  to  dispose  of 
to  the  said  company  the  said  indebtedness  of  $1,800,000  of  the  divisional  roads  to 
the  state.  It  was  believed  by  many  eminent  lawyers  that  the  transfer  of  this 
indebtedness  from  the  divisional  roads  to  the  consolidated  company  was  viola- 
tive of  the  twenty-first  section,  article  X,  of  the  state  constitution.  I  coin- 
cided in  this  belief,  and  by  exceptions  to  the  Master's  report,  in  the  suit  of 
Butler,  Barlow,  Ac,  vs.  The  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  I 
raised  the  question,  and  insisted  that  the  act  of  consolidation  to  the  extent 
referred  to,  was  unconstitutional,  null  and  void,  and  that  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia was  still  a  creditor  of  the  divisional  roads  to  the  amount  of  the  said 
$1,800,000.  The  exceptions  were  argued  and  overruled  by  the  circuit  court  of 
the  United  States.  The  chief-justice,  as  I  am  informed,  concurring  in  the 
decree.  By  a  joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  was  directed  to 
appeal  from  this  decree  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States.  The 
appeal  was  allowed,  and  the  cause  is  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  court  at 
Washington,  and  I  suppose  will,  in  the  regular  call  of  the  docket,  be  reached 
in  twelve  or  eighteen  months.  I  feel  great  diffidence  in  expressing  my  opin- 
ion as  to  the  result  of  this  appeal.  It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  say  that  generally 
appeals  are  not  successful,  and  in  this  particular  case  the  mind  of  the  chief- 
justice  seems  to  be  already  against  the  state. 

Under  a  decree  in  the  suit  above  referred  to,  the  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and 
Ohio  railroad  has  been  sold,  and  a  new  company,  to-wit,  the  Norfolk  and  West- 
ern railroad  company,  has  been  organized.  From  the  proceeds  of  sale  the  first 
mortgage  bonds  have  been  paid  off,  and  there  is  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
master  of  about  $250,000.  The  state  of  Virginia,  as  the  second  mortgage  cred- 
itor, is  entitled  to  this  balance. 

There  is  also  in  the  hands  of  the  receivers  of  this  road  about  $170,000,  arising 
from  the  earnings  of  the  road  while  in  the  hands  of  the  receivers;  In  this  last 
named  amount  the  state  has  no  interest,  as^  under  the  decree  of  sale,  it  went 
along  with  the  road  and  to  its  franchises. 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  state  that  there  are  claims  being  asserted  against 
both  these  funds,  by  labor  and  supply-men,  by  the  former  president  of  the 
Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  and  by  trustees  in  some  of  the 
deeds  of  trust  executed  by  the  Atlantic,  Mississippi  and  Ohio  railroad  com- 
pany, which  aggregate  an  amount  almost  equal  to  the  two  sums  of  $25^.000 
and  $170,000. 

I  have  resisted  the  payment  of  any  of  these  claims  out  of  the  balance  of 
$250,000,  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  coupons  of  the  trust  property.  Of  coarse, 
I  do  not  know  what  decree  the  circuit  court  will  finally  enter,  but  have  every 
confidence  in  the  opinion  that  this  balance  of  some  $250,000,  subject,  perhaps, 
to  some  small  costs,  will  be  decreed  to  the  state. 

I  believe  this  answers  fully  the  resolution  of  the  Senate.

If  so,  to  state  the  amount  of  such  coupons  in  the 
aggregate,  their  several  denominations,  when  they  matured,  the  numbers  of  the  sev- 
eral bonds  from  which  they  have  been  detached  and  purposed  to  represent,  the  semi- 
annual interest  upon,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  persons  from  whom  they 
were  received. 

**  Fourth.  The  same  data  and  information  respecting  spurious  and  stolen  or  forged 
bonds  and  coupons  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  authority  of  the  act  of  March 
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thirty,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  ftinding 
and  payment  of  the  public  debt,  and  in  the  similitude  of  genuine  bonds  and  coupons 
issued  thereunder  " — 

I  have  the  honor  to  answer  : 

I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  any  of  the  matters  referred  to  therein.  All 
such  matters  belong  exclusively  to  the  offices  of  the  second  auditor  and  treasurer, 
except  in  the  receipt  of  coupons  in  payment  of  public  dues.  When  these  are  offered 
in  this  office,  their  face  value  is  aggregated  and  they  are  reported  to  the  second  audi- 
tor for  identification,  redemption,  and  cancellation.  Some  information  upon  these 
subjects  may  be  obtained  from  the  report  of  the  joint  committee  of  investigation 
into  the  affairs  of  the  sinking  fund.  (See  House  Journal  1874,  Document  No.  6; 
report  of  John  O.  Steger;  House  Journal  1874-75,  Document  No.  2;  report  of  the 
joint  committee  of  investigation,  1878-79,  Senate  Journal,  Document  No.  38;  and  to

Treasurer's  Office,  January  12,  1882. 
To  the  Honorable 

The  President  of  the  Senate  of  Virginia  : 

In  response  to  the  resolutions  of  your  honorable  body,  transmitted  to  me  on 
the  9th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  of  replying : 

First.  Your  first,  second,  and  third  resolutions  relate  to  the  securities  issued  under 
the  act  of  March  28,  1879.  Of  these,  but  few  bonds  have,  as  yet,  been  transferred 
on  the  books  of  this  office,  and  no  very  considerable  amount  of  coupons  paid  in  for 
taxes.     I  have  no  reason  to  believe  either  other  than  genuine. 

Second.  Your  fourth  resolution  calls  for  '*  information  respecting  spurious  and 
stolen  or  forged  bonds  or  coupons,  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  authority  of  the 
act  of  March  30,  1871,  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  the  funding  and  payment  of  the 
public  debt,  and  so  forth."  In  response  to  this  resolution,  I  am  compelled  to  say 
that  it  is  a  fact,  notorious  and  amply  sustained  by  evidence  already  laid  before  the 
present  and  past  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly,  that  an  indefinite — or,  for  the 
present,  at  least — an  unascertainable  amount  of  both  bonds  and  coupons  have  been 
abstracted  from  the  basement  offices,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  many  in- 
stances they  have  been  improperly  used  without  detection.  (See  House  Journal  of 
1874,  Document  No.  6 ;  House  Journal  of  1874-75,  Document  No.  2 ;  Senate  Journal 
of  1878-79,  Document  No.  88 ;  and  the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to 
examine  the  bonds  and  valuable  papers  in  the  second  auditor's  office.  House  Docu- 
ment No.  2,  of  present  session.)  These  several  documents  will  give  to  your  honor- 
able body  a  more  detailed  and  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  frauds  and  irregularities 
which  have  so  long  involved  the  records  of  these  offices,  than  any  report  that  I  can 
make  responsive  to  your  resolutions  in  the  limited  time  at  ray  control. 
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I  beg'  leave  to  say  that  very  much  of  the  work  of  this  office  in  the  last  two  years 
has  been  expended  in  the  correction  of  errors  and  irregularities  found  to  exist  he- 
tween  the  treasury  and  the  second  auditor's  office,  and  in  bringing  up  the  work  on 
the  bond  and  the  coupon  registers,  upon  the  completion  of  which  alone  will  it  be 
possible  to  establish  the  amount  and  fix  the  identity  of  the  spurious,  stolen  or  forged 
bonds  and  coupons. 

.  I  take  occasion  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  funding  operations  of  1866-67, 
neither  the  bonds  nor  coupons  issued,  had  printed  upon  them  a  face  number  by  whici 
a  regular  sequence  in  issue  could  be  compelled,  but  the  same  was  left  to  be  filled  at 
the  discretion  of  the  clerk  issuing,  nor  was  there  any  register  kept  of  coupons  issued 
or  redeemed,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  say  to  what  extent  these  securities  may  have 
been  improperly  used.  Under  the  act  of  March  80,  1871,  the  bonds  and  coupons 
issued  had  upon  them  printed  face  and  back  numbers;  but  it  has  been  only  since 
July,  1879,  that  the  system  of  registering  coupons  received  for  taxes  has  been  in 
operation,  and  while  this  register,  in  my  opinion,  is  an  effectual  protection  against 
the  double  use  of  coupons  received  since  this  registration  began,  it  does  not  afford 
the  means  of  detecting  such  double  use  which  may  have  occurred  prior  to  its  intro- 
duction. I  cannot,  therefore,  say  to  what  extent  the  coupons  found  to  be  missing 
from  the  second  auditor's  office  (see  House  Journal,  Document  No.  2,  session  of 
1881-82)  may  have  been  a  second  time  used. 

There  is,  however,  upon  the  books  of  this  office  evidence  that  coupons  which  were 
or  should  have  been  detached  from  bonds  at  the  time  of  issue,  have  been  thereafter 
received  for  taxes ;  that  coupons  have  been  received  with  face  number  illegible,  and 
in  some  cases  with  no  face  number  thereon.  It  is  but  proper  to  say  that  in  the  inves- 
tigation of  one  of  these  last  named  cases,  a  bond  which  had  been  properly  issued  was 
found  which  bore  coupons  having  no  face  number.  Without  both  face  and  back 
numbers,  it  is  impossible  ever  to  verify  the  genuineness  of  a  detached  coupon,  and 
even  with  these  its  character  can  only  be  ascertained  when  brought  to  the  test  of  the 
coupon  register  as  now  kept  in  this  office.

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  following  resolutions,  agreed  to  by  your  honorable 
body,  to-wit : 

"  Whereas  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  March  16,  1850,  the  state  of 

Virginia  pledged  its  faith  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of  $200,000  of 

the  bonds  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  raili'oad  company,  under  certain  conditions 

and  provisions  set  forth  in  said  act ;  and  whereas  the  General  Assembly  has  at  divers 

times  passed  sundry  acts  in  relation  to  said  railroad  company,  and  the  important 

interests  of  the  state  in  said  company;  and  whereas  by  an  ^ct  of  assembly,  passed 

February  9,  1858,  the  state  loaned  to  said  company  the  sum  of  $600,000,  upon  the 

terms  therein  mentioned ;  and  whereas  by  another  act,  passejd  February  10, 1860,  the 

board  of  public  works  were  required,  whenever  satisfied  that  600  shares  of  increased 

capital  stock  to  said  company  was  subscribed  by  persons  or  corporations  other  than 

the  state,  to  subscribe  to  said  stock,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  760  shares,  and  said  board 

was  further  thereby  required  to  subscribe,  on  behalf  of  the  state,  for  150  shares  as 

often  aa  100  shares  should  be  subscribed  for  by  persons  or  corporations  other  than  the 

state  under  certain  restrictions  therein  set  forth ;  and  whereas  a  bill  is  pending  in  the 
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Senate  to  allow  the  said  company  to  discharge  its  indebtedness  to  the  state,  by  buying 
up  olbligations  of  the  state  and  offering  such  obligations  at  face  value ;  and  whereas 
such  obligations  are  much  depreciated  in  market  value ;  therefore, 

^^Resolvedf  That  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  be  requested  to  furnish  information 
to  the  Senate,  showing  what  amounts  of  the  bonds  of  said  company  were  guaranteed 
by  the  state ;  the  entire  amount  of  the  state's  existing  liability  to  or  on  account  of 
the  said  company,  under  the  several  acts  of  assembly ;  what  interest,  if  any,  the 
state  now  owns  in  said  company,  and  how  the  state's  interest  therein  has  been  dis- 
posed of;  what  amount  the  said  company  now  owes  to  the  state ;  how  secured ;  what 
interest  bearing,  &c.,  and  all  other  necessary  information  in  respect  to  the  dealings 
of  the  state  to,  and  for,  and  on  account  of  said  company,  and  what  evidences  of  debt, 
if  any,  said  company  holds  against  the  commonwealth. 

^^Resolvedf  That  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  be  requested  to  report  a  statement 
of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company  to  the  state  of 
Virginia,  on  account  of  the  loan  made  to  said  company,  under  an  act  of  February  9, 
1863,  and  particularly  the  security  therefor,  and  when  the  debt  will  become  due." 

In  response  to  these  resolutions,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

First.  The  amount  of  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company's  bonds  guaran- 
teed by  the  state,  under  the  act  of  March  15,  1850,  was  $200,000. 

Second.  There  is  now  no  liability  on  the  state  on  account  of  this  guarantee,  all  the 
bonds  having  been  fully  paid  and  cancelled.  Nor  is  there  any  liability  on  the  state 
on  account  of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  conjpany  on  any  transaction  of 
any  kind  whatever. 

Third.  The  state  owns  no  interest  in  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad  company, 
her  entire  stock  therein  having  been  sold  and  transferred  under  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  passed  the  11th  day'of  July,  1870. 

Fourth.  The  said  company  now  owes  the  state  the  balance  remaining  unpaid  on  its 
loan  of  $600,000,  made  under  the  act  of  February  9,  1853,  which  balance  amounts  to 
$420,000,  with  interest  thereon,  at  6  per  cent.,  from  September  30,  1881,  as  exhibited 
in  statement  herewith.  This  loan  was  secured  originally  by  a  mortgage  on  the  com- 
pany's property,  as  required  by  the  act  granting  it. 

The  lien  in  favor  of  the  state,  under  this  mortgage,  was  afterwards,  by  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  passed  February  22, 1867,  waived  and  made  subject  to  a  new  lien, 
by  deed,  to  secure  an  indebtedness  of  $2,000,000.  This  subsequent  new  lien  was 
made,  and  there  are  now  outstanding  under  the  same,  bonds  of  the  company  to  the 
amount  of  $1,228,100. 

The  loan  of  $600,000  was  granted  on  the  terms,  in  substance,  that  an  annual  sum 
of  $42,000  should  be  paid  thereon  by  the  company,  until  by  such  payments  the  debt 
should  be  extinguished,  which  would  have  been  done  in  about  thirty-four  years  from 
the  date  at  which  the  said  loan  was  made,  if  the  payments  had  been  ragularly  made.

Answer  to  qucere  8 :  The  Reports  on  hand  are  in  a  good. state  of  preservation,  and 
are  not  "  likely  to  deteriorate  in  value,  by  being  held  by  the  state." 

Aneiper  to  qucere  4:  The  amount  annually  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  Virginia 
Bef>ort8  is  from  four  to  five  thousand  dollars,  and  is  the  source  of  the  Library  fund, 
which  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  books.

<*  Second.  Have  any  such  bonds  been  presented  for  exchange  or  transfer,  and  if 
so,  state  the  number,  character,  and  denomination  of  such  bonds,  and  the  names  of 
the  person  or  persons  in  possession  of  the  same. 

"  Third.  Have  any  coupons  ever  been  presented  for  payment,  or  actually  paid, 
which  were  spurious,  stolen,  or  forged,  and  in  the  similitude  of  genuine  coupons 
issued  under  the  act  aforesaid.  If  so,  to  state  the  amount  of  such  coupons  in  the 
aggregate,  their  several  denominations,  when  they  matured,  the  numbers  of  the 
several  bonds  from  which  they  have  been  detached  and  purposed  to  represent  the 
semi-annual  interest  upon,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  persons  from  whom 
they  were  received. 
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*'  Fourth.  The  same  data  and  information  respecting  spurious  and  stolen  or  forged 
bonds  and  coupons  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  authority  of  the  act  of  March

I  have  the  honor  to  reply  that  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  spurious  or  forged 
bonds  or  coupons  issued,  or  purporting  to  have  been  issued,  under  either  of  the  said 
acts.  As  to  any  bonds  or  coupons  that  may  have  been  stolen,  I  have  heard  of  none 
issued  under  act  of  March  twenty-eight,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  nor 
have  I  any  knowledge  of  any  issued  lender  act  of  March  thirty,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-one,  except  such  information  as  may  be  contained  in  the  report  made  to 
the  Legislature,  March  thirty,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  sinking  fund,  printed  in  House  Document  No.  6,  for  1874, 
in  which  a  deficiency  of  |1 5,939  89  of  bonds,  and  of  |1,325  45  of  interest  is  stated. 

There  was  some  double-funding  of  bonds,  as  stated  in  a  report  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature by  the  joint  committee  to  examine  the  offices  of  the  second  auditor  and  treas- 
urer, printed  in  House  Document  No.  9,  for  1878-79,  but  these  were  state  bonds  that 
were  issued  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  funding  act  of  March  thirty,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-one.

<}SNTLEMEN  : 

I  respectfully  submit,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  a 
statement  of  the  general  account  between  the  state  and  the  penitentiary  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30,  1881,  with  such  explanations  as  are  deemed  necessary  to 
41  correct  understanding  of  the  coudition  of  the  institution. 

Paper  marked  1  is  a  statement  of  the  general  account  between  the  penitentiary 
4ind  the  commonwealth. 

Paper  marked  2  is  a  statement  of  the  current  account  with  the  commonwealth  for 
the  fiscal  year. 

Paper  marked  3  is  a  statement  showing  the  per  capita  cost  of  feeding,  clothing, 
tguarding,  and  maintaining  convicts  at  the  penitentiary  during  the  year. 

The  complete  revolution  which  has  been  effected  in  the  management  of  the  peni- 
tentiary since  I  assumed  the  duties  of  superintendent,  and  the  present  prosperous 
financial  condition  of  the  institution,  the  outgrowth  of  that  revolution,  are  in  such 
striking  contrast  with  the  history  of  its  management  in  former  years,  that  I  earnestly 
invite  your  especial  attention  thereto. 

It  is  a  lamentable,  but  notorious  fact,  that  prior  to  my  administration,  the  records 
of  the  penitentiary  had  been  so  kept  that  accurate  information  relative  to  the  affairs 
of  the  institution  could  only  be  obtained,  in  most  cases,  by  long  and  tedious  research, 
and  in  many  instances  desired  information  has  only  been  derived  by  approximation, 
and  to  correctly  determine  from  the  records  the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  the  insti- 
tution in  former  years,  has  required  no  little  time  and  labor  on  my  part;  but  after 
diligent  research  I  am  enabled  to  state  that  the  average  cost  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  penitentiary,  for  the  five  years  preceding  my  administration,  was  not  less  than 
'^4,000  per  annum,  over  and  above  all  revenues  ;  and  the  average  cost  of  maintain- 
ing .the  institution  for  the  same  period,  exclusive  of  revenues  derived  from  hires  of 
convicts  to  contractors  outside  the  penitentiary,  was  not  less  than  $64,000  per 
annum. 

The  report  of  the  penitentiary  for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  herewith  submitted, 
shows  that  the  net  beykkue  derived  from  the  institution  during  the  year  was 
f  5,473  61,  a  clear  net  gain  to  the  state,  as  compared  with  the  years  1875  to  1879» 
of  $49,000  per  annum. 

The  revenue  of  the  penitentiary,  derived  from  the  hire  of  convicts  to  contractors 
.outside  the  institution,  amounted  during  the  past  fiscal  year  to  $21,000;  but  an. 
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examination  of  the  books  of  the  institution  will  show  that  the  penitentiary  is  now, 
and  has  been  for  some  months  past,  self-sustaining  from  the  revenue  i>EBiyEi> 
FBOM  OPERATIONS  WITHIN  ITS  WALLS,  tbus  showing  a  clear  net  gain  to  the  state,  as 
compared  with  the  years  1875  to  1879,  of  $64,000  per  annum. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  causes  which  have  wrought  this  great  change  in  the 
financial  condition  of  the  penitentiary,  is  here  appropriate. 

For  years  prior  to  my  administration,  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary  were  con- 
ducted in  utter  disregard  of  every  principle  of  business  economy  and  success ;  large 
manufacturing  interests  were  carried  on,  haphazard,  unrestrained  by  the  checks  and 
balances  absolutely   requisite   to   the  proper  conduct  of  such   affairs.     No  direct 
responsibility  apparently  existed  in  the  several  departments,  and  no   proper  debit 
and  credit  account  of  the  operations  was  kept.     The  Legislature  was  called  upon 
annually  to  appropriate  large  sums  for  the  purchase  of  materials  for  manufacturing 
purposes,  and  for  tools,  machinery,  &c. ;  goods  were  manufactured,  put  upon  the 
market,  and  sold,  and  year  after  year  official  reports  were  published  and  transmitted 
to  the  Legislature,  showing  that  large  profits  had  been  realized  by  the  state,  and  yet 
the  demand  upon  the  treasury  for  money  to  carry  on  thege  operations  never  ceased^ 
nor  were  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  institution  in  anywise  reduced. 
So  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of  my  office  in  January,  1880,  I  was  amazed  to  find 
that  the  state  was  required  to  provide  annually  more  than  |40,000  for  the  support  of 
an  institution  which,  by  its  own  exhibits,  earned  $18,000  annually  from  manufac- 
turing operations,  and  I  at  once  directed  my  attention  to  an  investigation  of  this 
matter,  in  order  to  ascertain  what  had  become  of  the  $18,000  revenue  or  profits 
which  the  official  reports  of  the  penitentiary  show  had  been  earned.     The  confused 
and  unsatisfactory  accounts  and  records  presented  to  me;  gave  but  little  information; 
but  determined  to  unravel  this  mystery,  I  worked  day  and  night  in  the  effort  to 
acquaint  myself  with  the  hidden  secrets  of  the  penitentiary  manufacturing  opera- 
I  tions  and  accounts,  until  I  was  enabled  to  bring  to  light  the  true  state  of  affairs  ai 

the  institution.  I 

The  result  of  my  labors  can  be  briefly  stated. 

I  found  that  the  reported  earnings  of  the  several  manufacturing  department  of 
the  penitentiary,  as  published  from  year  to  year,  were — to  use  a  mild  term— wholly 
fictitious  ;  that  instead  of  any  profits  being  derived  from  these  sources,  that  laboi 
SUMS  WERE  ANNUALLY  LOST  by  rcasou  of  their  conduct.     I  found  that  in  the  fiscal 
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tailed  operations,  as  far  as  these  existing  circumstances  would  admit,  being  deter- 
mined that,  so  far  at  my  authority  enabled  me  to  act,  this  ruinous  condition  of  affairs 
most  cease. 

In  February,  1880, 1  exhibited  to  the  board  of  directors  a  statement,  showing  the 
result  of  my  investigations  as  to  the  past  Management  of  the  institution,  as  far  as  I 
had  been  able  to  proceed,  and  I  then  urged  that  manufacturing  on  account  of  the 
state  should  be  abandoned,  and  I  at  once  put  myself  in  communication  with  parties, 
with  a  view  to  placing  the  convict  labor  at  the  penitentiary  under  contract,  and  I 
called  upon  the  governor  of  the  state,  accompanied  by  one  of  the  directors  of  the 
Maryland  penitentiary,  and  earnestly  advocated  the  adoption  of  the  contract  system 
at  this  institution,  and  cited  the  beneficial  results  which  had  been  attained  by  the 
adoption  of  the  system  in  Maryland. 

Further  reports  were  subsequently  made  to  the  board  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the 
institution,  and  after  I  had  conferred  with  gentlemen  with  whom  I  had  hoped  to 
contract  for  the  labor  of  convicts,  I  again  brought  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the 
board,  who,  in  April,  1880,  concurred  in  the  views  of  the  superintendent,  and  I  at 
once  proceeded  to  contract  for  the  lease  of  the  shoe  department,  and  on  April  7, 
1880,  a  contract  was  effected  with  Messrs.  Joseph  Davis  &.  Co.  for  the  labor  of  two 
hundred  men. 

Continuing  my  investigations  and  increasing  my  efforts  to  effect  further  contracts, 
I  recommended  that  the  cooperage  business,  in  the  conduct  of  which  large  sums  had 
been  lost  to  the  state,  should  be  discontinued,  and  in  June,  1880,  the  board  adopted 
my  views  and  I  proceeded  to  contract  with  Mr.  S.  G.  Fairbank  for  the  labor  of 
thirty  or  more  convicts  for  work  in  the  cooperage  business. 

Other  manufactures  by  the  state  had  progressed  to  some  extent,  and  I  repeatedly 
represented  to  the  board  that  they  entailed  a  loss  upon  the  state,  and  in  September, 
1880,  the  board  again  concurred  in  my  views  and  adopted  my  oft-repeated  recom- 
mendations, and  manufacturing  was  further  reduced. 

The  female  convicts  had  heretofore  been  a  heavy  expense  to  the  state,  earning  but 
little,  if  any,  revenues,  only  a  few  being  employed  in  weaving,  and  that  was  carried 
on  at  a  loss  in  money  to  the  state,  and  I  labored  earnestly  to  secure  a  contract  for 
this  class  of  prison  labor,  and  on  December  15,  1880,  I  concluded  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  Wiesenfeld  &  Co.  for  the  labor  of  forty  or  more  female  convicts. 

Other  branches  of  manufacture  were  discontinued  from  time  to  time,  and  manu- 
facturing on  state  account  is  now,  as  it  should-  have  been  years  since,  in  my  opinion, 
abandoned. 

But  the  successful  revolution  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary 
have  not  been  confined  to  the  abolition  of  manufactures  and  the  change  in  the  man- 
ner of  working  convicts.  When  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  su- 
perintendent, I  was  confronted  with  reckless  extravagance  at  all  points,  and  which  I 
found  pervaded  almost  every  department  of  the  institution.  To  inaugurate  a  thorough 
reform  in  these  departments  was  no  easy  task,  and  it  required  much  time  and  labor 
to  direct  the  channel  of  affairs  from  the  old  ruts,  which  had  heretofore  been  deemed 
good  enough  for  the  interests  of  the  state ;  these  several  departments  were,  however, 
treated  in  detail,  and  in  time  I  devised  and  put  into  practical  operation  a  system  of 
reforms,  well  regulated  by  checks  and  balances,  hitherto  unknown  in  the  history  of 
the  institution,  and  as  a  proof  of  the  practical  benefits  resulting  from  my  action,  I 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1879, 
the  cost  per  capita  for  feeding,  clothing,  guarding,  and  maintaining  convicts  at  the 


penitentiary  was  28  37-lOOc.  per  day,  and  in  the  fiscal  year  just  passed  the  cost  per 
capita  was  only  23  64-lOOc.  per  day ;  the  average  market  price  of  the  articles  entering 
into  this  expense  was  much  greater  last  year  than  in  1879,  and  yet  the  saving  to  the 
state  last  year  by  judicious  management,  was  over  ten  thousand  dollars  on  these 
items,  and  the  prisoners  were  as  well  fe*,  clothed,  guarded,  and  cared  for  in  every 
respect  as  they  were  in  1879.  or  at  any  previous  time. 

In  effecting  the  changes  in  the  general  management  of  the  penitentiary  and  in 
executing  the  reforms  I  had  devised,  I  encountered,  as  was  to  be  expected,  much 
opposition.  Individuals  had  derived  great  benefits  from  the  old  state  of  affairs^ 
while  under  the  changed  system  I  looked  exclusivkly  to  thb  interests  of  the 
STATE,  and  in  a  report  made  to  the  board  June  29,  1881,  I  said  '*  that  in  accomplish- 
ing the  happy  results  I  have  enumerated,  I  have  been  compelled  to  administer  some 
hard  blows,  and  where  the  knife  cut  deepest  the  howl  has  been  loudest,  but  having 
no  friends  to  take  care  of  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  I  have  pursued  the  path  which 
duty  to  my  state  has  clearly  defined,  and  I  shall  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  con- 
scientiously discharge  every  duty  imposed  upon  me,  without  fear  or  affection."  The 
responsibility  of  the  success  of  the  changes  in  the  management  of  the  penitentiary 
was  put  upon  me  and  I  accepted  it.  The  result  of  my  administration  is  before  you. 
An  institution  which,  when  I  took  charge  of  it  as  superintendent,  was  being  con- 
ducted at  an  expense  of  over  |40,000  per  annum,  has  in  the  brief  period  of  twenty- 
one  months  under  my  administration,  been  made  self-sustaining  and  is  now  producing 
a  clear  net  revenue  to  the  state  of  $25,000  per  annum. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  question  of  leasing  the  penitentiary,  as  a  whole, 
was  agitated,  and  in  November,  1880,  preliminary  steps  were  taken  with  a  view  to 
accomplishing  a  lease.  I  earnestly  opposed  the  consummation  of  this  purpose,  and 
submitted  to  the  board  the  reasons  governing  my  opposition  to  the  scheme. 

The  system  of  leasing,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the  statistics  of  the  few  governments, 
state  and  foreign,  where  it  prevails,  is  barbarous  in  the  extreme,  and  should  be  dis- 
countenanced.  The  dictates  of  humanity,  if  no  other  consideration  prevailed, 
should  be  sufficient  to  silence  any  effort  to  establish  this  system  of  prison  manage- 
ment in  Virginia. 

But  apart  from  this  consideration,  I  opposed  the  proposition  to  lease  the  peniten- 
tiary, because  the  state  would,  by  the  adoption  of  that  system,  suffer  a  heavy  loss. 

That  the  penitentiary  was  badly  managed  in  past  years  is  too  true,  and  from  pecu- 
niary considerations  the  "  lease"  system  may  have  seemed  a  refuge  from  the  insuffer- 
able ills  of  the  past ;  but  no  such  management  now  prevails.  The  interests  of  the 
institution  are  now  conducted  upon  strict  business  principles,  and  instead  of  heavy 
annual  deficits,  large  net  revenues  must  accrue  to  the  state,  and  it  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  a  mistaken  financial  policy  on  the  part  of  the  state  to  lose  control  of  an 
interest  which  is  producing  a  large  net  revenue,  and  which  by  judicious  management 
can  be  greatly  increased  in  the  future.    . 

One  of  the  great  aims  of  prison  management,  as  I  understand  it,  is  the  reformation 
of  the  criminal,  as  far  as  practicable,  in  order  that  he  may  be  sent  from  the  prison  a 
better  man  than  when  he  came  into  it.  The  history  of  the  prison  management  shows 
that  any  attempt  at  reformation  under  the  "lease"  system  has  proved  futile.  The 
system  degrades  and  hardens  the  criminal,  and  sends  into  the  world  the  very  worst 
element  which  could  possibly  infest  society. 

The  system  now  prevailing  at  this  institution,  has  stood  the  test  in  this  country  and 
in  Europe,  and  is  generally  accepted  as  the  best  which  has  been  devised  to  meet  the 
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conflicting  interests  which  enter  into  succesaful  prison  management.  The  convicts 
are  kept  at  work  suitable  to  their  condition  ;  their  tasks  are  regulated  by  the  officers 
of  the  institution,  and  the  discipline  is  wholly  under  the  control  of  the  state,  and 
every  opportunity  is  afforded  and  effort  made  for  the  reformation  of  the  class  whom 
the  state,  while  imposing  punishment  for  crime,  recognizes  as  human  beings  entitled 
to  such  consideration  as  their  labor,  good  conduct  while  in  prison,  and  efforts  for 
reformation  may  merit. 

At  the  commencement  of  my  administration,  the  only  contract  existing  for  labor 
within  the  prison,  was  one  with  Larus  &  Bros.,  tobacco  manufacturerp,  bearing  date 
October  20,  1879.  This  contract  was  not  beneficial  to  the  state,  and  during  the  first 
year  of  its  operation,  the  expense  of  executing  it  was  much  greater  than  the  revenue 
derived  from  it.  By  the  terms  of  the  contract  it  was,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year 
from  its  date,  renewable,  at  the  option  of  the  lessees,  for  the  term  of  three  or  five 
years.  Finding  upon  investigation  thatserious  loss  would  be  inflicted  upon  the  state  by 
a  renewal  of  this  contract,  upon  the  ruinous  terms  it  exacted,  I  took  steps  to  secure 
a  modification  of  those  terms,  and  when  this  contract  was  renewed  on  October  20, 
1880,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  that  date,  it  was  partially  shorn  of  many  of  its 
objectionable  features,  and  during  the  past  fiscal  year  it  yielded  some  little  revenue  to 
the  state. 

The  contracts  now  in  force  at  the  penitentiary  are  as  follows  : 

Contract  with  Joseph  Davis  &  Co.,  shoe  manufacturers,  dated  April  7,  1880,  for 
the  term  of  seven  years  from  May  1,  1880.  The  provisions  of  this  contract  have 
been  faithfully  executed  during  the  past  year,  and  it  has  proved  to  be  remunerative 
to  the  state.  There  were  employed  under  this  contract  on  September  80,  1881,  two 
hundred  and  eighty-five  male  convicts. 

Contract  with  S.  6.  Fairbanks,  cooperage  manufacturer,  dated  July  2,  1880,  for 
the  term  of  three  years  from  September  1,  1880.  This  contract  has  been  duly  exe- 
cuted up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  has  yielded  a  good  revenue  to  the  state. 
There  were  employed  under  this  contract  on  September  80,  1881,  forty-five  male 
convicts. 

Contract  to  Larus  &  Bro.,  tobacco  manufacturers,  dated  October  16,  1880,  for  the 
term  of  five  years  from  October  20,  1880.  The  provisions  of  this  contract  have  been 
strictly  observed,  and  a  small  revenue  has  been  derived  from  it.  There  were 
employed  under  this  contract  on  September  80,  1881,  eighty-nine  male  convicts. 

Contract  with  Wiesenfeld  &  Co.,  clothing  manufacturers,  dated  December  1,  1880, 
for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  16th  day  of  December,  1880.  This  contract  has 
been  executed  in  accordance  with  its  provisions,  and  the  beneficial  results  anticipated 
for  the  state  by  this  contract  have  been  fully  realized.  There  were  employed  under 
this  contract  on  September  80,  1881,  sixty-seven  female  convicts. 

The  contract  made  in  March,  1880,  with  Mason,  Shanahan  A  Hoge,  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  has  been  executed  in  good  faith,  and  is  remunerative  to  the  state. 
The  convicts  hired  under  this  contract  are,  and  have  been  during  the  past  year, 
employed  on  the  Richmond  and  Alleghany  railroad ;  their  health  and  general  condi- 
tion is  good,  though  much  sickness  prevailed  and  several  deaths  occurred  at  the 
camps  during  the  year,  and  by  an  accident  which  occurred  on  the  line  of  road  in 
August,  1881,  six  convicts  were  killed.  Special  reports  were  made  to  the  board  by 
the  superintendent  and  surgeon  of  the  penitentiary  during  the  year,  relative  to 
our  official  visits  to  the  camps  of  these  convicts.  There  were  two  hundred  and  forty 
men  employed  under  this  contract  on  the  80th  day  of  September,  1881. 
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tations  in  other  states,  where  like  systems  of  management  prevail,  and  which  have 
been  successfully  conducted. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  heavy  expense  attending  the  purchase  of 
supplies  for  the  institution.  The  probahle  receipts  ft-om  hires  and  other  sources,  ac- 
cruing in  the  penitentiary  during  the  fiscal  year,  on  which  commissions  are  paid  to 
the  general  agent,  are  estimated  at  $52,000,  and  the  purchases  of  supplies  for  the  in- 
stitution during  the  year,  is  estimated  at  less  than  $80,000.  The  revenues  of  the  pen- 
itentiary are  collected  by  the  superintendent,  but  under  the  law  (as  construed  by  the 
attorn ey-general)  the  general  agent  receives  a  commission  of  two  and  one-half 
PER  CENT,  on  the  gross  earnings  at  the  building,  and  as  the  general  agent  merely 
purchases  the  supplies  for  the  institution,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  state  is  compelled  to 
pay  a  purchasing  commission  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  supplies  required 
for  the  penitentiary. 

All  supplies  for  the  penitentiary  can  be  purchased  by  the  board  of  directors,  under 
contracts  advertised  and  awarded  monthly,  subject  to  the  same  inspection  as  now 
exists,  and  can  be  paid  for  by  warrants  drawn  by  the  board  on  the  treasury  out  of  the 
funds  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  institution,  and  an  expense  of  $1,800  per  annum, 
which  is  being  paid  under  the  present  system,  can  be  saved  to  the  state.  I  am  as- 
sured that  legislation  is  required  to  effect  this  change,  but  the  subject  is  presented  in 
this  light  at  this  time  for  your  information,  and  will  be  embraced,  with  other  sug- 
gestions relative  to  reducing  expenses  and  increasing  the  revenue,  which  will  hereaf- 
ter be  prepared  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

During  the  year,  the  west  wing  of  the  building,  occupied  by  Davis  &  Co.,  was 
improved  by  the  erection  of  an  additional  story,  and  a  new  tin  roof  was. placed  upon 
the  east  wing  of  the  same  building. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Davis  &  Co.,  they  were  not  required  to 
employ  more  than  two  hundred  men ;  but  being  desirous  of  extending  their  business 
and  employing  a  greater  number  of  men,  they  proposed  to  erect  the  additional  story 
and  be  reimbursed  out  of  the  hire  of  convicts  in  excess  of  two  hundred  men.  The 
cost  of  the  addition  was  $4,112  02,  and  is  embraced  in  the  statement  marked  2,  and 
the  balance  due  on  said  building  is  also  accounted  for  in  the  same  paper.  The  cost 
of  the  improvement  to  the  east  wing  of  the  building  was  $686  67. 

I  estimate  the  net  revenue  of  the  penitentiary  during  the  current  fiscal  year  at 
$25,000;  this  may  be  increased  by  $1,200,  if  my  recommendation  relative  to  the  addi- 
tional space  for  Wiesenfeld  &  Co.,  is  adopted,  and  may  be  further  increased  by  the 
adoption  of  my  recommendation  relative  to  lighting  the  penitentiary. 

The  accompanying  tables,  marked  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  1,  K,  L,  M,  N,  0,  P, 
R,  S,  and  T,  have  been  compiled  with  much  care  from  the  records  of  the  institu- 
tion, and,  as  they  embrace  much  useful  information,  are  submitted  for  your 
inspection. 

Religious  exercises  have  been  conducted  at  the  penitentiary  during  the  year,  and 
Colonel  W.  P.  Munford,  and  the  Sunday  school  association  over  which  he  presides, 
have  been  zealous  in  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  convicts. 

With  thanks  to  the  board  for  the  courtesies  I  have  received  at  their  hands,  and 

assuring  them  of  my  respect,

OFFICE  OF  GENERAL  AGENT  VA.  PENITENTIARY, 

Richmond,  October  1,  1881. 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Directors  of  Virginia  Penitentiary  : 

QSNTLSMEN  : 

According  to  the  usual  custom  of  my  predecessor,  I  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit to  you  my  annual  report.  Before  doing  so,  however,  I  desire  to  state  that  I  sub- 
mitted to  your  honorable  body  no  report  for  last  year,  except  a  balance  sheet  asked 
for  by  you.  As  there  was  no  session  of  the  Legislature,  I  did  not  think  it  necessary. 
This  report  will,  therefore,  embrace  the  transactions  for  last  year  as  well  as  for  this. 

I  commenced  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  general  agent  on  the  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1881.  I  lound  at  that  time  the  institution  sadly  in  debt  and  without  credit. 
This,  perhaps,  in  some  measure  was  due  to  the  actions  of  my  predecessor,  who  had 
purchased  goods  and  raw  material  for  the  institution  on  credit,  and  had  given  hi& 
individual  notes  for  the  goods  purchased.  Many  of  these  notes  he  had  allowed  to  go 
to  protest.  Credit  was,  therefore,  refused  the  institution.  In  consequence  of  this 
state  of  affairs  I  had  to  lend  the  institution  what  little  personal  credit  I  had.  I 
guaranteed  the  payment  of  all  bills  I  bought,  and  even  advanced  the  money  in  some 
instances  myself.  I  found  that  the  institution  was  laboring  under  the  great  disad- 
vantage  of  having  to  comply  with  many  contracts  to  furnish  a  large  amount  of  man- 
ufactured goods  at  ruinous  prices,  these  contracts  having  been  injudiciously  made  by 
my  predecessor  with  reference  to  the  prices  of  the  raw  material  at  the  time  of  making 
said  contracts.  In  the  meantime  the  price  of  the  raw  material  had  advanced.  The 
institution,  therefore,  fulfilling  the  contracts  made  but  small  profit  if  any.  I  also 
found  that  a  lease  had  been  effected  for  convict  labor  for  the  purpose  of  manufactur- 
ing tobacco,  to  Messrs.  Larus  &  Bvo.  I  immediately  ascertained  that  the  state  was 
losing  money  under  the  lease,  and  called  this  fact  to  the  attention  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Legislature,  at  my  suggestion,  to  investigate  the  condition  of  the 
affairs  of  the  institution.  This  committee  sustained  my  views  of  the  lease,  and  so 
embraced  it  in  their  report  to  the  Legislature. 

Finding  the  institution  laboring  under  the  difficulties  as  I  have  above  stated,  I 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  way  to  make  it  self-sustaining  would  be  to  lease 
the  convict  labor.  Acting  under  this  conviction,  I  called  the  superintendent's  atten- 
tion to  the  matter,  and  afterwards  I  called  at  his  office  with  Mr.  Copeland,  of  Bos- 
ton, and  Mr.  Heller,  of  Richmond,  and  gave  him  an  introduction  to  them,  and  ex- 
plained the  object  of  the  visit,  and  in  a  few  days  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Charles 
W.  Copeland,  making  application  for  lease  of  convict  labor,  which  I  delivered  to 


him.  Other  parties  also  made  similar  applications.  Thinking  that  these  applica- 
tions would  be  properly  attended  to,  I  was  astonished  to  find  out  by  accident  that  the 
superintendent  had  entirely  ignored  the  application  of  Copeland,  and  had  replied  to 
the  letter  of  J.  P.  Moore  &  Sons,  stating  that  he  was  not  advised  of  any  contem- 
plated lease,  &c.  (See  copy  of  his  letter  which  I  herewith  file  as  a  part  of  this  re- 
port, and  marked  exhibit  A.)  And  he  had  even  gone  so  far  as  to  lease  to  J.  Davis  & 
Co.  two  hundred  men  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five  cents  per  day  for  the  first  year    * 

*  *  without  giving  the  above-named  gentlemen  a  chance  to  put  in  a  bid.  As 
soon  as  1  became  aware  of  this  fact,  I  telegraphed  to  the  governor,  who  was  at  that 
time  in  Winchester,  giving  him  the  information  I  had  received,  and  asking  him  not 
to  approve  the  contract  for  the  lease  of  the  two  hundred  men  to  J.  Davis  &  Co.  The 
governor  did  not  approve  the  contract,  but  returned  the  papers  to  the  superintend- 
ent, and  opened  the  lease  of  said  labor  to  competition,  the  result  of  which  was  that 
the  very  same  labor  was  leased  at  the  rate  of  forty-one  cents  per  day,  instead  of 
thirty-five  cents  per  day  for  the  first  year.  Many  other  advantages  were  gained  for 
the  benefit  of  the  gtate^  making  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  state^  in  labor  alone,  of 
nearly  four  thousand  dollars  for  the  first  year. 

Again,  convict  labor  was  leased  to  Mr.  S.  G.  Fairbanks  for  the  manufacture  of 
flour  barrels  (see  contract),  when  I  offered,  in  a  written  communication  to  your 
honorable  body  and  to  the  superintendent,  to  guarantee  a  net  profit  of  two  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum  more  to  the  institution  for  the  same  labor  of  thirty 
men  for  same  purpose.  I  herewith  file  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  superintendent  and 
board  as  a  part  of  this  report  (B).  Also,  I  made  a  similar  offer  in  the  manufacture 
of  stitch' down  shoes,  gtiaranteeing  the  state  a  net  profit  of  three  dollars  per  case.  The 
reason  why  I  was  willing  to  make  the  guarantee  was  simply  because  I  had  appealed 
to  Auditor  Massey  for  aid.  He  had  allowed  a  liberal  construction  of  the  law,  and  he 
expressed  his  willingness  to  let  me  have  all  of  the  moneys  that  had  been  realized  for 
convict  labor,  and  placed  in  the  treasury ,.  not  to  the  credit  of  the  institution,  as  the 
law  directs ;  which  amounts  so  paid  in  the  treasury  was  amply  sufficient  to  run  the 
institution,  had  it  been  placed  as  directed  by  law.  But  for  the  sagacity  and  states- 
manship of  the  auditor  in  lending  me  this  assistance,  I  should  have  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  purchasing  necessary  articles  for  the  institution.  By  means  of  this  assist- 
ance the  institution  was  enabled  to  make  purchases  in  large  quantities,  and  pay  the 
cash  for  the  raw  materials,  thereby  enabling  it  to  compete  with  other  manufacturers 
in  the  purchase  of  raw  material  and  at  the  lowest  prices.  Having  convict  labor, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  institution,  if  properly  managed,  could  not  successfully 
compete  with  any  of  the  individual  or  corporative  manufacturers,  and  not  only  have 
been  self-sustaining,  but  yielding  a  large  revenue  for  the  state. 

The  wheelwright  and  blacksmith  department  should  have  been  a  source  of  consid- 
erable revenue  to  the  state,  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for 
carts,  &c.,  at  well  paying  prices.  Orders  for  carts  could  have  been  taken  by  the 
hundred  at  a  profit  of  at  least  ten  dollars  per  cart,  and  therefore  would  have  yielded 
a  net  revenue  of  four  or  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  to  the  state.  Aa  it  has  been 
managed,  it  only  yielded  a  few  hundred  dollars.  There  are  at  this  time  about  two 
hundred  able  bodied  men  whose  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  ten  years,  and  who 
under  the  law,  could  be  hired  or  turned  over  to  Mason,  Shannahan  Ss  Hoge,  who 
have  already  a  contract  to  take  all  the  able  bodied  men  at  thirty-five  cents  per  day^ 
in  addition  to  clothing,  and  feeding,  and  guarding  them  at  their  own  expense.  This 
latter  item  is  a  saving  oi  about  twenty-five  cents  per  day  to  the  state,  so  that  really 


this  offer  of  Mason,  Shannahan  &  Hoge's  is  equivalent  to  sixty  cents  per  day  within 
the  walls  of  the  prison,  and  saved  the  state  the  expense  of  several  thousand  dollars 
in  the  rebuilding  of  shops  to  retain  prisoners,  at  a  loss  to  the  state  of  about  thirty-five 
cents  per  day,  within  the  walls.  The  highest  price  paid  for  labor  within  the  prison 
being  forty -one  cents  per  day,  and  the  state  still  at  the  expense  of  clothing,  guard- 
ing, and  feeding  them.  Parties  have  offered  fifty  cents  per  day,  in  addition  to- 
guarding,  clothing,  and  feeding,  which  is  equivalent  to  about  seventy-five  cents  per 
day  within  the  walls  of  the  prison.  The  revenues  received  from  the  lease  of  la^or 
from  Mason,  Shannahan  &  Hoge  and  others  have  made  the  institution  more  than 
self-suataiiiing.  Had,  as  I  have  above  demonstrated,  all  of  the  able  bodied  men  at 
the  institution  been  turned  over  to  Mason,  Shannahan  &  Hoge,  or  leased  out  to  sim- 
ilar contractors,  it  would  have  increased  the  revenues  of  the  state  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  The  revenues  would  have  been  much  larger  but  for  the  flagrant  violations 
of  the  law,  some  of  which  I  will  herewith  state.  The  superintendent,  for  reasons 
best  known  to  himself,  purchased,  on  the  day  of  ,  1880,  many  yards  of 

about  seven  or  eight  ounce  cotton  convict  stripes  from  a  firm  in  Baltimore,  at  the 
price  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  cents  per  yard,  when  the  same  goods  could  have  been 
purchased  at  the  very  same  time  from  the  firms  of  A.  L.  Ellett  &  Co. ,  and  from  S. 
M.  &  M.  Rosenbaum,  or  from  any  other  dry  goods  house  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  at 
the  price  of  fifteen  and  one-eighth  to  eighteen  and  one-half  cents  per  yard ;  thuft 
not  only  refusing  to  encourage  and  patronize  the  merchants  of  our  state,  but  causing 
the  commonwealth  to  lose  many  dollars  for  the  privilege  of  buying  goods  from  the 
markets  of  northern  cities.  As  proof  of  this,  I  annex  herewith  copies  of  letters  of 
both  the  above-named  firms  (exhibit  H  and  L),  and  refer  you  to  the  samjrtea  of  goods^ 
annexed  to  report,  with  letters,  &c. ,  on  file  at  the  penitentiary.  In  a  similar  manner 
did  he,  the  said  superintendent,  on  the  day  of  ,  1881,  send  to  the  market 

of  Chicago  and  there  purchase  a  large  quantity  of  compound,  made  as  a  substitute 
for  coffee,  at  the  enormous  price  of  twenty-four  cents  per  pound,  when  at  the  very 
same  time  pure  Rio  coflfee  could  have  been  bought  in  the  markets. of  Richmond  or  of 
any  other  city  or  town  in  the  state,  at  from  twelve  to  fifteen  cents  per  pound,  and 
compounds  similar  to  the  same  article  from  Chicago,  at  the  cost  of  from  eight  to  ten 
cents  per  pound ;  all  of  which  things  were  done  in  direct  violation  of  the  law,  (see 
section  46  of  Code  of  1873,  page  1269,)  and  against  my  solemn  protest.  The  superin- 
tendent has  been  taking  horses  belonging  to  individuals  in  the  city  and  boarding 
them  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  for  the  pitiful  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  month,  which 
is,  I  suppose,  less  than  the  feed  costs,  and  violating  section  46,  Code  1878,  page  1269, 
not  paying  over  at  the  end  of  each  month,  as  directed.  I  have  also  ascertained  from 
Mr.  W.  H.  Cary,  who  was  at  one  time  the  assistant  yard  officer,  that  the  superin- 
tendent had  been  consuming,  for  his  own  private  daily  use,  the  provisions  from  the 
penitentiary  storeroom,  which  had  been  bought  with  the  money  of  the  state  for  the 
consumption  of  the  convicts,  and  rendering  no  account  for  the  articles  so  taken  on 
monthly  invoice  to  me,  nor  paying  for  same  ;  and  "  then,  for  fear  of  being  watched 
too  closely,  he  removed  said  officer,  Mr.  W.  H.  Cary,  from  his  position  in  the  yard 
and  ordered  him  to  do  guard  duty  upon  the  wall."  I  herewith  file  an  account  of 
articles  so  taken,  furnished  me  by  Mr.  Cary,  and  marked  exhibit  D.  I  am  also  in- 
formed by  the  same  Mr.  Cary  that  two  cows  were  sold  for  cash  in  April  or  May, 
1880,  and  were  not  accounted  for  until  the  following  thirtieth  day  of  September, 
1880,  and  not  entered  on  monthly  invoice  to  me  at  all,  in  direct  violation  of  the  law 
(see  section  46  of  Code  of  1878,  page  1269),  and  that  the  superintendent  allowed  a 
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Shanahause.

If  the  contract  with  Mason,  Shanahan  &  Hoge  was  made  to  conform  to  the  special 
act  hiring  them  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  men  employed  by  the  Old  Dominion 
Granite  Works,  the  commonwealth  would  receive  into  the  treasury  over  six  thousand 
dollars  rryoreper  annum  \  and  if  the  labor  within  the  prison  that  under  the  law  could 
be  leased  to  outside  parties  who  have  applied  for  same,  were  so  leased,  the  treasury 
would  receive  several  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

The  loss  to  the  state  on  purchases,  and  moneys  diverted  out  of  the  channels  the  law 
directs,  and  the  labor  of  convicts  not  put  into  the  channels  that  sought  after  labor, 
the  commonwealth  has  been  deprived  of  over  thirty  thousand  dollars  out  of  her 
treasury. 

I  know  of  nothing  more  which  I  should  especially  call  your  attention  to,  which 
has  not  been  mentioned  before  you.

REPORT  OF  JOHN  A.  PARKER 


tappahannocb:,  essex  co.,  va., 

January  4,  1882. 
To  Hi8  Excellence/  William  B.  Cameron, 

Governor  of  Virginia^  and 
The  Hon.  Legislature  of  Virginia: 

GSNTLSMEN  : 

As  agent  of  the  state,  I  ask  leave  to  make  this  report : 
On  the  14th  Pehruary,  1869,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  records  of  the 
executive  department,  I  first  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  governor  of  Virginia,  that 
Virginia  had  a  large  and  just  claim  against  the  United  States,  growing  out  of 
advances  made  by  the  state  for  carrying  on  the  war  of  1812. 

Virginia  at  that  time  had  two  senators  and  thirteen  members  of  congress ;  she  had 
an  agent,  appointed  many  years  before — yet  not  one  of  them  seemed  to  have  kn<yum 
of  the  existence  of  this  claim ;  if  they  or  any  one  of  them  possessed  any  knowledge  of 
it,  it  is  very  certain  they  took  no  action  or  made  no  effort  to  recover  it. 

Governor  Wise  promptly  authorized  me  to  take  steps  to  recover  the  claim,  subject 
to  the  action  of  the  Legislature.  I  proceeded  at  once  to  Washington,  and  the  bill 
was  passed  by  the  senate,  by  vote  of  about  of  two  to  one,  but  not  in  time  to  be  passed 
on  by  the  house. 

On  the  10th  February,  1860,  I  reported  my  action  to  the  Legislature,  which  con- 
firmed the  action  of  Governor  Wise,  and  associated  with  me  as  co-agent,  Mr.  Thomas 
Green,  a  former  agent  of  Virginia.  It  also  fixed  the  whole  compensation  at  three 
per  centum  on  the  amount  to  be  received.  This  small  compensation  was  fixed  under 
the  belief  that  the  bill  had  been  so  promptly  passed  by  the  senate  and  by  so  large  a 
majority,  and  the  claim  so  just  and  plain,  that  no  difficulty  would  occur  in  its  final 
passage— all  the  other  state  having  precisely  similar  claims,  had  agreed  to  pay  their 
agents  twenty-five  per  centum. 

The  Legislature  had  a  very  imperfect  idea  of  the  time,  labor,  and  expense  of  pass- 
ing any  bill  by  congress,  however  plain  and  just. 

The  action  of  the  Legislature  may  be  found  in  House  Journal,  1860,  page  399, 
and  Senate  Journal,  same  session. 

Soon  after  this  the  war  came  on,  and  of  course,  during  its  existence  and  for 
many  years  after,  no  action  on  the  part  of  congress  favorable  to  southern  claims, 
stood  any  chance  of  being  considered.  But  your  agents  have  been  pressing  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill,  and  have  frequently  obtianed  the  most  favorable  reports — and  on 
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more  than  one  occasion,  and  recently,  the  bill  would  unquestionably  have  passed  had 
the  senators  and  representatives  given  it  a  cordial,  united,  and  active  support.  Thu 
has  never  been  the  case.  Neglect  and  petty  jealousies  have  caused  the  delay.  The 
agents  of  Virginia  and  other  states  interested  in  the  bill,  had  fully  canvassed  both 
houses  and  ascertained  there  was  a  certain  and  decided  majority  in  each  house  in  ife 
favor,  and  yet  the  bill  which  had  been  unanimously  reported  and  placed  as  one  of 
the  first  bills  on  the  calendar,  for  the  whole  of  the  last  (forty-sixth)  congress  was 
permitted  to  remain  without  being  taken  up  and  acted  on .  I  forbear  to  make  any 
further  comments  on  this  extraordinary  neglect,  and  this  is  not  the  proper  place  or 
occasion  for  such  comments. 

The  bill  is  now  in  the  hands  and  in  charge  of  General  Mahone,  of  the  Senate,  and 
Hon.  John  Paul,  and  I  express  the  confident  opinion  that  it  will  pass  at  the  present 
session  of  congress. 

The  claim  of  $120,000  as  a  loan  made  to  the  United  States  for  erecting  public 
buildings  in  Washington,  came  into  my  hands  about  four  years  ago.  This  claim  has 
been  often  reported  on  in  each  house,  and  once  or  twice  passed  the  senate.  It  is  also 
in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Mahone  and  Paul,  and  doubtless  will  pass  this  session.  (See 
Henning's  Statutes  at  Large,  Vol.  13,  page  126.) 

Personal  and  Important. 

Four  or  five  years  since,  I  was  entirely  deprived  of  any  aid  or  assistance  from  my 
associate,  Mr.  Green.  A  very  deep  afSiction,  which  I  deeply  regret,  has  wholly 
unfitted  him  for  attending  to  business  of  any  kind.  The  entire  responsibility  and 
labor  of  attending  to  these  important  matters  to  the  state,  has  been  thrown  on  my 
hands.  I  have  been  compelled  to  engage  the  services  of  others,  and  agreed  to  gi« 
a  large  portion  of  my  small  compensation  for  such  assistance.  I  have  paid  in  money 
for  assistance,  expenses,  and  traveling,  upwards  of  $5^000.  The  state  never  ha» 
been  at  one  dollar  of  expense. 

Should  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature  to  associate  with  me  another  agent- 
and  I  cannot  too  strongly  urge  its  being  done.  I  respectfully  but  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  the  Hon.  John  Critcher  should  be  selected.  He  has  made  himse.* 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  whole  subject  in  all  its  aspects.  I  have  not  consalMd 
him,  but  I  think  a  contingent  commission  of  one  and  a  half  or  two  per  cent  woulii 
induce  him  to  co-operate.     The  state  could  well  afford  this  small  amount  if  successfc-

In  the  final  settlement  there  may  be  some  variation  in  these  accounts. 
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It  will  be  thus  seen  I  have  already  saved  and  secured  for  the  state,  the  sum  of 
$1,210,590,  by  establishing,  as  before  stated,  the  claim  of  Virginia  against  the  United 
States,  $1,944,057  48.  The  state  Sonds,  of  course,  would  not  be  paid  to  the  United 
States,  nor  probably  ever  be  called  for  when,  as  now,  the  state  is  unable  to  show  that 
her  claim  is  much  larger  against  the  United  States. 

I  might  in  law  and  equity  claim  the  three  per  cent,  commission  on  the  sum  of 
$1,210,590;  but  in  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  state,  and  in  the  confident 
opinion  that  the  whole  matter  will  be  soon  settled,  I  shall  at  present  not  present  that 
claim ;  yet  I  do  most  earnesly  appeal  to  the  Legislature  for  the  small  advance  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  the  payment  of  expenses  in  the  further  attending  to 
these  claims ;  this  sum  to  be  deducted  from  my  commissions  in  our  final  settlement. 
I  think  when  the  Legislature  considers  that  the  state  has  never  expended  one  dollar ; 
that  I  have  been  subjected  to  an  expense  of  upwards  of  $5,000;  that  we  are  at  this 
time  paying  annually  $55,000  to  our  senators  and  representatives  in  congress,  and 
examine  their  labors,  or  the  result  of  their  labors,  it  will  not  refuse  this  request. 

I  respectfully  ask  that  this  report  may  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed,  and  that  early  action  may  be  taken.

To  the  President  of  the  Senate: 

The  special  joint  committee  appointed  under  the  following  joint  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to-wit : 

Resolved  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  a  committee  of  three  on  the  part  of  the 
House  and  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  be  appointed  to  make  examination  of  the 
office  of  treasurer,  lately  vacated  by  Hon.  C.  M.  Reynolds,  and  report  to  the  two 
houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  earliest  convenience — 

Respectfully  report  that  they  have  discharged  that  duty,  and  find  that  the  following 
bonds,  which  from  the  register  in  that  office  remain  unissued,  are  in  good  condition 
in  the  office,  as  per  exhibit  A. 

We  also  examined  the  securities  required  to  be  deposited  by  foreign  insurance 
companies,  and  submit  a  statement  of  their  classes  and  values,  as  per  exhibit  B. 

From  the  exhibit  it  appears  that  all  the  companies  have  complied  with  the  law 
except  the  Connecticut  Fire  Insurance  company  of  Hartford,  which  is  required  by 
law  to  deposit  forty  thousand  dollars,  but  has  only  deposited  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  in  United  States  bonds — market  value  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars.  The 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  company,  of  New  York,  which  is  required  to  deposit  only 
ten  thousand  dollars,  has  six  thousand  dollars  in  Virginia  ten-forties  and  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  in  individual  bonds.  As  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  prohibits  the  deposit  of  -  individual  notes,  and  so  forth,  was  intended,  as 
your  committee  believe,  to  apply  to  existing  deposits,  your  committee  respectfully 
called  the  attention  of  the  treasurer  to  the  same,  that  the  law  may  be  enforced. 

Receipts,  bearing  date  the  twenty-third  day  of  January,  1882,  were  executed  by 
Mr.  D.  R.  Revely,  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth,  to  Hon.  C.  M.  Reynolds,  late 
treasurer. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  can  bo  no  possible  use  for  the  ten-forty  coupon 
bonds,  now  in  the  treasurer's  office,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompany- 
ing joint  resolution. 
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Your  committee  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  they  found  the  office  and  papen  in 
excellent  condition,  evidencing  both  system  and  efficiency  in  the  transaction  of 
public  business,  and  a  faithful  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  office  by  the  late 
excellent  treasurer,  Hon.  0.  M.  Reynolds,  and  his  corps  of  assistants.

^  Ques.  by'same.  I  want  to  ask  you  if  Mr.  Massey,  when  he  introduced  you  to  Mr,  • 
Farrish, ^saidj anything  about  Mr.  Farrish's  business  here — what  he  was  here  for? 

Ans.  I  don't  think  Mr.  Massey  uttered  another  sentence  after  the  introduction. 
The'talking  was  done  by  Mr.  Farrish,  but  Mr.  Massey  was  near  by. 

Ques.  by  same.  Just  state  whether  or  not,  upon  either  of  these  occasions,  you  saw 
any  members  of  the  General  Assembly  conducted  into  this  same  room  where  these 
gentlemen^retired  to,  white  or  colored  ? 

Ans.  I  told  you  that  when  they  went  out  of  the  room,  I  did  not  know  where  they 
went. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  see  any  others  besides  these  gentlemen  in  any  of  those 
rooms  with  Mr.  Massey,  Dr.  Wing,  or  Mr.  Farrish  ? 

Ans.  I  answer  no,  if  you  have  reference  to  any  other  room  except  the  one  I  was  in. 

Ques.  by  same.  State,  then,  whether  you  saw  them  in  that  room. 

Ans.  Yes.  I  had  occasion  to  go  out  of  that  room,  and  when  I  went  back  there,  I 
found  gMr.  Massey  and  two  colored  men  in  there.  I  at  once  withdrew.  I  do  not 
know  what  was  said  or  done. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  at  any  time  have  a  conversation  in  which  an  amount  of 
money,  say  sixteen  thousand  dollars  or  any  other  amount,  was  mentioned,  and  in 
which  the  question  was  discussed  as  to  how  a  man  could  afford  to  spend  as  much  as 
fiixteen  thousand  dollars  for  that  office  ? 
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Ana.  I  did  have  a  conversation  with  Dr.  Wing,  in  which  Dr.  Wing  did  state  that 
a  certain  amount  of  money  was  at  his  command  to  secure  the  election  of  Mr.  Massej 
as  United  States  senator. 

Ques.  by  same.  Answer  balance  of  question? 

Ans.  I  did  ask  Dr.  Wing  how  it  was  possible  that  so  large  an  amount  of  money  as 
he  named  could  be  expended  on  an  office  that  could  only  bring  a  certain  amount  to 
the  incumbent. 

Ques.  by  same.  Give  his  answer  ? 

Ans.  He  said  that  it  came  from  an  outside  source. 

Ques.  Did  you  hear  from  any  of  these  gentlemen,  Massey,  Wing,  or  Farrish,  at 
any  time,  as  to  which  of  these  gentlemen  was  cashier  7 

Ans.  I  heard  no  particular  one  designated  by  name. 

Ques.  by  same.  Were  any  of  them  pointed  out  to  you  in  any  way? 

Ans.  The  impression  made  on  my  mind  was  that  Mr.  Farrish  was  the  man. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.  Mr.  Cannon,  have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  seeing  th» 
auditor  in  conversation  with  members  of  the  General  Assembly  ? 

Ans.  Frequently. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  seen  any  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the 
auditor  in  the  suite  of  rooms  indifferently  ? 

Ans.  Often  in  his  office. 

Ques.  by  same.  Is  this  place  where  these  members  of  the  General  Assembly  were 
in  conversation  a  part  of  his  office  ? 

Ans.  One  of  his  offices. 

Ques.  by  same.  Can  you  tell  me  the  names  of  the  colored^members  you  saw  con- 
versing with  him. 

Ans.  I  don't  know  them,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  your  own  that  they  were  not 
conversing  upon  legislative  business  in  connection  with  the  auditor's  office  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not  hear  a  word  of  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Does  the  testimony  that  you  now  give  comprise  everything  within 
your  own  personal  knowledge,  or  what  you  say  you  heard  ? 

Ans.  The  evidence  may  show  for  itself. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Ly brook.  Can  you  give  the  date  or  dates  of  these  conversations  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  possibly. 


DEPOSITION  OF  W.  H.  BEVEIUDQE. 

Witness  being  sworn,  testified  as  follows: 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

Ans.  In  the  city  of  Richmond. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Ans.  Delinquent  tax  collector  of  the  city  of  Bichmond. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you,  or  have  you  not,  had  any  connection  with  any  of  the 
departments  in  the  capitol  ? 

Ans.  The  only  connection  I  had  was  with  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  in  making 
my  returns  of  delinquent  taxes. 
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Ques.  by  same.  Do  yoii  know  of  any  corruption,  or  attempt  to  corrupt  or  bribe,  or 
otherwise  illegally  or  corruptly  influence  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly?  If 
so  J  when,  where,  how,  and  by  whom  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  of  anybody  else  having  offered  a  bribe,  or  tendered 
money,  or  the  promise  of  money  or  place,  to  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  purpose  of  influencing  his  vote  7 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Ke-ezamination  of  W.  H.  Beveridge. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  State  to  the  committee  whether  or  not  Mr.  Massey 
ever  spoke  to  you,  or  you  to  him,  on  the  subject  of  procuring  any  office,  and  whether 
there  was  any  suggestion  or  intimation  of  any  amount  of  money  that  could  or  would 
be  employed,  or  might  be  had,  to  procure  that  office?  If  so,  give  the  conversation 
in  full,  where  it  transpired,  and  what  amount  of  money  was  mentioned  ? 

Ans.  I  never  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Massey  that  he  ever  mentioned  money, 
except  in  my  official  capacity,  with  one  exception.  During  the  campaign  for  gov- 
ernor I  espoused  the  cause  of  Mr.  Massey,  and  by  his  request  I  went  to  several 
counties  in  the  commonwealth  to  use  my  influence  in  securing  delegates  to  the  con- 
Tention  in  favor  of  Mr.  Massey.  He  then  said  to  me  that  he  would  reimburse  me 
for  any  money  I  might  expend  in  going  to  and  fro.  I  say  further,  I  did  use  some  of 
my  own  money,  and  Mr.  Massey  at  one  time  asked  me  for  a  memorandum.  I  replied 
to  him,  "  I  keep  no  memorandum  between  myself  and  my  political  friends,  and  I 
consider  it  an  insult  for  |t  man  to  offer  me  pay  for  any  such  services. '*  That  is  all 
the  conversation  I  ever  had  with  him  in  regard  to  money  in  political  matters. 

Ques*.  by  same.  Though  you  had  nO  conversation  yourself  with  Mr.  Massey,  did 
Mr.  Massey  stale  to  you  at  any  time,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  or  before, 
that  he  had  a  certain  amount  of  money,  say  five  hundred  dollars,  that  might  be  used 
for  any  purpose,  or  words  to  that  effect  ? 

Ans.  I  never  recollect  hearing  him  say  any  such  remark  in  my  life.  I  never 
heard  Mr.  Massey  mention  money  in  the  campaign  except  in  connection  with  travel- 
ing expenses,  as  1  have  said. 

Ques.  by  same.  Mr.  Beveridge,  something  has  been  said  about  my  having  been  in 
your  office  last  Sunday.  I  wish  you  would  state  to  the  committee  who  was  there, 
and  how  long  I  was  there  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Biddleberger,  Giles  Jackson,  Stephen  Jones,  that  negro  Bowe,  and 
myself.  Mr.  Biddleberger  was  in  my  office,  I  think,  about  four  or  five  minutes  last 
Sunday. 

Ques.  by  same.  Mr.  Beveridge,  do  you  recollect  having  said  to  me,  after  you  were 
summoned  in  this  case,  the  only  intimation  you  ever  had  from  Mr.  Massey,  or  from 
anybody  else,  of  the  use  of  money  in  the  senatorship  election,  was  that  Mr.  Massey 
said  to  you,  on  one  occasion,  that  he  would  employ  five  hundred  dollars  if  he  knew 
where  and  bow  it  would  do  him  any  good,  or  words  to  that  effect. 

Ans.  Well,  sir,  I  did  not  say  so  to  Senator  Riddleberger,  that  Mr.  Massey  ever 
spoke  to  me  about  money,  or  emoluments,  or  position,  in  any  shape  or  form,  in 
regard  to  any  political  office.  I  did  say  to  the  senator  that  the  only  person  that  ever 
alluded  to  money  in  my  presence  was  Dr.  Wing.  I  think  just  previous  to  the  assem- 
bling of  the  caucus,  I  believe  the  morning  before,  Dr.  Wing  asked  me  this  question : 
If  I  knew  of  a  Republican  or  Readjuster  in  the  city  of  Richmond  who  would  have 
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safficient  influence  with  members  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  if  he  had  the  use  of 
several  thousand  dollars,  to  influence  them  for  a  candidate.  I  made  my  reply  to- 
him,  that  I  did  not,  nor  did  I  want  to  know  of  such  a  party,  and  asked  him  if  he> 
alluded  to  me.  He  said  he  did  not.  The  conversation  then  ceased.  That  was  the^ 
substance  of  the  conversation.  I  spoke  harshly  to  him  in  the  last  reply.  He  never 
mentioned  Mr.  Massey's  name,  nor  any  one  else's. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Were  not  the  visits  you  speak  of  having  made  to  different 
counties  entirely  voluntary  on  your  part  ? 

Ans.  Certainly,  sir.     I  volunteered  my  services  to  you. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  not  express  yourself,  on  various  occasions,  as  particularly 
solicitous  for  my  nomination  as  governor  ? 

Ans.  I  did  use  every  honorable  means  in  my  power  to  secure  your  nomination. 

Ques.  by  same.  And  did  I  ever  in  any  of  those  conversations,  or  at  any  other  time- 
and  for  any  other  purpose,  offer  you,  or  authorize  you  to  offer  any  one  else,  money  ta 
procure  their  support  ? 

Ans.  You  did  not.  I  never  used  any  money  in  any  shape  or  form.  I  paid  my 
traveling  expenses,  and  my  friends  who  accompanied  me,  and  all  of  that. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  the  object  of  Mr.  Kiddleberger's  visit  to  your  office 
last  Sunday  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  say  that  I  do.  I  had  an  appointment  with  Mr.  Biddleberger  at  one 
o'clock  at  the  Exchange  hotel,  by  his  request.  I  met  W.  J.  S.  Bowe  (colored)  at 
the  corner  of  Fourteenth  and  Franklin.  I  asked  him  if  he  had  seen  Mr.  Biddle- 
berger. He  said  he  had;  he  saw  him  going  into  the  Whig  office.  I  afterwards  met 
Giles  Jackson  (colored)  and  Stephen  Jones  (colored)  together.  They  informed  me 
they  were  looking  for  Mr.  Biddleberger.  I  sent  Giles  Jackson  up  to  the  Whig  office 
and  requested  him  to  say  to  Mr.  Biddleberger  that  myself  and  those  persons  named 
there  would  meet  him  at  my  office.  In  a  few  minutes  Senator  Biddleberger  appeared^ 
and  we  went  into  the  office  and  remained  about  four  or  five  minutes. 

Ques.  by  same.  Were  the  three  colored  men  you  named  to  be  present  at  the  meet- 
ing  which  Senator  Biddleberger  had  proposed  to  have  with  you  at  the  Exchange 
hotel  ? 

Ans.  I  only  arranged  with  Senator  Biddleberger  to  meet  him  myself  at  the 
Exchange  hotel. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  whether  these  three  men  were  likewise  expected  to 
be  there  ? 

Ans.  I  was  informed  by  one  or  two  of  the  party  that  they  expected  to  meet  Mr. 
Biddleberger  and  myself  at  the  Exchange  hotel.  The  information  came  from  them ; 
I  think  it  was  Bowe  or  Jones ;  that  is  my  opinion  of  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ascertain  by  the  conversation,  or  otherwise,  why  Senator 
Biddleberger  wished  that  meeting. 

Ans.  I  judged  from  the  conversation  in  the  office  between  the  parties  and  the  ques- 
tions asked  by  Senator  Biddleberger,  that  he  wanted  to  find  out  what  these  men- 
knew  in  regard  to  any  bribery  or  offer  of  bribery  of  any  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  regard  to  money  matters. 
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DEPOSITION  OF  JOim  ALEXANDER. 

Witness  being  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Ly brook.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

Ans.  In  Albemarle  county,  Virginia. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Ans.  I  am  a  farmer. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  of  any  corruption,  or  attempt  to  corrupt  or  bribe,  or 
otherwise  illegally  or  corruptly  influence  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  ?  If 
so,  when,  where,  how,  and  by  whom  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Please  state  at  length  the  parties  and  the  terms  of  the  proposition  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Kirker  gave  me  the  name  of  a  member  of  the  House,  and  said  he  under- 
stood from  a  Funder  that  he  was  purchasable,  and  asked  me  to  see  him  and  procure 
him  at  once. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  was  the  name  of  the  member  of  the  House  ? 

Ans.  The  name  was  Sandy,  from  Essex. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.  Did  you  ever  see  Mr.  Sandy  upon  the  subject  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not  know  him.     I  made  no  attempt  to  buy  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  any  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Sandy  could  be  bribed. 

Ans.  I  was  not  acquainted  with  Mr.  Sandy,  and  had  no  reason  to  believe  he  could 
be  bought' except  from  the  information  I  got  from  Mr.  Kirker. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Stevens.  Who  is  Mr.  Kirker,  and  where  is  he  employed  ? 

Ans.  He  is  a  clerk  in  the  first  auditor's  oflSce. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  did  Mr.  Kirker  say  he  wanted  Sandy's  vote  for. 

Ans.  Kirker  told  me  that  he  wanted  it  to  defeat  the  caucus  nominee  for  the  benefit 
of  Massey. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  Did  he  ^ay  who  was  to  furnish  the  means  to  purchase  the 
vote  of  Sandy  ? 

Ans.  He  did  not. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Ly  brook.  Where  did  this  conversation  take  place  between  you  and 
Kirker  ? 

Ans.  In  the  first  auditor's  oflSce,  in  the  second  room. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  present  ? 

Ans.  No  one  but  myself  and  him. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  What  did  Walter  Massey  say  ? 

Ans.  The  next  morning  after  this  conversation,  I  was  in  the  office  of  the  first  audi- 
tor. Mr.  Walter  Massey,  son  of  Auditor  Massey,  came  to  me  and  said  that  they  had 
procured  twelve  members. 

Ques.  by  same.  To  do  what  ? 

Ans.  To  defeat  the  election  of  the  caucus  nominee. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  he  state  by  what  means  they  had  procured  the  twelve 
members  ? 

Ans.  He  did  not. 

Ques.  by  same.  Will  you  please  state  what  Mr.  Kirker  said  was  the  plan  to  delay 
the  election  of  the  caucus  nominee  ? 

Ans.  He  said  the  plan  was  to  defeat  the  joint  order,  so  as  to  give  them  time  to 
lecure  a  sufficient  number  of  members  to  break  down  the  caucus  nominee. 
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Ques.  by  same.  Did  he  say  who  was  the  author  of  that  plan  ? 

Ads.  He  did  not  say.     I  did  not  ask  him. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Stevens.  Have  you  had  any  further  convers  vtion  with  any  one  touch- 
ing this  matter  7 

Ans.  No. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  How  did  it  happen  that  you  became  a  witness  before  this 
committee  ? 

Ans.  I  just  determined  to  expose  the  whole  thing. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  did  you  expose  it  to  first? 

Ans.  I  mentioned  it  first  to  Mr.  Hubbard,  of  Buckingham  county. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  What  position  does  Mr.  Kirker  hold  in  the  first  auditor's 
office,  and  what  relation  is  he  to  the  first  auditor,  if  any  ? 

Ans.  He  is  a  clerk  in  the  first  auditor's  office.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  is  second 
or  third  ;  I  think  he  is  second. 

Ques.  by  same.  Any  relation  ? 

Ans.  None  that  I  know  of. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  To  what  political  party  do  you  belong  ? 

Ans.  Beadjuster. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  Did  you  learn  the  names  of  those  twelve  members  whom 
Mr.  Walter  Massey  said  had  been  procured  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Walter  Massey  did  not  give  me  the  names  of  the  twelve  members,  but 
Mr.  Kirker  did. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  the  names  ? 

Ans.  Newberry,  Hale,  Vaughan,  Lybrook,  Williams,  Board,  James,  Dickersoa, 
and  Lady.     I  forgot  or  lost  the  other  names. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Stevens.  You  took  them  down  at  different  times.  What  was  your 
object  in  taking  the  names  down  ? 

Ans.  My  object  was  to  find  out  who  they  were  and  expose  them.  I  did  not  intend 
to  be  a  party  to  any  such  transaction  as  that. 

John  Alexander  recalled. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  State  whether  you  made  a  visit  to  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates at  the  request  of  Mr.  Kirker,  what  you  know  of  that  visit,  and  what  he  did? 

Ans.  At  the  request  of  Mr.  Kirker  I  took  a  letter  to  a  member  of  the  House. 

Ques.  by  Chairman.  State  name  ? 

Ans.  Colonel  Lady. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Did  you  return  to  auditor's  office? 

Ans.  I  did. 

Ques,  by  same.  Did  you  have  any  further  conversation  with  Mr.  Kirker  or  Mr. 
Massey?    If  so,  what  was  it? 

Ans.  Mr.  Kirker  said  the  letter  acted  out  like  a  charm. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  stated  in  your  examination  by  the  committee  that  something 
was  said  by  Mr.  Walter  Massey  on  your  return  to  the  auditor's  office  next  morning. 
I  wish  you  to  state  what  you  went  into  the  office  for,  and  what,  if  any,  question* 
were  propounded  to  either  Kirker  or  Massey.     State  in  full  their  answers? 

Ans.  I  had  no  conversation  with  Major  Kirker  that  morning.  Walter  Mwsey 
said  they  had  secured  twelve  members. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  he  say  anything  to  you  about  going  on  or  quitting  l 
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Ans.  I  judged  from  the  conversation  I  was  at  my  end  and  no  necessity  to  go 
further.     He  said  they  had  secured  twelve  members. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  did  you  happan  to  come  to  Richmond? 

Ans.  I  received  a  letter  from  Major  Kirker.  I  turned  the  letter  over  to  Mr. 
Wood,  the  chairman  of  the  Keadjuster  caucus. 

Ques.  by  the  Chairman.  If  you  have  the  letter,  please  produce  it. 

Ans.  I  file  Major  Kirker's  letter  to  me  and  mine  to  the  caucus  [marked 
exhibit  B.] 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  How  did  that  letter  bring  you  down  ? 

Ans.  As  soon  as  I  received  that  letter  I  came  down.  I  was  very  much  surprised 
to  get  such  a  letter. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Had  there  been  any  previous  correspondence  ? 

Ans.  None  very  lately. 

Ques.  by  same.  Had  there  been  any  personal  interviews  in  reference  to  these 
matters  ? 

Ans.  None  that  I  recollect  of. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  proffer  your  services  to  aid  any  one  in  the  election  of 
any  man  ? 

Ans.  No. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  seek  an  interview  with  Mr.  Sandy  after  your  conversation 
with  Major  Kirker  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  At  what  time  was  it  that  Major  Kirker  gave  you  the  information 
in  reference  to  Mr.  Sandy  ? 

Ans.  The  seventeenth  of  January. 

Ques.  by  same.  Had  any  of  your  interviews  any  reference  to  the  election  of  United 
States  senator  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  To  whom  did  you  first  communicate  what  had  passed  between  you 
and  Mr.  Kirker  ? 

Ans.  To  Mr.  E.  W.  Hubbard,  of  Buckingham. 

Ques.  by  same.  "When  was  that  communication  made,  and  where  ? 

Ans.  In  his  room  at  the  Exchange  hotel. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  ? 

Ans.  The  eighteenth  or  twentieth  of  January. 

Ques.  by  same.  Had  you  any  other  business  in  Richmond  than  that  pertaining  to 
this  correspondence  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  exactly  say  I  did. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  .a  nomination  was  made  by  the 
Readjuster  caucus  for  auditor  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  there  had  been  a  nomination  made. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  ? 

Ans.  I  forget  when.  I  know  it  was  made.  Everybody  knows  it.  I  don't  recol- 
lect when  made. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  it  before  or  after  the  letter  of  Major  Kirker  to  you? 

Ans.  I  suppose  it  was  after,  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  do  you  account  for  his  wishing  to  defeat  the  nominee  of  the 
caucus  before  there  had  been  a  nomination  made  ? 
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Qaes.  by  same.  Did  you  go  to  the  St.  James  according  to  the  memorandum  left 
you  by  Dr.  Wing,  or  did  you  have  any  further  conversation  with  Wing  or  Farrish 
in  relation  to  the  matter  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not  go  to  the  hotel.  I  had  no  farther  conversation  with  Dr.  Wing  i» 
regard  to  this  matter  or  any  other. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.    Did  you  go  into  the  caucus  ? 

Ans.  I  did)  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  see  Mr.  Massey  on  this  subject  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Had  you  any  reason  to  believe,  beyond  what  Dr.  Wing  told  you^ 
that  he  was  the  agent  of  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.  I  had  not.. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Mr.  Sandy,  I  understand  you  to  say  that  the  conversation 
detailed  is  all  that  passed  between  you  and  Dr.  Wmg  on  the  subject.  Do  I  under- 
stand you  rightly  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  This  I  understand  you  to  say,  is  all  the  conversation  you  had  with 
anybody  relative  to  the  same  subject.     Am  I  correct  in  this  ? 

Ans.  All  I  had  with  Dr.  Wing. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  any  such  proposition  made  to  you  by  anybody  else  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir.  *

Ans.  I  did  not,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  At  what  time  did  this  conversation  between  you  and  Dr.  Wing 
take  place? 

Ans.  I  don't  know.  I  thought  nothing  of  it,  and,  of  course,  didn't  take  any 
notice  of  the  date. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  did  you  first  inform  any  one  of  this  conversation  ? 

Ans.  I  can't  recollect  the  date — some  weeks  ago. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  long  after  the  conversation  occurred,  before  you  gave  the 
information  ? 

Ans.  I  said  nothing  at  all  about  it.  I  gave  no  information.  The  information  was^ 
received  before  it  came  from  me.     How,  I  didn't  know. 

Ques.  by  same.  To  whom  did  you  first  speak  in  regard  to  it  ? 

Ans.  I  was  sent  for  by  General  Mahone  to  come  to  his  ofiice,  that  he  wishes  to  see- 
me. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  go.  If  so,  what  occurred  between  yoii  and  General 
Mahone  in  the  interview  ? 

Ans.  General  Mahone  stated  pretty  much  according  to  my  evidence  in  here,  and 
that  such  rumors  had  been  told  him,  and  that  probably  I  might  be  summoned  to  give 
testimony  in  regard  to  this  matter.     I  told  General  Mahone  such  was  the  statement. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  present  at  the  interview  between  Dr.  Wing  and  your- 
self? 
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Ans.  No  one. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  present  at  the  interview  between  General  Mahoiie  and 
yourself  ? 

Ans.  No  one. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  General  Mahone  tell  you  how  he  got  that  information  ? 

Ans.  No.     I  didn't  ask  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  else  occurred  in  the  conversation  between  you  and  General 
Jiahone  ? 

Ans.  Nothing  that  had  any  bearing  upon  this  case. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  informed  you  that  General  Mahone  wanted  you? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  the  gentleman's  name.     I  know  his  face  when  I  see  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  his  occupation  ;  white  man  ? 

Ans.  White  man  ;  I  don't  know  his  occupation. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  any  other  tJian  Dr. 
Wing  in  regard  to  this  question  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Do  you  know  where  Dr.  Wing  is? 

Ans.  I  do  not. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  long  since  you  saw  him  in  Bichmond  ? 
I  Ans.  I  think  I  saw  him  a  week  or  ten  days  ago. 

iQues.  by  same.  Have  you  seen  him  since  this  investigation  begun  in  the  Senate? 
Ans.  I  have  not. 
5  Ques.  by  same.  Since  the  resolution  was  offered? 

J  Ans.  I  think  not,  sir,  that  I  remember. 

]  Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  You  don't  know  where  he  is  now  ? 

(  Ans.  I  don't  know.

;|  for  United  States  senator  ? 

Ans.  I  believe  he  was  the  friend  of  Mr.  Massey. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  of  Dr.  Wing's  having  endeavored  to  procure  votes 
among  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  Mr.  Massey  ? 
Ans.  I  do  not ;  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Dr.  Wing  upon  the 
subject? 

Ans.  Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  I  had,  frequently.  After  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislature  he  was  appointed  to  some  office  up  stairs,  and  I  seldom 
saw  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  at  all  with  him  after  the  meeuog 
of  the  General  Assembly  ? 

Ans.  Once  or  twice,  I  think ;  the  conversation  but  casual. 
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Qucfs.  i)y  same.  Did  it  come  within  your  knowledge  that  Dr.  Wing  controlled  any 
campaign  funds  7 

Ans.  It  did  not. 

Ques.  by  same.  Major  Kirker,  do  you  know  of  Dr.  Wing's  having  offered  any 
money  here  to  influence  their  votes  ? 

Ans.  i  do  not,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Money  or  place  ? 

Ans.  I  have  no  recollection  of  it. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Farrish^ 
Mr.  Cannon,  Mr.  Beveridge,  Dr.  Wing,  or  any  officer  connected  with  the  auditor'* 
office,  or  any  other  person,  since  the  meeting  of  Legislature  in  1879,  in  relation  to 
the  subject  of  this  investigation,  with  regard  to  the  use  of  money  or  other  induce- 
ments to  influence  the  vote  or  votes  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  favor 
of  John  E.  Massey,  either  for  United  States  senator  or  auditor  of  public  accounts? 

Ans.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  corrupt  influences  being  used  by  any  one. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Berry.  Major  Kirker,  did  you  ever  send  Mr.  Alexander  to  the  House 
of  Delegates  to  influence  any  member  of  that  body  to  vote  for  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.   I  did  not,  sir,  emphatically. 

Ques.  by  same.  Major  Kirker,  did  you  ever  give  Mr.  Alexander  a  letter  to  Colonel 
Lady? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir,  I  did,  a  noLe. 

Ques.  by  same.  Please  state  what  that  letter  or  note  contained  ? 

Ans.   Well,  sir,  I  have  not  the  remotest  idea. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  write  it  ? 

Ans.  I  wrote  a  note  to  him  ;  what  it  was  in  regard  to  I  don't  recollect  at  all. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  any  recollection  of  having  met  Mr.  Alexander  after- 
wards  and  telling  him  that  the  letter  acted  like  a  charm  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not  tell  him  so,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  any  knowledge  that  Dr.  Wing  at  any  time  during  the 
senatorial  canvass  either  paid  money  or  offered  to  pay  money,  with  the  view  of 
securing  votes  for  Mr.  Massey  for  United  States  senator  ? 

Ans.  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of  it,  sir. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  What  connection  are  you  to  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.  None,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  married  any  relation  of  his  ? 

Ans.  No  kinship  whatever. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  been  a  clerk  in  his  office  ? 

Ans.  I  have  been,  but  am  not  now. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  How  long  were  you  clerk  in  the  office.  Major  ? 

Ans.  From  the  2d  day  of  January,  1880,  to  the  25th  or  26th  day  of  January,  1882 ; 
something  over  two  years. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  resign  your  position  ? 

Ans.  I  did,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  long  since  ? 

Ans.  Some  ten  days  since  ;  I  don't  recollect  the  date. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  resign  your  position  at  your  own  instance  or  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  somebody  else  ? 

Ans.  At  my  own  instance. 
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Quefi.  by  Hr.  Lybrook.  You  admit  you  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr.  Alexander,  where 
was  he  then  ;  or  did  you  write  a  letter  to  Hr.  Alexander  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir,  I  wrote  to  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Where  was  he  then  ? 

Ans.  He  was  at  his  home  in  Albemarle  county. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  say  anything  to  Mr.  Alexander  in  regard  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  vote  of  a  Mr.  Sandjj  member  from  Essex  ? 

Ans.  I  told  him  that  I  understood  that  there  was  a  man  in  the  Legislature  named 
Sandy,  from  Essex,  that  money  could  be  laid  on. 

Ques.  by  same.  Please  state  what  you  meant  by  that  ? 

Ans.  It  was  in  a  general  conversation  ,*  I  don't  know  that  there  was  any  meaning 
attached  to  it  at  the  time. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  did  you  mean  by  making  use  of  such  an  expression? 
\  Ans.  We  were  talking  in  a  general  way,  and  having  heard  this  matter,  I  men- 
tioned it  to  him. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  What  induced  you  to  mention  it  ? 

Ans.  It  came  up  in  a  general  conversation  ;  while  talking  upon  general  matters  it 
•came  up  and  I  mentioned  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  the  conversation  you  then  had  with  Mr.  Alexander  have  any 
relation  to  United  States  senator  or  first  auditor. 

Ans.  I  presume  it  had  ;  I  think  it  must  have  had.  I  talked  with  him  frequently ; 
I^was  intimate  with  him  at  that  time. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  Did  Mr.  Alexander  come  here  to  Eichmond  at  your 
instance  ? 

Ans.  He  did  not,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  ever  had  any  conversation  or  proposition  from  John  E. 
Massey,  or  anyone  proposing  to  represent  him,  to  offer  to  make  use  of  corrupt  means 
to  secure  votes  in  the  General  Assembly  or  any  favor  to  him  either  as  candidate  for 
United  States  senator  or  auditor  of  public  accounts  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  at  any  time  tell  Mr.  Alexander  that  you  had  secured 
twelve  votes  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  number  was  sufficient  to  defeat  the 
caucus,  and  at  various  times  give  him  the  names  of  those  twelve  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not ;  I  have  told  him  that  Mr.  Massey  had  from  twelve  to  sixteen 
friends  who  would  stand  by  him.  As  for  the  names,  I  didn't  know,  and  never  gave 
them  to  him. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Major  Kirker,  how  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  me  ? 

Ans.  Some  ten  or  twelve  years,  I  think,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Where  do  you  reside  ? 

Ans.  At  Charlottesville,  Virginia. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  at  any  time  in  any  canvass  in  which  1  have  been 
engaged,  known  of  my  using,  or  authorizing  anybody  else  to  use,  money  or  other 
improper  means  to  secure  my  election  to  any  position? 

Ans.  I  have  not,  sir  j  never. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  What  is  your  present  occupation  ? 

Ans.  I  haven't  any,  sir  ;  I  am  without  home  or  occupation . 

Ques.  by  same.     To  what  political  party  do  you  belong  ? 

Ans.  I  am  a  Keadjuster,  formerly  a  Democrat. 
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DEPOSITION  OP   S.  G.  HARRISON. 

Witness  being  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 
Qacs.  by  Mr.  Biddleberger.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  House  ? 
Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  is  your  county  ? 
Ans.  Sussex. 

Ques.  by  same.  Repeat  any  statement  made  by  Mr.  Massey  to  you  in  which  he 
uggested  money  in  any  amount  during  the  senatorial  contest.  State  the  conversa- 
ion  in  full  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Massey  and  myself  had  a  conversation — I  don't  remember  whether 
>efore  Christmas  or  after  Christmas — in  the  reception  room  of  the  American  hotel,  I 
.hink.  I  am  thick  of  hearing,  and  I  do  not  want  to  misrepresent  anybody,  Mr. 
ttassey  or  myself.  I  do  not  remember  how  the  conversation  came  up.  I  have 
ilmost  forgotten  what  really  did  pass.  I  understood  Mr.  Massey  to  say,  as  he  walked 
off,  that  he  would  either  spend  or  give  two  hundred  or  five  hundred  dollars,  1  don't 
remember  which,  to  get  the  nomination  or  be  elected  to  the  United  States  senate. 
That  is  all  that  passed  between  me  and  Mr.  Massey.  If  I  misunderstand  the  conver- 
sation, I  want  Mr.  Massey  to  correct  me.  Mr.  Massey  never  offered  me  a  cent  of 
money,  nor  have  I  ever  heard  of  his  offering  anybody  else  any.  Some  times  in  a 
conversation  I  misrepresent  people  unintentionally,  being  thick  of i  hearing. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Is  there  not  generally  a  good  deal  of  noise  and  confusion  in 
the  reception  room  of  the  American  hotel,  and  does  not  such  noise  and  confusion  add 
to  the  diflSculty  of  your  hearing  and  understanding  distinctly  what  is  said  ? 

Ans.  Certainly. 

Ques.  by  same.  In  the  conversation  between  us  while  sitting  together,  where  you 
could  pretty  well  understand  what  I  said,  was  there  any  mention  of  money  ? 

Ans.  The  mention  of  money  was  as  Mr.  Massey  departed  from  me,  as  we  sepa- 
rated, as  I  understood. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  distance  was  I  from  you  when  you  understood  me  to 
mention  money  ? 

Ans,  I  do  not  remember. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  we  not  had  frequent  conversations  in  regard  to  my  election 
to  office,  either  senatorial  or  to  the  auditorship,  other  than  the  one  alluded  to,  where 
you  had  an  opportunity  of  understanding  distinctly  what  did  pass,  and  was  there 
any  mention  of  money  in  any  of  those  conversations  ? 

Ans.  We  have  had  some  conversations  in  regard  to  your  election  to  office ;  there 
was  no  mention  of  money  than  what  I  have  said. 

Ques.  Did  you  sign  a  pledge,  before  your  election,  to  be  governed  by  the  action  of 
the  Readjuster  caucus  of  the  Legislature  of  Virginia? 

Ans.  Not  at  all,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  sign  a  pledge  of  .such  character  since  your  election  ? 

Ans.  No ;  nobody  asked  me  to  sign  any  such  pledge  since  my  election. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Ly brook.  Were  you  requested,  by  writing  or  otherwise,  before  or 
after  your  election,  to  abide  by  the  caucus  of  the  Readjusters? 

Ans.  I  have  answered  it  before.  I  didn't  understand  the  question  before.  I  waa 
written  to  before  the  election. 
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Queg.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Did  you  receive  any  letter  requesting  you  to  abide  by  the 
action  of  the  Readjuster  caucus;  if  so,  from  whom  did  you  receive  it  ? 

Ans.  I  received  a  letter  of  that  purport.  I  have  got  to  think  who  I  received  it 
from;  I  think  Mr.  fiarbam. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Mr.  Harrison,  was  there  any  suggestion  in  the  letter 
you  received  of  an  offer  of  corruption,  or  simply  was  it  requesting  you  to  abide  by 
the  action  of  the  caucus  of  that  party  ? 

Ans.  Simply  a  request. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  is  Mr.  Barham  ? 

Ans.  A  member  of  the  convention  that  nominated  me. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  got  that  letter  7 

Ans.  I  think  I  have  it  at  home  ;  I  am  not  certain. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  got  it  in  Richmond  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 


DEPOSITION  OP  PEYTON  G.  HALE.

With  reference  to  procuring  twelve  men,  as  he  states,  1  never  stated  anything 
of  the  kind  to  him.

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  receive,  and  have  you  in  your  possession  a  letter  from 
Major  Kirker  in  relation  to  this  election  ? 

Ans.  I  have  not.  I  read  a  communication  from  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Alex- 
ander, I  don't  know  his  Christian  name,  carried  and  delivered  to  Mr.  Kirker,  by 
Mr.  Hubbard  and  Mr.  Bondurant,  of  Buckingham,  so  he  told  me,  and  which  Mr. 
Bondurant  afterwards  admitted. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Webb.  What  was  the  nature  of  that  communication  ? 

Ans.  The  nature  of  that  communication,  as  near  as  I  recollect  (I  give  the  sub- 

s^nce,  not  verbatim),  was  that  he,  Mr.  Alexander,  had  received  some  letters  from 

Major  Kirker,  in  which  Major  had  been  rather  severe  upon  General  Mahone.     He 

thought  that  he  was  taking  a  dictatorial  position.     That  was  the  way  it  ran.     This 

communication  referred  to  these  letters.     Mr.  Alexander  threatened  to  expose  those 

letters — to  make  public  the  contents  of  those  letters.     Mr.  Kirker,  in  coming  to  me, 

came  as  a  friend,  with  the  intention  of  calling  Mr.  Alexander  to  account  for  the 

language  used  in  this  communication,  and  to  know  my  advice.     I  advised  him  to 

take  no  further  notice  of  it  at  all,  if  Mr.  Alexander  carried  out  his  threat ;  and  I 

would  communicate  to  the  gentleman  that  I  had  so  advised  him.     I  so  informed  Mr. 

Bondurant.     There  was  no  political  significance  in  the  ^orld  in  Major  Kirker's  visit 

to  me.     Major  Kirker  is  one  of  my  native  county  men,  a  citizen  of  Wheeling,  and 

naturally  came  to  me  for  my  advice,  outside  of  politics.     He  was  a  soldier  with  me. 

Strictly  in  a  personal  matter  he  asked  my  advice.    In  my  connection  with  him  he 

has  never  intimated  any  disposition  to  offer  people  a  price  to  do  anything.    I  am 

very  intimate  with  him — a  close  confidential  friend. 
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Que8.  by  Mr.  Walker.  Do  you  consider  the  Major  a  man  of  honor  ? 

Ans.  He.  is  a  man  of  the  highest  sense  of  honor,  and  he  would  not  allow  a  shadow 
of  suspicion  as  to  his  character.  This  I  say  after  a  lifetime  acquaintance.  I  have 
known  him  from  boyhood.  In  all  my  dealings  with  him  he  has  been  a  warm  Bead- 
juster  from  the  inception  of  the  cause.  He  has  never  deviated  from  that  to  this 
minute.  He  has  been  a  Beadjuster,  and  a  very  brave  and  gallant  Confederate  soldier 
during  the  war.  He  has  been  in  the  Beadjuster  cause,  active  and  to  the  forefront. 
From  his  expressions  to  me,  I  would  think  he  is  a  very  warm,  personal  friend  to  Mr. 
Massey,  and  would  do  anything  in  the  world  that  was  honorable  in  his  behalf. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  You  received  no  letter  and  have  no  letter  ? 

Ans.  I  have  received  no  communication  from  any  one  verbally  or  otherwise. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Mr.  Massey,  or  any  one  else 
in  his  interest,  to  secure  a  combination  to  defeat  the  Bt^adjuster  nomination,  either 
for  United  States  senator  or  auditor  of  public  accounts. 

Ans.  I  did  not,  sir  ;  I  never  had  but  one  conversation  with  Mr.  Massey.  I  met 
him  on  the  steps  as  I  was  coming  up  from  the  committee  room,  one  morning — the 
steps  leading  to  the  basement.  I  shook  hands  with  him  and  I  told  him  I  was  very 
sorry  ;  it  was  very  unfortunate  that  this  difficulty  was  in  the  party,  and  asked  him 
if  he  was  willing  to  accept  half  the  clerks.  He  did  not  say  whether  he  would  or  would 
not.  He  said  he  was  right  in  his  position  and  didn't  see  how  he  could  recede  from  it. 
That  was  about  the  way  he  talked  with  me.  I  voted  afterwards  in  the  caucus  for 
Mr.  Massey  and  to  rescind  the  resolution  so  far  as  allowing  him  to  appoint  one-half 
the  clerks.  I  have  been,  fortunately  or  unfortunately,  on  the  opposite  sides  with 
Mr.  Massey.  I  speak  of  the  caucus,  not  party  measures.  My  vote  was  strictly  in 
the  interest  of  peace  and  harmony  to  the  party.  I  have  always  regarded  Mr.  Massey 
as  one  of  the  forefront  leaders  of  our  party,  anri  aman  that  has  done  as  much  as  any 
man  in  it  for  its  good.  I  have  but  one  thing  more  to  say  myself.  I  am  strictly  a 
party  man.  We  ought  to  remain  in  the  party.  I  don't  think  I  ought  to  go  outside. 
That  is  the  only  place  I  di£Fer  from  my  friends  and  Mr.  Massey's  friends. 

[  Mr.  Berry  read  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Alexander  in  reference  to  the  note.] 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Berry.  You  have  seen  this  deposition  in  which  he  makes  this  state- 
ment, in  which  he  speaks  of  a  letter  delivered  to  you  acting  like  a  charm  ;  please 
state  all  you  know  about  it  ? 

Ans.  Any  intimation,  directly  or  indirectly,  as  this  gives,  I  pronounce  utterly 
false,  and  so  far  as  any  knowledge  of  mine  is  concerned,  entirely  untrue — not  a  word 
of  truth  in  them.  I  never  had  any  communication  of  that  character,  or  took  part  in 
that  fight,  that  is,  of  a  corrupt  nature. 


DEPOSITION  OF  STEPHEN  D.  JONES. 

Witness  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Ques.  "Where  do  you  live  ? 

Ans.  615  Judah  street,  Bichmond. 

Ques.  "What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Ans.  Mechanic. 
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Ques.  State  whether  or  not  you  ever  held  any  official  position,  eay  as  a  member  of 
the  Republican  executive  committee,  or  something  of  that  sort;  if  so,  what  it  was? 

Ans.  I  was  treasurer  of  the  executive  committee  appointed  by  colored  convention 
of  the  state  held  at  Petersburg  14th  March,  1881. 

Ques.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  a\iy  conference  with  John  E.  Massey  with 
reference  to  the  procurement  of  any  office  ;  if  so,  state  who  was  present  at  the  con- 
ference, what  the  object  of  your  going  there,  what  office  talked  about  there,  and 
whether  any  suggestion  of  the  employment  of  money  in  any  way  to  secure  that 
office  ;  if  so,  what  suggestion  ;  what  the  amount  of  money  ;  how  it  was  proposed  to 
be  used  ? 

Ans.  We  had  an  idea  of  having  an  entertainment  in  the  city  for  the  Republican 
members  of  the  Legislature  to  take  under  consideration  matters  of  interest  to  the 
party,  to  take  advice  for  to  stand  by  the  party  we  had  coalition  with.  I  did  call 
upon  Mr.  Massey,  in  company  with  those  other  gentlemen,  to  raise  means  to  accom- 
plish that  object.  At  the  conference  we  held  together  at  that  time  Mr.  Massey  said 
to  us,  talking  about  officers,  he  had  been  very  much  surprised  at  the  way  things  were 
running.  He  said  he  would  like  to  help  us  in  getting  up  our  entertainment,  but  he 
didn't  exactly  understand  how  the  entertainment  was  going  to  work.  He  said  further 
he  thought,  as  to  thesenatorship,  that  he  was  a  candidate  for  it  and  would  like  to  know 
before  he  gave  anything  what  the  course,  what  the  ideas  of  the  gentlemen  present 
would  be  in  that  matter,  as  he  was  a  candidate  for  it.  Then  there  was  a  conversa- 
tion about  the  different  leaders  of  the  party,  how  they  wanted  to  dictate  things.  He 
thought  he  had  done  as  much  as  any  person  in  the  party  and  that  the  honor  should 
be  bestowed  on  him  in  preference  to  any  other  gentleman,  and  the  next  thing,  that 
he  had  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars  he  hadn't  used  and  that  he  hadn't  spent  his 
last  dollar.  That  was  about  the  sum  and  substance  of  the  matter.  There  was  other 
talk  had.  He  never  said  he  wanted  to  give  any  money  to  us  to  secure  the  office.  I 
don't  think  it  necessary  to  say  anything  about  other  preliminaries. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Was  there  any  proposition  or  suggestion  as  to  how 
the  couple  of  thousand  dollars  would  be  used ;  whether  or  not  it  would  be  a  contribu- 
tion in  the  event  certain  votes  being  delivered  to  any  particular  person  for  United 
States  senator? 

Ans.  !No,  sir;  no  proposition  of  that  kind  ;  he  only  said  he  had  a  couple  of  thou- 
sand he  hadn't  spent.  He  didn't  understand  how  the  entertainment  would  be,  but 
finding  out  how  things  would  be  he  would  contribute  something  to  get  it  along.  He 
didn't  make  any  proposition  to  give  the  couple  of  thousand  in  that  direction. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Did  I  ever  offer  you,  or  authorize  you  to  offer  anybody  else 
any  money  or  consideration  to  secure  their  votes  for  any  office  whatever? 

Ans.  Never  authorized  me ;  you  only  said  the  words  just  said. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  not  say  my  reason  for  not  contributing,  was  not,  I  hadn't 
means  to  contribute,  for  my  last  dollar  wasn't  spent,  but  didn't  propose  to  use  it  in 
that  way  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  recollect  you  said  in  that  way.  You  said  the  way  things  run,  you 
had  a  couple  of  thousand  you  hadn't  spent.  Don't  recollect  you  said  you  didn't 
intend  to  use  it  in  that  way.    That's  the  way  I  understood  the  conversation. 

Ques.  by  same.  Don't  you  remember  my  saying  that  I  never  used  mone^'  to 
influence  votes  ? 

Ans.  I  think  you  said  you  never  used  money  to  influence  votes,  but  that  other  men 
had  done  it;  you  hadn't  spent  your  last  dollar.     I  said  to  you  that  I  looked  upon 
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you  as  the  man  I  thought  ought  to  be  auditor,  and  I  liked  to  see  you  there,  and  I 
didn't  know  any  that  had  given  the  information  you  had  given.  You  said  you  had 
as  much  right  to  the  honor  as  any  other  man ;  you  were  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
party.  I  said  we  all  couldn't  get  our  wishes;  I  much  rather  see  harmony  among 
the  leaders,  and  they  ought  not  to  fight.     / 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  else  did  you  call  upon  for  contributions  ? 

Ans.  I  went  with  Mr.  Bowe  to  Major  Walker.  He  did  contribute  something ; 
other  gentlemen  also.  I  didn't  go  around  with  Bowe  all  the  time.  We  had  a  meet- 
ing and  turned  over  the  means ;  I  happened  to  go  around  and  see.  Had  a  confer- 
ence with  you  and  the  general,  more  than  other  members  of  the  party. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  general  ? 

Ans.  General  Mahone. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  call  on  him  for  a  contribution  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  think  we  did,  for  a  contribution.  I  don't  think  we  said  anything  to 
him;  only  went  to  see  him  about  other  matters;  wanted  to  talk  how  things  ought  to 
be  done ;  how  to  carry  out  our  ideas  at  that  juncture; — other  conversation  in  parcels. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  who  else  you  called  on.  I  want  to  know  the  persons  who 
contributed  ? 

Ans.  I  couldn't  get  all  to  my  memory. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Can't  you  bring  the  list  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Bowe  has  it.  I  know  Mr.  James  Morrisey,  Mr.  McLeary,  Dr.  Mills 
contributed.  Didn't  come  to  Legislature.  We  did  come  to  the  Legislature.  Our 
idea  was  not  to  trouble  the  members.     It  was  got  up  for  the  Legislature. 

Ques.  by  Massey.  Wasn't  Mr.  Walker  a  member  of  the  Legislature? 

Ans.  He  said  he  would  give. 

Ques.  by  same.  Why  did  you  go  to  him  ? 

Ans.  He  was  in  Manchester;  said  he  was  a  Republican  and  would  give  as  much  as 
anybody  else. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  did  you  first  tell  any  one  that  you  had  applied  to  me  ? 

Ans.  I  didn't,  till  this  question  came  up.  A  gentleman  came  to  me;  he  asked 
me  about  the  conference  had  here.  What  of  it  ?  And  said  you  will  be  called  in 
question  about  the  conference — a  colored  gentleman.  I  said  nobody  got  anything  to 
do  about  my  business.  There  was  no  talking  outside  of  Mr.  Bowe  on  that  point  I 
haven't  said  a  word  with  a  man  outside. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  said  Bowe  was  the  only  man  you  talked  with  upon  this 
subject? 

Ans.  Bowe  was  the  only  man  talked  with. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  were  you  summoned  here  ? 

Ans.  Yesterday. 

Ques.  by  same.  Had  you  had  no  conversation  upon  this  subject  except  with  Bowe ; 
with  anybody  else  before  summoned? 

Ans.  A  gentleman  came  to  me  and  asked  me  some  questions.  I  told  him  it  was 
my  business.  The  gentleman  came  to  me.  I  told  him  I  didn't  know  anything 
about  the  matter.  He  asked  me  some  questions.  I  told  him  what  he  ask  that  ques- 
tion for ;  what  that  about. 

Ques  by  same.  Who  was  the  gentleman  that  asked  you  those  questions  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Giles  Jackson.  I  don't  recollect  the  time.  He  came  and  asked  if  I 
recollected  the  conversation.  I  said,  <<  I  don't  tell  you  about  what  we  talk  about;  I 
am  not  compelled  to  do  that."  He  said,  **  You  will  be."  I  said,  "  I  keep  my  views 
to  myself." 
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Qaes.  by  same.  Have  you  had  any  talk  with  any  person  besides  Bo  we  and  Jacksoii 
before  summotied  here  ? 

Ans.  Before  summoned,  some  gentleman  did  come  to  me.  Hr.  Beveridge 
spoke  to  me.  I  told  him  that  I  would  not  have  anything  more  said  about  this  matter. 
If  I  cAmo  to  Mr.  Massey's  face,  I  would  tell  just  what  he  said  to  us. 

Qne£.  by  same.  Where  did  he  come  to  you? 

Ans.  I  think  he  met  me  here,  in  the  hall  down  stairs.    He  called  me  aside. 

Ques.  by  same.  Is  that  the  only  conversation  you  had  with  him? 

Ans.  He  talked  to  me  about  it  At  the  house — the  only  conversation.  He  said  I 
would  talk  straight ;  I  said,  unless  I  come  to  a  man's  face. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  ever  mQt  him  anywhere  else  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  been  present  at  any  conversations  on  this  subject  with 
other  persons  ? 

Ans.  I  think  those  persons  present  at  the  time  Hr.  Beveridge  took  me  out.  Bfr. 
Jackson  came  up  at  the  time,  and  we  got  to  talking  right  sharp.  One  or  two,  then ; 
I  don't  know  who  they  were.     Me  and  him  got  to  sharp  words. 

Ques.  by  same.  Has  any  other  persons  than  those  you  have  mentioned  talked  with 
you  upon  this  subject? 

Ans.  After  that  Mr.  Kiddleberger spoke  tome.  I  told  him  I  wouldn't  talk  to 
nobody  until  I  saw  into  this  thing,  and  I  didn't  intend  to  enter  into  any  fight  and 
make  no  enemies.  He  asked  me  if  my  name  was  Jones  (some  one  had  pointed  me 
out).  I  said,  Stephen  Jones.  He  said,  "Do, you  know  Jackson?"  I  said,  "Cer- 
tainly." He  asked  me  where  I  lived.  He  said,  "  Were  you  a  member  of  the  party 
at  the  conference  ? "  I  said,  "  Yes."  He  asked  me  what  did  I  know  about  the  con- 
ference. I  said  I  wouldn't  talk  about  it.  Some  gentleman  been  after  me,  he  had 
heard.  I  said,  "  When  I  go  where  the  man  is,  I  will  tell  just  what  he  said."  He 
left  me.     I  left  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Beveridge  in  the  rotunda  the  only 
conversation  with  him  ? 

Ans.  He  spoke  to  me  several  times.  He  didn't  like  my  talk.  Had  several  con- 
versations since. 

Ques.  by  same.  Where  did  the  other  conversations  occur? 

Ans.  At  the  hotel.    Me  and  him  met  there,  with  other  gentlemen.    I  say  no  more. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  were  you  last  at  Mr.  Beveridge's  office  ? 

Ans.  One  day  last  week.     He  got  after  me  about  this  matter. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  at  his  office  at  the  time  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  the  gentleman's  name  that  stays  there. 

Ques.  by  same.  Were  you  not  there  last  Sunday  ? 

Ans.  He  sent  for  me  last  Sunday. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  sent  for  you  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Beveridge. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  did  he  send  ? 

Ans.  Jackson. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  there  on  Sunday  ? 

Ans.  As  near  as  I  can  come  at  it,  several  gentlemen.  After  I  got  there  we  talked 
on  this  matter.  They  sent  for  me.  I  said,  "  Gentlemen,  I  didn't  come  here  to 
attend  to  business  of  this  kind."  I  was  at  church  in  the  choir.  They  brought  me  in 
to  several  gentlemen — Mr.  Riddleberger  in  the  midst.  One  or  two  I  knew,  the 
others  I  didn't — Jackson,  Bowe,  Beveridge,  and  other  gentlemen.    I  told  them  this : 
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*^  I  am  not  come  to  proceed  no  farther ;  no  more  here  about  this  matter.  I  don't 
think  the  conversation  with  Mr.  Massey  ought  to  be  talked  on  in  the  matter.  He 
had  his  views  ;  I  expressed  mine.  I  didn't  think  there  ought  to  be  any  fight  in  the 
matter.    As  things  have  gone  on,  1  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  it  all." 

Ques.  by  same.  What  was  the  object  of  that  meeting  at  Beveridge's  office  7 

Ans.  I  judge  this  :  that  I  would  tell  what  you  said  to  me.    I  wouldn't  tell. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  Beveridge  acting  for  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  can't  remember  anybody  there  except  Beveridge  and  Riddle- 
berger  ? 

Ans.  Other  gentlemen  there,  but  I  don't  know  their  names  ? 

Ques.  by  same.  You  understood  the  object  was  to  ascertain  what  testimony  you 
could  give  ? 

Ans.  I  don't  know  the  object  they  sent  for  me  from  church  for. 


DEPOSITION  OF  W.  J.  S.  BOWE. 

Witness  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows  : 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberge^ .  Where  do  you  live  ? 

Ans.  I  live  at  206  east  Broad  street,  city  of  Bichmond. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  is  your  occupation  7 

Ans.  A  job  printer. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  whether  or  not  you  ever  have  or  have  not  held  any  official 
position — say,  a  member  of  the  Republican  committee,  or  something  of  that  sort ;  if 
so,  what  it  was  7 

Ans.  Well,  yes,  sir.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Republican  central  committee 
for  some  years — for  ten  years. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conference  with  John  E.  Massey 
with  reference  to  the  procurement  of  any  office  ;  if  so,  state  who  was  present  at  that 
conference ;  what  the  object  of  your  going  there  was  ;  what  the  office  talked  about 
was  J  whether  there  was  any  suggestion  of  the  employment  of  money  in  any  way 
to  secure  that  office  ;  if  so,  what  was  the  suggestion,  what  the  amount  of  money^ 
and  how  was  it  proposed  to  be  used. 

Ans.  Well,  I  shall  put  it  just  as  it  occurred.  As  well  as  I  can  recollect — I  think 
somewhere  between  the  3d  and  10th  of  December  last — I  called  on  Mr.  Massey,  as 
well  as  other  gentlemen,  for  a  contribution  in  the  way  of  aiding  a  reception  to  be 
givcQ  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature.  Mr.  Jones — Stephen  D.  Jones — he  was 
present,  and  Mr.  Giles  B.  Jackson.  We  called  upon  him,  as  well  aS' some  other  gen- 
tlemen, for  the  purpose  of  giving  this  reception  tcJ  the  members  of  the  Legislature — 
more  especially  to  the  Republican  members  of  the  Legislature.  Our  purpose  for  the 
reception  was  to  preserve  the  unity  of  party  in  the  election  of  United  States  sena- 
tor— that  is,  that  those  members  might  stand  together  in  the  procurement  of  United 
States  senator,  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  supreme  court  judges.  We 
looked  upon  those  as  most  important.  We  called  on  Mr.  Massey,  and  he  stated  to 
me,  in  the  presence  of  the  parties  named,  that  he  had  heretofore  contributed  to  such 
purposes,  and  he  didn't  see  what  benefit  it  had  been  to  him,  and  if  this  proposed 
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reception  could  be  used  in  his  interest  that  he  would  not  hesitate  in  doing  something, 
but  he  must  know  whether  it  would  be  or  not.  He  raised  the  conversation  as  to  the 
senatorship.  I  do  not  suppose  it  is  necessary  to  go  through  with  all  of  it.  He  asked 
me  how  was  the  feeling  as  to  the  senatorship — who  seemed  to  be  the  preference  in 
the  city.  I  stated  to  him  that  I  thought,  from  what  I  could  gather,  that  our  towns- 
man,  John  S.  Wise,  was  the  favorite  of  a  great  many,  but  we  had  no  vote  in  that 
matter.  Mr.  Massey  then  alluded  to  his  treatment,  etc.,  on  one  previous  occasion  by 
certain  gentlemen  in  the  party,  that  I  do  not  so  fully  recollect.  I  think,  if  my 
memory  serves  me  right,  he  then  referred  to  the  matter  of  United  States  senator- 
ship,  and  said  that  he  was  a  candidate  for  it,  and  be  would  like  to  be  elected,  and 
that  his  last  dollar  was  not  spent  yet,  and  that  he  had  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars. 
Well,  I  think  that  is  just  about  the  amount  of  what  was  said  on  that  point. 

Ques.  by  same.  Where  was  this  conversation  held  ? 

Ans.  In  the  first  auditor's  office. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  anything  said  about  how  and  to  whom  he  would  give  thia 
couple  of  thousand  dollars,  and  for  what  purpose ;  or  was  anything  said  about  want* 
ing  to  know  what  would  be  the  result  at  the  reception,  before  he  invested  any 
money  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir ;  there  was  nothing  said  any  more  than  was  implied.  There  was,  of 
course — I  don't  know  that  I  construed  it  right — my  impression  at  the  time — 

Ques  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  No  impressions? 

Ans.  Nothing  said  as  to  whom  it  would  be  given,  or  who  would  get  it — nothing^ 
of  that  kind. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.  You  said  that  you  were  engaged  in  getting  up  a  subscrip- 
tion for  a  reception  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  applied  to  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  not,  also,  apply  to  me  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  got  a  subscription  from  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  You  got  a  subscription  from  me  7 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  say  that  Mr.  Massey  told  you  he  was  a  candidate  for  the  sen- 
atorship 7 

Ans.   Yes,  sir — United  States  senatorship. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  not,  also,  tell  you  I  was  a  candidate  for  the  senate? 

Ans.  1  think  you  did. 

Ques.  Anything  unusual  in  that  ? 

Ans.  That  is  to  be  determined  by  the  committee  here.  I  state  the  facts  as  they 
occurred.     I  am  confident  you  mentioned  something  in  regard  to  the  senatorship. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  How  often  did  you  apply  to  me  for  a  contribution  for  thia 
object  ? 

Ans.  I  think  it  was  twice. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  the  object  of  that  entertainment  to  secure  the  election  of  any 
candidate  to  the  United  States  senate  7 

Ana.  Any  particular  candidate. 

Ques.  by  same.  Yes. 
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Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  not  state  to  me  that  the  object  of  that  contribution  was 
simply  to  give  an  entertainment  to  the  Republican  members  of  the  General  Assembly? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  contribute  anything  to  it  7 

Ans.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  ever  oflfer  you  or  authorize  you  to  offer  anyone  else  any  con- 
sideration to  support  me  for  any  office  whatever  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 


DEPOSITION  OF  GILES  B.  JACKSON. 

Witness  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Riddleberger.  Where  do  you  live  ? 

Ans.  In  Henrico  county. 

Ques.  by  same.   What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Ans.  A  laborer. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  whether  or  not  you  ever  have  or  have  not  held  any  official 
position,  say  a  member  of  the  Republican  committee,  or  something  of  that  sort;  if 
so,  what  it  was  ? 

Ans.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Republican  executive  committee  of  Henrico  county. 

Ques.  by  same.  State  whether  or  not  you  had  any  conference  with  John  E.  Massey 
with  reference  to  the  procurement  of  any  office  ;  if  so,  state  who  was  present  at  that 
conference,  what  the  object  of  your  going  there  was,  wbat  the  office  talked  about 
was,  whether  there  was  any  suggestion  of  the  employment  of  money  in  any  way  to 
secure  that  office ;  if  so,  what  was  the  suggestion,  what  the  amount  of  money,  and 
how  was  it  proposed  to  be  used  ? 

Ans.  I  disremember  the  day,  but  it  was  sometime  before  the  election  of  United 
States  senator,  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  colored  citizens  of  Henrico  county,  Rich- 
mond, and  Manchester  held,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  get  up  a  reception 
for  the  colored  members  of  the  Legislature,  of  which  I  was  appointed.  I,  in  com- 
pany with  W.  J.  S.  Bowe,  went  to  Mr.  Massey 's  office  to  solicit  aid  for  that  purpose. 
Mr.  Massey  enquired  what  purpose,  what  the  reception  gotten  up  for.  We  stated, 
at  least  I  stated,  that  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  Republican  members 
together  in  regard  to  the  election  of  United  States  senator.  Mr.  Massey  enquired 
how  the  people  stood  in  reference  to  the  election  of  senator.  I  stated  that  the  people 
in  this  district  were  in  favor  of  Mr.  John  S.  Wise,  providing  the  Republicans  made 
no  contest  for  that  position.  Mr.  Massey  said  he  would  be  willing  to  contribute  to 
the  reception  if  it  could  be  used  in  any  way  to  elect  him.  He  then  went  on  to  say 
that  Mr.  Bowe,  whose  name  was  on  the  paper,  had  used  the  Republican  committee 
against  him  in  the  nomination  for  governor,  and  for  that  reason  he  refused  to  con- 
tribute. I  then  went  after  Mr.  Bowe,  and  a  second  time  in  company  with  Mr.  Stephen 
D.  Jones.  Mr.  Massey  grumbled  as  to  his  treatment  by  the  party,  and  said  his  last 
dollar  was  not  used  up  yet,  he  had  a  couple  of  thousand  dollars  yet.  This  is,  to  the 
best  of  my  recollection,  about  all  I  know  of  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  there  any  proposition  or  suggestion  as  to  how  the  couple  of 
thousand  dollars  would  be  used,  whether  or  not  it  would  be  a  contribution  in  the 
event  certain  votes  being  delivered  to  any  particular  person  for  United  States  senator? 
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Ans.  I  answer,  no,  sir,  there  was  nothing ;  there  was  no  suggestion  of  that  at  all, 
sir.  He  didn't  say  how  he  would  use  the  money  ;  he  only  said  he  had  a  couple  of 
thousand  dollars  left. 

Ques.  by  same.  Was  or  was  there  not  a  suggestion,  that  no  money  would  be  con- 
tributed unless  he  knew,  or  had  some  assurance,  how  the  members  would  vote  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir ;  he  said  he  would  not  spend  any  money  at  all  unless  thoroughly 
convinced  it  could  be  used  to  his  election. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  go  back  there  again  to  see  him  ? 

Ans.  I  stated  I  went  a  second  time. 

Ques.  by  same.  After  that  second  time  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.  You  remember  meeting  me  in  the  basement  of  the  capi- 
tol? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  With  a  subscription  paper  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  asked  me  to  subscribe  to  the  reception  of  colored  members  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  subscribe  ? 

Ans.  You  promised  two  dollars  and  paid  it  to  a  man  in  Manchester,  as  you  were 
living  in  Manchester. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  speak  to  me  anything  about  the  United  States  senator- 
ship? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  inform  me  that  you  were  for  me  for  United  States 
senator  ? 

Ans.  Not  to  my  recollection,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  ever  recollect  suggesting  to  me  that  it  would  take  some 
money  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir ;  not  on  that  occasion. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  get  or  borrow  money  from  me  ? 

Ans.  Not  on  that  occasion  ;  I  got  some  before  at  Petersburg. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  Are  you  the  same  man  who  approached  me  for  a  contri- 
bution of  ten  dollars,  or  loan,  to  be  paid  in  thirty  days,  to  go  up  in  the  upper  country 
in  the  interest  of  Mr.  Massey  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir ;  I  didn't  say  any  particular  person.  I  was  going  to  Danville,  and 
some  gentlemen  told  me  you  could  get  me  a  ticket. 

Ques.  by  same.  Don't  you  know  this  is  not  true? 

Ans.  I  asked  to  borrow  ten  dollars. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  is  it  you  are  here  to-day,  and  at  whose  instance  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  tell,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  had  you  talked  with  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Beveridge. 

Ques.  by  same.  Any  one  else  ? 

Ana.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  summoned  you  here  ? 

Ans.  I  d6n't  know  ;  I  think  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the  Senate.  Mr.  Beveridge 
ftsked  me  if  I  knew  anything  about  this  matter. ' 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Walker.  Have  you  been  hanging  around  this  Legislature  trying  to 
get  money  or  borrow  money  from  members  for  some  sort  of  political  work  ? 
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Ans.  Well,  I  will  answer  yes,  sir. 

Qaes.  by  Hr.  Massey.  Is  Mr.  Beveridge  the  only  man  you  have  talked  with  on 
this  subject  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir ;  not  since  I  have  been  summoned.  Since  I  have  been  summoned  I 
have  been  talking  quite  frequent. 

Ques.  by  same.  Is  he  the  only  man  you  talked  with  before  you  were  summoned  7 

Ans.  No,  sir  ;  not  the  only  one. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  else  did  you  talk  with  about  it  ? 

Ans.  I  talked  with  Mr.  Biddleberger  last  Sunday. 

Ques.  by  same.  Where  did  that  conversation  occur  ? 

Ans.  In  Hr.  Beveridge's  office  on  Franklin  street. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  did  you  happen  to  be  at  Mr.  Beveridge's  office  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Beveridge  asked  me  to  come  there  to  see  him. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  was  present  at  that  meeting  ? 

Ans.  W.  J.  S.  Bowe. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  else  ? 

Ans.  Stephen  D.  Jones. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  else  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Biddleberger ;  no  other  person  except  myself. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  receive  any  money  from  me  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  often  have  you  applied  to  me  for  money  ? 

Ans.  Twice;  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  only  twice. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  not  on  several  occasions  applied  to  me  for  money,  saying 
you  were  a  friend  of  mine  and  could  do  me  service,  but  that  it  would  require  money 
to  do  it  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir ;  I  only  applied  to  you  twice  in  my  recollection.  I  don't  remember 
any  other  meeting. 

Ques.  by  same.  Have  you  not  come  to  me  alone  in  my  office  for  such  purpose  ? 

Ans.  For  what  purpose  ? 

Ques.  by  same.  To  get  money  from  me. 

Ans.  I  does  not  remember,  sir,  any  occasion  but  the  two. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  have  stated  that  I  said  my  last  dollar  was  not  gone  ? 

Ans.  Tes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  That  I  had  a  couple  of  thousand  left.  Did  I  not  state  to  you  that 
my  declining  to  contribute  to  this  entertainment  was  not  because  I  had  no  money  to 
contribute  ? 

Ans.  You  did. 

Q^^s.  by  same.  That  I  had  a  couple  of  thousand,  at  least,  but  did  not  propose  to 
'  use  it  in  that  way  ? 

Ans.  I  only  remember  that  you  said  you  had  a  couple  of  thousand  left. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  decline  to  contribute  ? 

Ans.  Yes. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  I  ever  offer  you  or  authorize  you  to  offer  anybody  else  money, 
or  any  other  consideration,  to  secure  my  election  to  office  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  not  approach  me  in  the  rotunda  and  apply  to  me  for 
money,  when  I  repulsed  you  several  times  and  said  don't  pester  me  any  more  ? 
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Ans.  I  don't  remember. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  say  upon  yoar  oath  that  I  didn't  repulse  yoa,  when  I  thus 
repulsed  you  on  several  occasions  ? 

Ans.  No,  I  don't  remember  it. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  have  you  talked  with  on  this  subject  since  you  were  sum- 
moned ? 

Ans.  Bowe  and  Jones. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  agree  what  your  statement  would  be  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  was  the  nature  of  your  conversation  7 

Ans.  We  talked  about  this  matter ;  why  it  was  worked  up. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  many  persons  did  you  apply  to  for  contribution  for  that 
entertainment  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  John  E.  Massey,  Mr.  Biddleberger,  Major  Walkef.  I  can't  remember 
all-^good  many. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Ly brook.  What  did  they  all  give  you  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Biddleberger  give  nothing ;  Major  give  two  dollars  to  a  man  in  Man- 
chester. 

Ques.  by  same.  Who  else  give  you  anything  ? 

Ans.  I  can't  remember  names. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  What  the  amoCint  contributed  to  that  entertainment  ? 

Ans.  Indeed,  sir,  I  can't  tell  you.    I  was  only  one  of  the  committee. 

Ques.  by  same.  How  much  did  you  receive  ? 

Ans.  I  could  remember  if  I  could  get  the  list.  I  received  within  a  fraction  of  |5. 
I  received  |7  to  the  best  of  my  recollection. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  What  did  you  do  with  it  ? 

Ans.  Turned  it  over. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Whom  did  you  receive  it  from  ? 

Ans.  One  dollar  from  the  gentlemen  in  the  register  of  land  office,  |6  from  a  gentle- 
man named  Mr.  B.  T.  Hubbard,  and  scattering  fifty  cents  or  a  dollar.  We  have  had 
two  or  three  receptions.    I  am  speaking  of  this  reception. 


DEPOSITION  OF  T.  H.  CROSS. 

Witness  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows^; 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Biddleberger.  Where  do  you  live? 

Ans.  In  Nansemond  county. 

Ques.  by  same.  Are  you  a  member  of  the  Legislature  ? 

Ans.  A  member  of  the  House. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  Dr.  Wing? 

Ans.  Yes  sir. 

Ques  by  same.  How  long  have  you  known  him  ? 

Ans.  I  have  known  Dr.  Wing  intimately  since  the  summer  of  '79.  I  have  known 
him  by  sight  possibly  a  year  before. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  Dr.  Wing  before  he  left 
here  touching  this  investigation ;  if  so,  what  was  said  or  what  passed  between  you  ? 

Ans.  The  investigation  at  the  time  of  the  last  conversation  between  Dr.  Wing 
and  myself,  had  not  been  ordered,  but  going  into  the  House  of  Delegates  a  few  morn- 
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iDgs  before  Dr.  Wing  left,  I  met  him,  and  after  passing  the  compliments  of  the 
morning,  I  asked  him  the  news.  He  and  I  then  retired  to  the  railing,  which  fronts 
the  Washington  statue.  He  replied  that  he  feared  that  there  was  trouble  ahead ; 
that  Mr.  Massey  had  promised  him  to  let  this  matter  drop  and  that  Mr.  Massey  had 
deceived  him.  That  he  believed  thfit  Mr.  Massey  was  an  insincere  man  and  was 
willing  to  sacrifice  others  to  save  himself.  I  replied :  I  wish  you  had  made  this  dis- 
covery sooner.  I  think  that  was  all  that  occurred  just  there.  I  don't  remember  hav- 
ing any  other  conversation  with  Dr.  Wing  in  reference  to  it. 

Ques.  Do  you  know  about  what  time  Dr.  Wing  left  here? 

Ans.  No,  sir,  I  cannot  recall  the  day  of  the  month  or  week.  Yes,  I  reckon,  it  has 
been  four  weeks  next  Wednesday.  I  don't  pretend  to  say  that  is  right,  I  have  noth- 
ing to  fix  the  date. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Lybrook.  Whether  Dr.  Wing  was  with  you  in  any  connection  what- 
ever in  this  investigating  committee  in  the  second  auditor's  office  ? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir  ;  he  was  clerk. 

Ques.  by  same.  When  did  you  see  him  last,  and  do  you  know  where  he  has  gone  ? 

Ans.  Well,  the  last  time  I  saw  Dr.  Wing  to  be  impressed  on  my  memory,  was 
the  time  I  had  this  conversation  mentioned  previous.  My  impression  is  that  that 
was  the  morning  of  the  day  he  left,  or  I  heard  he  left  that  night.  I  may  have  seen 
Dr.  Wing  after  that,  but  that  is  the  last  time  I  saw  him  to  remember  him.  I  may 
have  passed  him  incidentally  about  the  building.  The  first  intimation  I  had  that 
Dr.  Wing  contemplated  leaving  the  city  was  I  was  told  he  had  gone.  The  next 
morning  I  was  shown  a  letter  by  Mr.  McCaull,  clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  in 
which  Dr.  Wing  stated  that  he  had  gone  and  would  go  to  Oxford,  North  Carolina, 
on  business,  and  that  if  he  was  wanted,  that  a  letter  addressed  to  him  in  Oxford, 
North  Carolina,  or  Norfolk,  Virginia,  would  reach  him.  I  read  the  letter,  but  I  do 
not  pretend  to  quote  exactly.     I  have  no  knowledge  of  his  present  whereabouts. 

Ques.  by  same.  Politically,  what  position  do  you  occupy  ? 

Ans.  I  am  a  Readjuster. 

Ques.  by  same.  Clerk  of  the  Readjuster  caucus? 

Ans.  Yes,  sir. 

Ques.  by  Mr.  Massey.  Was  anyone  besides  yourself  and  Dr.  Wing  present  at  the 
interview  of  which  you  have  spoken  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir  ;  there  were  others  passing  near,  but  Dr.  Wing  and  I  were  standinj^ 
together,  and  I  don't  think  anyone  else  heard  the  conversation,  any  word  of  it,  con- 
nectedly.    I  have  no  recollection  of  anyone  standing  near. 

Ques.  by  same.  You  say  that  Dr.  Wing  said  I  had  promised  to  drop  this  thing  ? 

Ans.  This  matter. 

Ques.  by  same.  What  thing  do  you  mean  ? 

Ans.  I  used  the  word  thing,  or  matter,  as  coming  from  Dr.  Wing.  I  presume  he 
meant  the  trouble  then  just  arisen  about  your  re-election  to  the  auditorship ;  because 
that  was  the  only  trouble  then  that  I  knew  of,  and  that  I  believed  Dr.  Wing  to  be 
interested  in. 

Ques.  by  same.  Did  you  understand  the  effort  to  give  Dr.  Wing  trouble  would 
cease  if  I  would  withdraw  my  candidacy  for  the  auditorship  ? 

Ans.  That  was  the  impression  made  upon  my  mind. 

Ques.  by  same.  Do  you  know  of  any  money  or  any  other  improper  influences 
being  used  to  secure  or  prevent  the  election  of  any  man  to  the  office  of  United  States 
senator  or  the  auditorship  ? 

Ans.  No,  sir ;  I  do  not.

To  the  President  and  honoraJbU  members  of  the  Readjuster  Caticus  : 

My  note  accompanying  the  letters  of  Mr.  Kirker,  which  is  before  your  caucus, 
states  that  ''  I  have  further  and  additional  evidence.  I  feel  it  is  best  that  the  infor- 
mation should  be  furnished  you  in  writtng,  that  I  may  not  be  misunderstood  :  On  the 
16th  of  January  I  reached  Richmond ;  the  following  day  I  called  at  the  auditor's 
office  and  had  an  interview  of  about  an  hour  with  Mr.  Kirker.  He  stated  in  brief 
that  the  plan  was  first  to  secure  a  continuance  of  the  joint  order,  which  could  give 
time  to  procure  a  sufficient  number  of  members  to  defeat  the  election  of  the  caucofl 
nominee.  He  gave  the  name  of  a  member  of  the  House  who  he  said  was  purchas- 
able, and  requested  me  to  see  and  secure  him  at  once.  I  was  amazed  at  this  mode  of 
procedure,  but  concealed  my  feelings  that  I  might  have  an  opportunity  of  better 
informing  myself,  and  then  expose  and  defeat  this  treacherous  attempt  to  break  up 
our  party.  I  didnH  know,  and  made  no  attempt  to  purchase  the  member,  as  requested 
by  him.  The  morning  following  this  interview,  I  called  in  the  auditor's  office  and 
was  informed  by  Walter  Massey  that  they  had  secured  twelve  members.  All  of 
which  is  at  your  disposal,  to  be  used  as  you  see  proper  and  fit.

I  make  this  corumunicatioD  through  you  to  the  caucus  representing  the 
people  of  the  Readjuster  party. 

I  am  a  citizen  of  Albemarle  county,  and  have  long  been  a  friend  of  the  Hon.  John 
E.  Massey.  But  I  am  a  Readjuster.  My  allegiance  is  to  the  principles  of  the  party, 
and  my  concern  for  the  success  of  these  and  the  preservation  of  the  party  rise  far 
above  my  devotion  to  the  fortunes  of  any  man.  I  came  to  Richmond  to  help,  as 
honestly  and  fairly  I  might,  his  election  to  the  auditorship  as  a  candidate  before  the 
party  for  that  oflSce.  What  I  have  seen  and  heard  since  my  arrival  is  so  revolting 
to  my  sense  of  duty  to  the  cause  and  party  to  which  I  belong,  that  I  feel  called  upon 
to  make  this  formal  communication  to  its  representatives.

It  would  be  to  concern  and  involve  me  in  a  conspiracy  as  against  my  own  house- 
hold. And  now  that  I  have  further  and  additional  evidence — if  possible,  in  charac- 
ter more  damnable — evidence  which  L  am  prepared  to  state  to  the  caucus  in  person 
when  called  on — duty  impels  me  to  make  this  communication,  and  to  ask  that  it  and 
the  enclosed  letter  be  read  to  the  caucus. 

I  forbear  to  give  it  to  the  press  only  because  I  would  confine  the  subject  to  the 
consideration  of  the  party.  Before  this  letter  can  be  read  in  the  caucus  Mr.  Kirker 
shall  be  duly  informed  of  my  action  in  the  premises.  Mr.  Kirker's  reference  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  would  imply  that  I  had  been  seeking  his  or  Mr.  Massey's 
influence  to  obtain  that  position,  when  the  truth  is  I  had  never  asked  Mr.  Kirker  or 
Mr.  Massey's  help  for  this  or  any  other  office,  and  have  never  in  any  conversation 
appeared  as  a  candidate  for  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  Albemarle.

Dear  Sir  : 

Upon  seeing  in  the  papers  that  I  had  been  mentioned  as  a  witness  before 
tlie  Riddleberger  investigating  committee,  I  wrote  to  a  friend  to  let  me  known  if  I 
was  wanted,  and  I  would  come  at  once.  Almost  immediately  upon  receipt  of  a 
telegram  I  came.  I  have  been  here  on  expense  and  in  neglect  of  business  for  four- 
teen da3'8  for  the  purpose  of  going  before  the  committee,  and  I  so  notified  your 
Honor,  as  soon  as  I  reached  the  city  j  but,  although  I  was  summoned  by  the  ser- 
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geant-at-arms  of  the  Senate  very  soon  after  my  arrival,  I  have  never  been  called 
before  said  committee.  As  my  business  demands  my  attention  at  home,  and  as  there 
seems  no  prospect  of  my  being  called  before  said  committee,  I  have  decided  to  leave. 
Before  doing  so,  I  wish  to  say  I  have  heard  it  intimated  that  efforts  have  been  made 
to  create  the  impression  that  Hon.  John  E.  Massey  had  authorized  me  to  use  money 
or  other  improper  means  to  secure  his  election  to  the  United  States  senate,  and  that 
I  was  wanted  to  prove  that  fact.  There  is  no  truth  whatever  in  any  such  statement. 
I  never  knew  or  heard  of  Mr.  Massey  using  money  in  that  or  any  other  election.  I 
have  known  him  for  twenty-five  years.  I  was  a  candidate  for  county  treasurer  on 
the  same  ticket  with  him  in  his  first  election  to  the  Legislature  from  Albemarle,  and 
have  been  intimately  acquainted  with  every  canvass  he  has  made  since,  and  know 
he  always  protested  against  using  money,  treating,  &c.,  to  influence  votes.

STATEMENT  OF  H.  H.  RIDDLEBERGEK 

Mr.  Chairman: 

In  view  of  the  cross-examinations,  I  desire  to  make  the  follow- 
ing statement  under  oath : 

On  Sunday  last,  just  as  I  was  leaving  Gen '1  Mahone^s  room  in  his  company,  en 
route  to  breakfast  or  dinner,  I  was  approached  by  a  colored  man,  who  said  Mr. 
Beveridge  wanted  to  see  me  at  his  ofSce.  Recollecting  that  I  had  promised  to  meet 
Mr.  B.  at  the  Exchange  hotel,  I  stepped  across  the  street,  and  found  Mr.  B.  with 
three  colored  men,  two  of  them  I  know  as  Bowe  and  Jackson.  I  was  introduced  to 
the  third  ms  Stephen  Jon(*s,  and  infornaed  that  he  was  one  of  the  three  who  had  been 
in  conference,  as  testified  in  some  of  the  depositions.  I  was  in  possession  of  the  gen- 
eral facts  and  names  of  witnesses  before  your  investigation  began — before  I  offered 
resolution  raising  the  committee,  and  did  not  esteem  it  necessary  to  confer  with  the 
witnesses;  hence,  I  remained  in  the  ro«»m  but  three  to  five  minutes,  and  then  joined 
Gen'l  Mahone  at  the  Cafe.  I  do  not  think  I  ever  saw  any  of  the  witnesses  after- 
ward, till  they  were  brought  before  the  committee.  I  never  had  over  five  minutes 
conversation  with  either,  or  all  of  them  all  told.

If  I  correctly  understand  the  testimony  which  has  been  introduced  by  Mr.  Kiddle- 
berger,  who  has  been  acting  as  both  prosecutor  and  counsel  before  this  committee,  it 
is  unnecessary  for  me  to  introduce  a  single  witness,  or  even  make  any  counter  state- 
ment. I  might,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  leave  all  matters  involved  in  this  investi- 
gation to  the  committee  and  the  public  without  a  single  word  of  contradiction  or 
reply. 

Yet,  lest  nny  silence  might  be  misconstrued,  I  desire  to  make  the  following  state- 
ment: So  soon  as  I  learned  that  this  investigation  was  indirectly  aimed  at  me,  I 
requested  Senator  Newberry  to  offer  a  resolution  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  com- 
mittee's enquiry,  so  that  it  might  make  the  most  full,  thorough,  and  complete  inves- 
tigation of  any  and  all  matters  which  might  effect  me,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 
I  now  most  solemnly  aver  that  1  never,  at  any  time,  gave  any  man,  or  authorized  any 
one  else  to  give  any  man,  any  amount  of  money,  either  great  or  small,  or  any  other 
thing,  to  vote  for  me  for  any  office  whatever ;  and  I  challenge  the  world  to  produce 
a  man  who  ever  received  a  farthing  from  me,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  con- 
sideration of  voting  for  me  himself,  or  his  procuring  anybody  else  to  vote  for  me,  at 
any  time,  in  any  election,  or  for  any  office  or  position  whatever.

EXAMINE  THE  OFFICE  OF  AUDITOR  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS. 


The  joint  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  books,  condition,  and  management 
of  the  office  of  auditor  of  public  accounts,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Tour  committee  has  examined,  as  thoroughly  as  could  be  done  in  a  limited  time, 
the  management  and  condition  of  the  auditor's  office.  They  found  the  work  of  the 
office  divided  among  the  several  clerks ;  the  several  books  kept  by  said  clerks  in 
good  order;  and  all  done  by  method,  and  by  an  admirable  system  of  book-keeping. 

Your  committee  examined  with  special  care  the  ledger  showing  amount  of 
receipts  and  amount  of  warrants  for  disbursements,  with  balance  sheet  for  each 
month  completed  to  the  first  of  February,  1882.  The  several  entries,  for  receipts  and 
warrants  for  disbursements  were  properly  made  for  the  month  of  February,  1882 ; 
but  the  balance  sheet  for  that  month  was  not  made  out,  because  before  such  balance 
sheet  can  be  made  out  it  is  necessary  for  the  treasurer  to  make  his  monthly  settlement 
with  the  state  depositories  and  submit  such  settlement  to  the  auditor,  which  is  not 
done  until  after  the  close  of  the  month. 

Tour  committee  also  found,  upon  examination  of  the  ledger  containing  accounts 
with  the  several  county  treasurers,  that  said  treasurers  had,  as  a  rule,  been  required 
to  make  monthly  settlements,  and  that  such  treasurers  had  been  held  up  to  as  prompt 
settlement  and  payment  of  moneys  collected  by  them  as  could  reasonably  have  been 
expected  from  the  nature  of  the  subject.  The  manner  in  which  county  treasurers 
have  been  required  to  pay  up  arrearages  and  to  balance  their  accounts  at  short  inter- 
vals, is  worthy  of  commendation. 

We  also  examined  the  accounts  of  heads  of  departments  and  their  clerks,  also  of 
the  various  judges  of  the  state,  and  so  forth,  and  found  such  accounts  kept  in  a 
proper  manner,  and  that  no  anticipation  of  salaries  by  state  officials  has  been 
permitted. 
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We  also  examined  the  accounts  kept  with  the  University  of  Virginia,  the  asylums, 
and  other  state  institutions,  and  all  other  matters  and  accounts  pertaining  to  the 
office,  as  much  in  detail  as  our  limited  time  would  admit,  and  found  the  same  kepi 
with  method  and  in  good  order. 

Herewith  we  return,  as  an  exhihit,  a  statement  made  hy  Mr.  Massey,  and  verified 
hy  us  in  our  examination,  which  exhibit,  marked  I,  shows  the  manner  in  which 
warrants  for  disbursement  from  the  treasury  are  issued  from  the  auditor's  office. 

We  also  return  statement,  marked  II,  which  shows  the  manner  in  which  moneys 
are  paid  over  by  county  treasurers  or  collectors  to  the  state  depositories. 

We  also  return  statement,  marked  III,  which  shows  receipts  and  disbursements 
from  the  first  of  January,  1880,  to  the  twenty-eighth  of  February,  1882,  the  term  of 
office  of  Hon.  John  E.  Massey.  This  shows  balance  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the 
state,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents  as  of  the  twenty-eighth  February,  1882.  There  are 
some  outstanding  warrants,  however,  which,  when  paid,  will  reduce  this  balance. 

The  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  Norfolk  and 

Western  railroad  company  is  not  included  in  the  above  named  statement.    That  sum 

was  placed  on  special  deposit  for  educational  purposes,  subject  to  the  draft  of  the 

board  of  education,  and  is  not  under  the  control  of  either  the  auditor  or  the  treasurer.

It  must  be  known  and  understood  that  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  February,  1882,  as  exhibited  in  nay  report  to  your  committee,  does  not 
include  the  amounts  due  the  literary  fund  or  that  due  for  public  school  purposes,  but 
simply  that  due  the  commonwealth,  nor  does  the  statement  of  the  receipts  embrace 
any  sum  or  sums  received  on  account  of  the  state's  interest  in  any  public  improve- 
ment, but  simply  that  of  regularly  assessed  taxes. 

Warrants  for  disbursements  from  the  treasury  are  issued  from  this  ofiice  as  follows : 
All  claims,  the  payment  of  which  are  provided  for  by  law,  or  by  special  appropria- 
tion, are  presented  to  the  auditing  clerk,  who  examines  them,  and  if  found  correct 
he  enters  each  on  the  warrant  book,  recording  the  appropriation  under  which  paid, 
the  numbers  in  sequence,  the  name  to  whom  paid,  and  the  amount.  At  the  close  of 
the  month  the  journal  clerk  copies  every  warrant  issued  in  alphabetical  sequence  of 
appropriation,  and  in  sequence  of  numbers,  thus  aggregating  the  amount  paid  under 
each  appropriation. 

Then  each  month  rs  tabulated  in  monthly  and  quarterly  statements,  from  which 
the  annual  exhibits  are  made. 


EXHIBIT  n. 

All  payments  into  the  state  treasury  through  the  official  authority  of  this  office  are 
made  as  follows : 

When  the  debtor  or  collector  of  any  dues  to  the  commonwealth,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  offers  the  payment  of  a  certain  sum  on  any  particular  account,  the  proper 
clerk  gives  him  an  order  on  the  state  treasurer  to  receive  the  same  on  the  account 
specified.  The  treasurer  then  gives  such  debtor  or  collector  an  order  on  one  of  the 
state  depositories  to  receive  the  same  and  place  it  to  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth. 
The  bank  official  certifies  the  payment  to  the  treasurer.  The  treasurer  then  certifies 
such  payment  to  the  auditor,  and  the  auditor  gives  the  debtor  or  collector  a  final 
receipt  or  acquittal  for  the  purpose  specified.  Thus  the  debtor  or  collector  holds  the 
auditor's  receipt,  the  auditor  holds  the  treasurer's  receipt,  the  treasurer  holds  the 
bank  receipt,  and  the  bank  has  the  money.

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SENATE  JOURNAL-EXTRA  SESSION. 


TUESDAY,  March  7,  1882. 

The  Senate  met  at  12  o'clock,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Hon. 
H.  C.  Wood,  President  pro  tempore^  in  pursuance  of  a  proclamation 
of  the  governor,  which  was  read  by  the  clerk  as  follows: 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Gotbrnor's  Officb, 

RiCHHOND.  Va.,  March  6,  1882. 

Whereas  important  matters  of  legislation,  pending  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly  of  Virginia,  have  been  left  unfinished  by  the  constitutional  termination  of 
the  session  of  that  body;  and  whereas  the  interest  of  the  commonwealth 
demands  that  it  be  convened : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  E.  Cameron,  Governor  of  Virginia,  under  author- 
ity vested  in  me  by  law,  do  hereby  issue  this  my  proclamation  convening  the 
General  Assembly  in  the  capitol,  at  Richmond,  on  Tuesday,  March  7,  1882,  at 
12  o'clock,  M. 

Given  under  my  hand  as  Governor,  and  under  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth, 
at  Richmond,  this  6th  day  of  March,  1882. 

WILLIAM  E.  CAMERON.

The  roll  being  called,  the  following  senators  answered  to  their 
names:

It  appearing  that  a  quorum  was  present, 

Mr.  Thurman  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  of  Icist  session  be  adopted  for  the  govern- 
ment of  this  body. 

The  question  on  a^eeing  to  the  resolution  being  put,  was  deter 
mined  in  the  affirmative. 
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The  President  announced  that  the  standing  committees  would, 
for  the  present,  remain  as  constituted  at  last  session. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr* 
Taylor,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  was  now  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  proceed  to  business;  hereupon,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lovell  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  that 
the  Senate  is  also  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Cross,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  agreed  to  a 
joint  resolution  for  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee  to  wait 
on  the  governor  and  inform  him  that  the  General  Assembly  is  now 
organized. 

Mr.  Thurman  offered  the  following  joint  resolution;  which  was 
agreed  to : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring).  That  a  joint  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  two  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three  on 
the  part  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
governor  and  inform  him  that  the  General  Assembly  is  now  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  desire  to  make. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Thurman  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  of 
the  adoption  of  the  joint  resolution,  and  request  their  concurrence 
therein. 

Subsequently, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Taylor  of  Mkhmond  city^  wlio  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House 
had  agreed  to  said  joint  resolution. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Williams  and  Thurman  as  the 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  under  said  joint  resolution. 

Mr.  Thurman,  from  the  committee  to  wait  on  the  governor, 
reported  that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that 
the  governor  would  communicate  with  the  General  Assembly,  forth- 
with, in  writing. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  governor, 
through  the  hands  of  his  private  secretary: 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 

BicHMOND,  March  7,  18S2. 
To  the  General  Assembly: 

In  obedience  to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  in  presence  of  the  fact  that  the 
General  Assembly  has  adjourned  without  providing  for  the  expenses  of  goven- 
ment,  and  leaving  the  revenues  to  be  collected  under  a  tax  bih  enacted  sevenl 
years  since,  and  in  many  particulars  inapplicable  to  the  present  condition  of  Uie 
commonwealth,  I  have  reconvened  your  body  in  extra  session. 

Beluctant  to  take  this  action,  to  impose  additional  outlay  upon  the  treamiyt 
or  to  detain  longer  from  their  homes  and  occupations  the  members  of  tbe 
Assembly,  mature  consideration  of  the  subject  ^as  forced  it  upon  me  in  tbe 
guise  of  a  disagreeable  duty. 

In  discharging  that  duty  I  will  not  presume  to  inquire  into  the  csases  or  to 
fix  the  blame  for  the  failure  of  the  General  Assembly,  within  the  term  pre 
scribed  by  law,  to  enact  the  measures  essential  to  the  proper  conduct  of  tbe 
government.    These  are  prerogatives  of  the  people,  not  of  the  executive.

Whereas  the  Upper  Appomattox  company  did  purchase  the  state's 
interest  in  said  company  at  par,  it  being  twelve  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  whereas  it  has  fully  paid  principal  and  interest 
due  by  the  company  to  the  state  up  to  the  29th  day  of  March,  1881; 
and  whereas  the  said  company  does  not  owe  one  dollar  on  account 
of  principal  and  interest,  nor  will  it  owe  any  until  the  29th  day  of 
March,  1882,  on  which  day  it  will  owe  the  commonwealth  one  years 
interest  on  the  principal,  which  said  principal  being  in  amount  nine 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  a  moiety  being  one-half  in 
amount,  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  and  whereas 
in  five  years  from  that  date  it  will  owe  an  additional  moiety,  bein^ 
in  amount  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  and 
whereas  the  said  company  has  never  asked  or  received  any  abate- 
ment or  indulgence  at  the  hands  of  the  commonwealth,  except  an 
indulgence  as  to  time  on  a  part  of  the  principal  of  the  debt,  and 
except  the  release  of  the  payment  of  two  years'  interest  on  the 
unpaid  debt  during  the  stringency  which  followed  the  financial 
panic  of  1873-4;  and  whereas  all  other  joint  stock  companies  in  the 
state  have  been  allowed  to  settle  their  indebtedness  to  the  state  in 
bonds  of  the  commonwealth;  and  whereas  this  stock  was  totally 
unprofitable  to  the  state  for  twenty  years  prior  to  its  sale  to  said 
company,  paying  not  one  cent  of  dividend,  except  for  the  five  years 
immediately  succeeding  the  war ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  Thatatany 
time  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  treasurer  and  agent  of  the  said  Upper  Appomattox  company 
to  pay  to  the  state  the  bonds  of  the  commonwealth  funded  under 
the  Riddleberger  bill  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  debts  due  and  whidi 
may  become  due  by  the  said  company  to  the  state  of  Virginia.

treasurer,  cause  to  be  destroyed  by  burning,  all  the  coupon  bonds 
printed  under  the  act  of  March  28,  1879,  and  now  unissued  in  the 
treasury;  and  that  a  list  of  bonds  so  destroyed  shall  be  preserved 
in  the  office  of  the  treasurer  and  second  auditor  of  the  common- 
wealth.

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  their  clerk, 
was  read  as  follows: 

In  House  of  Delegates,  March  22,  1882. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  Senate  joint  reeolotion 
directing  the  publication  of  the  acts  of  the  late  and  present  sessions 
in  one  volume. 

They  have  passed  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  rearrange  the  judi- 
cial circuits  of  the  commonwealth,  to  diminish  the  number  thereof, 
and  to  repeal  all  laws  therewith  conflicting,  No.  1.

No.  1,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  rearrange  the  judicial  cir- 
cuits of  the  commonwealth,  to  diminish  the  number  thereof,  and 
to  repeal  all  laws  therewith  conflicting,  was  taken  up,  read  twice, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  for  courts  of  justice. 

House  joint  resolution  providing  for  a  joint  committee  to  exam- 
ine the  report  of  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  books 
and  valuable  papers  of  the  second  auditor's  office,  was  taken  up— 
when, 

Mr.  WiNGFiBLD  of  Albemarle^  moved  to  suspend  the  rule  in  order 
that  the  joint  resolution  may  be  considered  this  day;  and  the  ques- 
tion bein^  put  thereon,  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  joint  resolution  was  then  referred  to  the  committee  of  privi- 
lesces  and  elections. 

Mr.  Hurt,  from  the  committee  on  finance  and  banks,  reported 
with  amendments. 

No.  66,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  8  of  chapter  25 
of  the  criminal  laws,  approved  March  14, 1878,  in  relation  to  fees 
of  jailors  and  other  officers. 

He,  from  the  same  committee,  reported  without  amendment, 

No.  99,  Senate  bill  for  the  relief  of  G.  T.  Bonner  &  Company, 
and  ^rovidin^  for  the  payment  of  warrants  of  the  second  auditor  of 
Virginia  on  the  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth,  in  iavor  of  6.  T. 
Bonner  &  Company,  dated  December  23,  1875,  and  numbered  2, 
8,  4,  6,  6,  and  7,  respectivelj^,  amounting  to  $1,975  40.

No.  77,  Senate  bill  to  protect  farmers  against  loss  by  fraudulent 
or  insolvent  commission  merchants,  being  the  unfinished  order  of 
yesterday,  was  taken  up — the  question  being  on  agreeing  to  the 
motion  heretofore  made  to  postpone  the  bill  indefinitely. 
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The  following  amendments  were  ofiered  to  the  bill,  to  be  voted 
on  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  presented: 
By  Mr.  Smith  :

"effected,"  the  words  "unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  owner." 

By  Mr.  Walker:  Amendment  to  come  in  after  section  6,  as  an. 
mdependent  section : 

"Any  farmer  receiving  advances  of  money  or  stores  from  a  com- 
mission merchant,  and  who  has  hypothecated  any  crop  or  crops, 
harvested,  growing  or  yet  to  be  seeded  or  planted,  as  security  there- 
for, to  be  delivered  to  said  commission  merchant,  shall  be  held 
bound  for  a  faithful  delivery  of  said  crop  or  crops  to  said  merchant. 
Said  merchant,  under  his  contract  for  said  advance,  may,  from  time 
to  time,  propound  specific  enquiries  to  the  farmer  who  has  received 
such  advances,  to  ascertain  as  to  the  compliance  of  said  farmer 
with  his  agreements.  If  said  farmer  shall  answer  falsely,  or  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  for  thirty  days  to  answer  the  enquiries  relating  to 
the  crop  or  crops,  he  has  hypothecated  on  account  of  said  advances 
of  money  or  stores,  he  shall  be  held  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  shall  be 
imprisoned  in  the  state  penitentiary  one  year.  And  if  any  farmer  has 
received  advances  from  a  commission  merchant  upon  the  promise  or 
agreement  upon  his  part,  to  send  his  crop  or  crops  to  said  commis- 
sion merchant  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  which  the  merchant, 
advancing  money  or  stores,  is  to  be  reimbursed,  then  said  farmer 
shall  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  the  full  and  exact  performance 
of  his  contract,  and  upon  default  therein  for  the  space  of  thirty  days, 
he  shall  be  held  guilty  of  a  felony  and  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
penitentiary  one  year." 

By  Mr.  LovENSTEiN:  Add  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  section  the 
words :  "  and  provided  further,  as  it  will  be  impossible  to  compel 
citizens  of  other  states  to  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  the  farmer,  as 
provided  in  section  two,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  commis- 
sion merchant  to  sell  any  product  consigned  to  him,  to  any  person 
living  outside  of  this  commonwealth." 

By  Mr.  Diggs  :  Strike  out  the  second  and  sixth  sections. 

The  question  recurring  on  agreeing  to  the  motion  to  postpone  the 
bill  indefinitely,  Mr.  Riddleberger  demanded  the  previous  ques- 
tion; which  was  ordered,  and  being  put  on  the  motion  to  indefi- 
nitely postpone,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative — ayes  16;

the  said  lands  be  not  purchased,  given,  or  owned  for  the  purpose  of 
building  or  constructing  a  railroad  or  railroads  otherwise  than  for 
transporting  the  products  of  such  lands :  and  provided  that  where 
such  railroad  or  railroads  are  constructed  beyond  the  line  of  such 
lands  owned  and  operated  by  said  company  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, the  consent  of  the  owners  of  such  land  or  lands  through 
which  the  roads  will  pass,  shall  first  be  obtained:  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  the  length  of  any  or  each  of  such  railroads  so  made  or

35 ;  an  act  to 
prevent  the  floating  of  loose  logs  down  the  Nottoway  and  Black- 
water  rivers  by  persons  engaged  in  lumber  trade,  No.  39;  an  act  to 
iDcorporate  the  Life  Investment  and  Guarantee  society,  No.  40;  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  Botetourt  manufacturing  company,  No.  41 ; 
an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  6  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to 
incorporate  the  New  Rawley  springs  company,  approved  February 
26, 1877,  No.  44;  and  an  act  to  incorporate  the  consolidated  Abat- 
toir company  of  Alexandria,  Washington,  and  Georgetown,  No.  45; 
in  which  they  respectfully  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Atkinson,  the  bill  was  ftirther  amended  as  fol- 
lows: 

Add,  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  line,  fifty-fourth  section,  "  and  if 
any  person  fail  to  return  the  form  left  with  him  by  the  commissioner 
properly  made  out  before  the  making  out  of  his  books,  the  commis- 
sioner^ shall  proceed  to  make  out  such  person's  list  from  the  best 
information  he  can  obtain." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Riddlbbbrgbr,  the  bill  was  further  amended 
as  follows: 

In  section  69,  line  3,  insert  "August  of  the  year  1882,  and  for 
succeeding  years,  July  first." 

Mr.  Smith  'moved  further  to  amend  the  bill  as  follows : 

Strike  out  sections  3, 4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  9,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof: 

"  §  3.  When  said  books  are  completed,  the  commissioner  shall 
make  and  attach  to  each  copy  of  the  land-book  an  affidavit  to  the 

following  effect:  I,  ,  commissioner  of  the  revenue  for  the 

district  ^o.  ,  for  the  county  of  — ,  do  swear  that  in 

making  out  the  original  book,  (of  which  the  foregoing  is  a  correct 
copy),  I  have,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  pursued  the 
laws  prescribing  the  duties  of  a  commissioner  of  the  revenue;  and 
that  I  have  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  required  of  me  in  assess- 
ing new  entries  of,  and  improvements  upon  *  tracts  of  land  and  lots, 
and  injuries  to  buildings  thereon,  and  have  made  all  corrections  in 
said  book  as  required  by  law." 

The  question  on  agreeing  to  this  amendment  being  put,  was 
determined  in  the  negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hbaton,  the  bill  was  further  amended  as 
follows : 

At  the  end  of  15th  line,  section  69,  strike  out  "  sixty  days,"  and 
insert  the  words  "thirty  days." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wingfield  of  Albemarle^  the  bill  was  amended 
as  follows : 

In  section  100,  line  27,  before  the  word  "less,"  strike  out  the  word 
"not;"  and. 
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After  the  word  "worship,"  in  15th  section,  2d  line,  insert  the 
words  "  or  used  as  a  church  parsonage,  where  the  same  is  owned  by 
Any  religious  denomination." 

Mr.  Hbaton  moved  to  add  at  the  end  of  section  100,  the  words 
*'  Eleventh — Canvassing  counties  to  purchase  matters  of  subsistence." 

The  question  being  put  thereon,  was  determined  in  the  negative, 
on  division — ayes  7;  noes  15. 

The  bill  was  then  read  the  third  time,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hurt, 
the  vote  by  which  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  was 
reconsidered,  on  division — ayes  16;  noes  8.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Norton,  the  bill  was  further  amended  as 
follows : 

In  10th  line,  section  100,  after  words  "billiard  tables,"  insert  the 
words  "pool  tables." 

Th9  bill,  as  amended,  was  then  read  the  third  time;  and  the 
question  on  its  passage  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  affirma- 
tive— ayes  27;  noes  3.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Glasgow,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  lines  of  the 
thirty-second  section,  the  words  "in  addition  to  his  sample  mer- 
chant's license." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovell,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  in  the  second  and  third  lines  of  the  thirty-second  section, 
the  words  "two  hundred  and  fifty,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  words  "  one  hundred."

tion to  commissioners  of  the  revenue,  and  the  assessment  of  taxes 
on  persons,  property,  income,  licenses,  &c.,  approved  March  16, 
1875,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  27, 1876,  and  the  acts 
approved  April  2,  1877,  and  to  add  additional  sections  thereto.

No.  56,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  to  revise  the  laws  relating  to 
the  sampling  and  weighing  of  tobacco;  to  prescribe  warehouse 
charges,  and  insure  the  proper  delivery  of  tobacco  to  the  consignees. 

And  he,  from  the  same  committee,  submitted  report  ot  commit- 
tee on  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufacturing,  in  response  to  reso- 
lution requiring  said  committee  to  return  House  bill  No.  56  to  the 
Senate.

Harvey  A.  Jamison  and  Tazewell  G.  Wells  having  each  received 
a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  were  severally  declared  duly  elected 
county  judges  of  their  respective  counties  for  the  constitutional 
terms  of  that  office. 

N.  B.  Meade  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was 
declared  duly  elected  judge  of  the  corporation  court  of  the  city  of 
Alexandria  for  the  constitutional  term  of  that  office,  commencing 
January  1,  1883. 

Mr.  Rawlbs,  by  leave,  presented 

No.  287,  A  bill  to  incorporate  the  Air-line  toll-bridge  and  turn 
pike  company,  which  was  read  the  first,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
second  time,  and,  on  his  motion,  placed  on  the  calendar. 

The  hour  of  12  o'clock,  M.  (the  hour  fixed  for  the  consideration 
of  the  order  of  the  day)  having  arrived, 

Mr.  Walker  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  postpone  the  order 
of  the  day  for  one  hour. 

Mr.  RiDDLBBBROBR  moved  to  postpone  the  consideration  of  the 
order  of  the  day  until  to-morrow  at  12  o'clock,  and  the  question 
being  put  thereon,  was  determined  in  the  negative — ayes  18;  noes 
20.

No.  154,  House  bill  entitled  an  act  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  on 
persons,  property,  incomes,  and  licences,  and  imposing  taxes  thereon 
for  the  support  of  the  government  and  free  schools,  and  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  being  the  order  of  the  day,  was  taken 
up. 

Mr.  RiDDLEBERGBR  movcd  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the 
thirty-second  section  of  the  bill  was  agreed  to;  and  the  question 
thereon  being  put,  was  determined  in  the  affirmative — ayes  23; 
noes  2. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovbll,  the  vote  was  recorded  as  follows :

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eiddleberger,  the  bill  was  amended  as  fol- 
lows : 

Strike  out  in  section  32,  lines  27  and  28,  the  words  "  one  hun- 
dred," and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  two  hundred  and  fifty." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovenstein,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  thirty-first  section  the  following : 

"Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  allow  sample  mer- 
chants to  sell  to  any  person  other  than  a  manufacturer  or  licensed 
merchant,  keeper  of  an  ordinary  or  eating-house,  without  taking 
out  the  additional  license  required  of  merchants." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  the  thirty-second  section  the  following: 

"  And  any  sample  merchant  who  shall  hire  his  license  to  another, 
or  allow  the  use  of  the  same  to  any  other  person,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion, shall  forfeit  such  license;  and  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation, 
so  using  such  license,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  ofience.  And  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  who 
may  be  found  using  a  license  not  granted  by  the  oflicers  authorized 
by  this  act  to  issue  such  license,  and  any  person,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion, using  any  license  in  this  state  which  was  issued  or  obtained 
out  of  this  state,  and  which  is  ascertained  to  be  fraudulent,  such 
person,  firm,  or  corporation,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars and  imprisoned  one  year." 

Mr.  Atkinson  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  amend  the  bill  by 
striking  out  in  the  thirty-first  section  the  words  "  the  informer  to 
receive  one-half  of  the  fine  so  collected." 

Mr.  Smith  moved  to  further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  the  thirty-second  section  the  following  : 

"  And  provided  further,  that  this  section  shall  apply  alike  to  resi- 
dent and  non-resident  sample  merchants  "  ;  which  was  agreed  to. 
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Mr.  RiDDLBBERQER  movecl  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the 
words  "  two  hundred  and  fifty  "  were  stncken  out,  and  the  words 
'*  one  hundred  "  inserted  in  lieu  thereof;  which  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  RiDDLEBERGER  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  pass  by  the 
bill  until  12  o'clock  to-morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovenstein,  the  bill  was  further  amended  by 
the  addition  of  the  following  independent  section  : 

§  112.  First.  No  manufacturer  or  other  person,  whether  he  be 
licensed  as  a  pedlar,  merchant,  or  sample  merchant,  or  not,  shall 
canvass  any  county  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  selling,  or 
oftering  to  sell,  or  shall  actually  sell  or  deliver,  sewing  machines 
and  accessories,  unless  he  be  licensed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Second.  Any  manufacturer  or  person  desiring  the  privilege  of 
selling,  or  offering  to  sell,  or  of  selling  and  delivering,  sewing  ma- 
chines and  accessories  of  any  one  manufacture  throughout  the  com- 
monwealth; shall  apply  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  for  a 
license,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
upon  the  payment  of  the  license  tax  of  two  hundred  dollars,  with- 
out any  additional  state,  county,  or  corporation  tax,  to  grant  such 
privilege.  The  name  of  the  manufacturer  shall  be  stated  in  the 
license,  and  such  license  shall  be  a  personal  privilege  to  the  manu- 
facturer or  person  to  whom  it  is  granted,  and  shall  not  be  transfera- 
ble; but  such  manufacturer  or  person  so  licensed,  may  obtain  from 
the  auditor  of  public  accounts  separate  certificates  for  as  many  agents 
as  any  such  manufacturer  or  person  may  desire  to  employ  in  the 
selling,  or  oftering  to  sell,  or  selling  and  delivering,  sewing  machines 
and  accessories,  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars  for  each  additional 
certificate,  and  such  certificate  shall  state  the  name  of  the  sewing 
machine,  and  shall  entitle  such  agents  to  sell,  and  offer  to  sell,  and 
to  sell  and  deliver,  sewing  machines  and  accessories  named  in  such 
certificate  throughout  the  commonwealth.  Any  licensed  merchant 
may  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  or  deliver  throughout  the  commonwealth, 
sewing  machines  and  accessories,  purchased  by  him  from  any  manu- 
facturer or  agent  who  has  taken  out  a  license  to  sell  sewing  machines 
and  accessories  throughout  the  commonwealth ;  provided  such  mer- 
chant shall  be  furnished  a  certificate  from  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts,  as  hereinbefore  provided;  but  no  separate  license  tax  shall 
be  required  from  any  person  licensed  under  this  section  in  order  to 
authorize  such  person  to  sell  the  said  accessories  of  any  manufac- 
turer. 

Third.  Any  person  other  than  those  licensed  under  the  foregoing 
section,  desiring  the  privilege  of  canvassing  any  county  or  corpora- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  sellmg  or  offering  to  sell,  sewing  machinea 
and  accessories,  shall  apply  to  the  commissioner  of  the  revenue  for 
such  countj'^  or  corporation,  for  such  privilege;  and  upon  the  grant- 
ing of  such  license,  and  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  to  the  treas- 
urer of  such  county  or  corporation,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
selling,  offering  to  sell,  and  of  selling  and  delivering  sewing  machines 
and  accessories  of  any  one  manufacture  in  such  county  or  corpora- 
24 
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tion.  Any  such  person,  so  licensed,  may  obtain  the  like  privilege 
in  any  other  county  or  corporation,  upon  the  production  to  the  com- 
missioner of  the  revenue  of  such  other  county  or  corporation,  of  his 
license  to  sell  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  tfen 
dollars  to  the  treasurer  of  such  other  county  or  corporation.  Such 
license  shall  state  the  name  of  the  sewing  machine  to  be  sold,  and 
shall  be  a  personal  privilege  to  each  manufacturer,  person,  or  agent, 
and  shall  not  be  transferable;  but  no  separate  license  tax  shall  be 
required  from  any  person  licensed  under  this  section,  in  order  to 
authorize  such  person  to  sell  the  said  accessories  of  any  manufac- 
tured. 

Fourth.  There  shall  be  no  abatement  from  the  said  tax  on  the 
license  to  sell  sewing  machines  and  accessories,  if  the  same  be  exer- 
cised for  less  than  one  year:  provided  that  all  licenses  issued  under 
this  act  previous  to  Ist  of  May,  1882,  shall  extend  to  1st  of  May, 
1883,  after  which  time  all  licenses  so  issued  shall  expire  on  the  30th 
day  of  April  of  each  successive  year.  But  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  licenses  already  issued,  which  expire  upon  the  30th  day  of 
April,  1882. 

Fifth.  Any  manufacturer,  person,  or  agent,  selling,  or  ottering  to 
sell,  sewing  machines  and  accessories,  without  having  obtained  the 
license  or  certificate  hereinbefore  required,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sixth.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  licensed  auctioneers  sell- 
ing second-hand  sewing  machines,  or  to  oflicers  of  the  law  under 
legal  process,  nor  prevent  any  person  licensed  under  this  act  from 
dealing  in  sewing  machines  of  any  manufacture  which  may  have 
been  sold  in  this  state  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  those 
which  may  become  second-hand  machines  after  having  been  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lovbnstein,  the  bill  was  ftirther  amended  by 
adding  the  following  independent  sections,  to  be  known  as  sections 
113  and  114: 

Agents  for  sale  of  manufactured  articles  by  retail^  other  than  sewing 

machines. 

§  113.  Any  person  who  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  manufactured 
articles  or  machines,  by  retail,  other  than  sewing  machines,  unless 
he  be  the  owner  thereof,  and  taxed  as  a  merchant,  or  takes  orders 
therefor  on  commission  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  agent 
for  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles,  and  shall  not  act  as  such, 
without  taking  out  a  license  therefor.  No  such  person  shall,  under 
his  license  as  such,  sell  or  offer  to  sell,  such  articles,  through  the 
agency  of  another;  but  a  separate  license  shall  be  required  from  any 
agent  or  employee  who  may  sell  or  offer  to  sell,  such  article  for 
another.  For  any  violation  of  this  section,  the  person  offending 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 
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Tax  on  agents  for  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles  by  retail^  other  than 

sewing  machines. 

§  114.  The  specific  license  tax  upon  an  agent  for  the  sale  of  manu- 
factured articles  or  machines,  other  than  sewing  machines,  shall  be 
fifteen  dollars,  and  this  shall  give  to  any  party  licensed  under  this 
flection,  the  right  to  sell  the  same  within  the  county  or  corporation 
in  which  he  shall  take  out  his  license;  and  if  he  shall  sell  or  offer 
to  sell  the  same  in  any  other  of  the  counties  or  corporations 
of  this  state,  be  shall  pay  an  additional  tax  of  five  dollars  in  each 
of  the  counties  or  corporations  where  he  may  sell  or  offer  to  sell  the 
same. 

Mr.  Walker  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
the  one  hundred  and  thirteenth  section,  the  following:  "But  this 
shall  not  apply  to  merchants  that  have  taken  out  the  regular  license 
or  licenses  for  their  business,  or  to  inventors " ;  which  amendment 
was  rejected. 

Mr.  Walker  made  an  unsuccessful  motion  to  further  amend  the 
bill  by  striking  out  in  the  ninth  line,  fifty-second  section,  all  after  the 
word  "day,"  down  to  and  including  the  word  "issued,"  in  the 
twelfth  line.

The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  Manchester  railway,  land,  and  improvement 
company,  No.  30 ;  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Atlantic  and  Danville 
narrow-gauge  railway  company,  No.  115 ;  an  act  for  the  relief  of 
the  citizens  of  Carroll  county,  No.  267;  an  act  to  amend  and  re- 
enact  section  2  of  an  act  approved  March  6,  1882,  entitled  an  act  to 
authorize  the  consolidation  and  merger  of  the  Alexandria  and  Fred- 
ericksburg railway  company  and  the  Alexandria  and  Washington 
railroad  company.  No.  241;  an  act  to  return  to  the  public  free 
schools  a  portion  of  the  moneys  diverted  therefrom.  No.  271 ;  and 
an  act  to  extend  the  time  for  collection  and  payment  of  the  reve- 
nues for  1881,  in  the  county  of  Alleghany,  No.  223.

a  monument  to  her  memory.  No.  110. 

And  the^  have  passed  with  amendments,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act 
appropriating  the  public  revenues  for  the  fiscal  years  1881-2,  and 
1882-3,  No.  2 ;  in  which  amendments,  they  respectfully  request  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate. 
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No.  2,  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act  appropriating  the  public  reve- 
nues for  the  fiscal  years  1881-2  and  1882-3,  was  taken  up.

And  every  such  clerk  or  officer  receiv- 
ing delinquent  taxes,  shall  fill  up  one  of  such  receipts  and  deliv.er 
the  same  to  the  person  paying  such  tax,  and  shall  also  note  on  the 
stub  from  which  such  receipt  is  detached,  the  date  of  payment,  the 
name  of  the  tax-payer,  the  name  of  the  person  paying  the  tax,  and 
the  amount  of  tax  paid.  And  no  clerk  or  other  officer  shall  execute 
any  receipt  for  delinquent  taxes  except  in  the  mode  herein  pre- 
scribed. Every  such  book  shall  be  open  to  inspection  like  other 
public  records,  and  when  used  by  any  officer  authorized  to  receive 
delinquent  taxes,  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  be  deposited  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  his  county  or  corporation  court.  Any  person  vio- 
lating the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars."

One  of  the  volumes  in  this  list  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  book  containing 
the  memorable  actions  of  Sir  Thomas  Grantham  (particularly  in  Virginia),  is  for 
the  library  a  most  fortunate  acquisition ;  throwing  much  light  as  it  does  on  a  part  of 
the  history  of  Virginia  on  which  historians  and  scholars  dififer.  This  merit  alone 
would  demand  its  purchase,  but  in  addition,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  copy 
which  the  library  possesses,  is  the  only  one  in  existence.  This  fact  (if  so),  inde- 
pendently of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the  book,  much  increases  its  value. 

During  my  term  of  service,  the  portraits  of  Governor  Page,  Senator  Archer, 
Governor  Bobertson,  Count  de  Bochambeau,  and  General  Clarke  have  been  received 
in  the  library.  All  of  these  portraits  are  interesting  in  their  historical  aspect,  some 
have  the  additional  merit  of  excellence  as  works  of  art.  The  portraits  are  now  so 
numerous  and  attractive  as  to  be  the  leading  feature  of  the  library  room.  To  har- 
monize them  with  the  use  of  the  books,  has  become  a  practical  difficulty,  and 
deserves  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  committee. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  the  books,  maps,  &c.,  received  in  the  way  of 
exchange  from  the  states,  territories,  United  States,  and  foreign  governments  are 
becoming  so  numerous,  that  in  a  short  time  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  room  for  them 
in  the  library  or  its  stock  rooms.  To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case,  the  libra- 
rian should  be  empowered  to  provide,  outside  of  the  library  and  its  stock  rooms,  some 
suitable  place  for  such  books  and  maps  as  cannot  be  stored  in  the  present  stock 
rooms.  The  removal  of  a  large  number  of  books  from  the  control  and  custody  of 
the  librarian  to  inappropriate  places,  by  order  of  Governor  Holliday,  during  the 
late  recess  of  the  general  assembly,  to  relieve  one  of  the  stock  rooms  of  the  library 
from  supposed  excessive  weight  and  supposed  danger  to  the  floor,  and  the  removal  of 
Hotchkiss's  summary  and  Maury's  physical  survey,  to  a  place  equally  inappropriate, 
demonstrate  the  necessity  of  a  store  room  outside  of  the  capitol,  over  which  the 
librarian  will  have  exclusive  control. 

The  arrangement  and  classification  of  books  and  maps,  received  in  exchange,  and 
to  be  found  in  the  second  gallery  of  the  library,  has  become  an  absolute  necessity. 
Tears  ago  this  subject  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  library  committee,  but 
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the  magnitude  and  labor  of  the  work,  from  its  peculiarity,  has  heretofore  prerenied 
aetion  on  this  subject.  The  necessity  for  this  work  increases  every  day,  and  until 
it  is  done,  the  officers  of  government  who  are  peculiarly  interested  in  this  department, 
will  be  deprived  of  much  of  the  most  valuable  information  to  be  found  in  the  library. 

At  the  session  of  the  general  assembly  in  1880,  the  library  committee  directed  the 
librarian  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  prepare  for  printing  and  publishing 
annually,  the  calendared  manuscript  in  his  possession.  Under  this  authority  the 
assistant  librarian  (Sherwin  McKae)  was  appointed,  and  the  second  volume  of  the 
calendar  prepared  for  printing  and  publication.  Mr.  McKae  is  now  engaged  in  the 
preparation  of  the  manuscript,  which  will  constitute  the  third  volume  of  the  calen- 
dar, and  before  the  next  biennial  session  of  the  general  assembly,  will,  it  is  contem- 
plated, have  prepared  for  publication  the  fourth  volume.  The  second  volume  of  the 
calendar  has  been  received  by  the  public  with  much  favor ;  the  sales  have  already 
much  exceeded  expectation,  and  the  demand  increases  with  the  knowledge  of  its 
publication. 

Before  the  publication  of  the  second  volume,  very  few  of  the  first  had  been  sold, 
and  the  sales  had  almost  entirely  ceased.  Now  the  sale  of  the  second  volume  fre- 
quently causes  the  sale  of  the  first,  thus  each  successive  volume  is  not  merely  a  contri- 
bution to  the  library  fund,  but  promotes  the  sale  of  preceding  volumes,  and  illustrates 
the  wisdom  of  the  committee. 

It  remains  for  the  library  committee  to  fix  the  prices  at  which  the  future  volumes 
of  the  calendar  shall  b'e  sold.
